T he Stop AIDS Project has joined 
with several local leather and 
SM organizations to produce 
the first San Francisco pamphlet on 
safe SM. The new brochure, entitled 
“SM Sex Safely: Practical Tips from 
the San Francisco Bay Area SM Com¬ 
munity,” will make its debut at Sun¬ 
day’s Folsom Street Fair. Last year, 
Stop AIDS was instrumental in get¬ 
ting condoms into gay bars in time to 
greet the hordes that descended upon 
the city for Leatherweek. 

In addition, Stop AIDS will soon 
initiate a new discussion for gay and bi¬ 
sexual men into leather and SM. Topics 
wjll include community, roles, mentor¬ 
ing, communication, barebacking, and 
safety. Details will be available soon. 

The “SM SeX Safely” project was 
initiated by leather activist Peter Fiske 
of the 15 Association, and was mod¬ 
eled in part on materials from the 
AIDS Committee of Toronto. Karen 
Kirchner of the Exiles women’s SM 
group, was editor of the brochure, and 
Daddy Philip Turner was also a strong 
supporter. Medical and other experts 
were consulted during the several- 
month-long process of putting the 
pamphlet together. Printing and dis¬ 
tribution were funded by a coalition 
of Bay Area leather and SM groups in¬ 
cluding the AIDS Emergency Fund, 
the Exiles, the 15 Association, the So¬ 
ciety of Janus, and several leather-ori¬ 
ented bars and businesses. 

According to Jed Herman, Stop 
AIDS neighborhood organizer for 
South of Market, the pamphlet seeks 
to reach people with a wide range of 
experience, “from the most experi¬ 
enced players to the curious and anx-

Folsom Street Fair caps off Leather Week 


W hat a wondeful feeling to see Folsom 
Street, from 5th to 11th streets, fes¬ 
tooned with huge red, white, black 
and blue Leather Pride banners affixed to the 
light and telephone poles. Right about now, 
everyone in the city is in an enhanced leather 
mood. 

The powers that be in the City and Coun¬ 
ty of San Francisco, and especially the folks 
managing the Hotel Tax Fund and Grants for 


the Arts, have finally acknowledged that the 
big influx of people arriving for Leather 
Week and the Folsom Street Fair are a finan¬ 
cial boon to the local economy.

UCSF AIDS doctor questions 

early HIV treatment by Cynthia Laird 


A ccording to a theory put forward by a 
pioneering AIDS researcher at the Uni¬ 
versity of California, San Francisco 
(UCSF), treating HIV with antiviral drugs 
too early can work against the patient’s nat¬ 
ural immune system and do 
more harm than good. 

In a “viewpoint” piece 
published in the September 
19 issue of Lancet, Dr. Jay A. 

Levy, a UCSF professor of 
medicine and one of the 
first to discover HIV, out¬ 
lined his concerns about the 
current strategy advocated 
by the clinical community 
for prescribing combina¬ 
tion drug therapy. Levy’s ar¬ 
ticle is entitled “Caution: 

Should We Be Treating HIV 
Infection Early?” 

Levy’s research has fo¬ 
cused on natural immune 
response against the AIDS 
virus. Combination thera¬ 
py, or “cocktail therapy,” re¬ 
lies on antiviral drugs to 
disable HIV’s mechanism. Dr. Jay Levy 


The accepted treatment guideline, Levy 
said, is to begin antiviral therapy “as soon as 
possible and with as large an armamentari¬ 
um as is available.” He emphasized that his 
concern is not about the treatment itself, but 


is about the stage at which it is initiated. 

“Physicians should carefully consider the 
time when drug therapy is begun for infect¬ 
ed individuals who are past the acute infec¬ 
tion phase,” Levy wrote. “Until we have a 
good surrogate marker pre¬ 
saging irreversible damage 
to the immune system or a 
means of inducing an anti- 
HIV immune response, a 
delay in initiating therapy 
should be considered.” 

In his view, “treatment 
with antiviral drugs starts 
the clock ticking too soon, 
limiting future options and 
making therapy a necessity 
for the lifetime of the per¬ 
son. 

“Any decision to stop the 
drugs could only be made if 
one had assurances that all 
infected cells had been elim¬ 
inated - now an unlikely 
event - or the immune sys¬ 
tem has recovered suffi¬ 
ciently to control HIV,”

Gay man alleges 
harassment at 
Concord El Torito

11 gay East Bay resident filed 
suit Wednesday, September 
a m 9 against Family Restau¬ 
rants, Inc., the parent company of 
the El Torito restaurant in Con¬ 
cord, alleging sexual orientation 
discrimination and sexual harass¬ 
ment by his former employer. 

Kenneth Jeffress had been em¬ 
ployed as a waiter with various 
Family Restaurants around the 
country since 1979, and returned 
to the Concord El Torito in Octo¬ 
ber 1996, where he alleges it took 
less than two weeks for him to no¬ 
tice “snickering” among the 
kitchen staff. He also says he felt 
forced to resign on September 11, 
1997 due to the accumulated 
stress of the situation. 

The complaint, filed in Contra 
Costa County Superior Court on 
behalf of Jeffress by the Law Of¬ 
fices of Paul Wotman, alleges a se¬ 
ries of harassing incidents by co¬ 
workers that became increasingly 
serious and confrontational. 

The harassment began with 
derogatory and demeaning com¬ 
ments such as “hoto,” “maricon,” 
and “puto” - Spanish terms rea¬ 
sonably translated to “queer,” “fag¬ 
got,” and “homo.” 

In January 1997 Jeffress re¬ 
ported the slurs to his manager, 
Manning Loomis, who said “he 
should not have shared his sexual 
orientation with his co-workers,” 
according to the complaint. 

“I’ve never had a problem with 
my sexuality; never had a problem 
coming out,” said Jeffress, but 
with the harassment in the 
kitchen he felt boxed into a cor¬ 
ner. “I tried to just let it go be¬ 
cause I wasn’t getting any sup¬ 
port,” he said. “I didn’t want this 
thing to get out of hand.” 

Some of the incidents were so 
upsetting to Jeffress that they 
brought him to tears, and caused 
embarrassment, humiliation, 
emotional and physical distress, 
increased alcohol consumption, 
and the need to see a therapist. 

“It started to get real painful,” 
he said, adding, “I never cried over 
things like that before.” 

The complaint alleges that on 
several occasions in 1997, Jeffress’s 
co-workers put their hands to 
their faces to simulate oral sex,

and made “harassing sexual ad¬ 
vances towards him with phallic 
symbols such as bananas and cu¬ 
cumbers.” 

Jeffress says that after co-work- 
ers allegedly began to slap his rear 
end and grab his testicles, and 
when verbal comments became 
more salacious including ques¬ 
tions about sexual acts, he again 
reported the occurrences to 
Loomis, as well as two other man¬ 
agers. He speculates that report¬ 
ing may have contributed to the 
increasing severity of the inci¬ 
dents as well as acts of retaliation 
alleged in the complaint. 

His timecards and keys were 
taken; customer checks, cash, and 
tips went missing; and food Jef¬ 
fress ordered to serve his cus¬ 
tomers would be served late or 
not at all. 

“Management was starting to 
question me on my abilities,” said 
Jeffress. 

Mirror mirror? 

In August 1997, Jeffress used 
the employee restroom and found 
his nickname, Candelario, written 
on the mirror in the feminized 
Spanish version, Candelaria, along 
with “es mui puto”: roughly trans¬ 
lated, “Miss Jeffress is a big faggot.” 

The general manager of the 
restaurant, Jorge Serrano, saw the 
writing on the mirror but said 
“there was nothing he could do,” 
according to the complaint. 

Soon after, Jeffress’s work 
schedule was reduced to the point 
where he was not making enough 
money, and he resigned on Sep¬ 


tember 11. 

The lawsuit alleges that Family 
Restaurants “engaged in a contin¬ 
uous course of harassment and 
discrimination against [Jeffress] 
based on his sexual orientation, 

... took no action and allowed the 
continuation of a hostile, harass¬ 
ing, and intolerable work envi¬ 
ronment, and ... knowingly per¬ 
mitted adverse and discriminato¬ 
ry working conditions.” 

The lawsuit alleges sexual ori¬ 
entation discrimination in viola¬ 
tion of the California Labor Code, 
retaliation in violation of the Cal¬ 
ifornia Government Code, “con¬ 
structive discharge” (in this case, 
failing to remedy the discrimina¬ 
tory work environment that 
forced Jeffress to resign) in viola¬ 
tion of both the labor and gov¬ 
ernment .codes, as well as the Cal¬ 
ifornia Constitution; and sexual 
harassment in violation of Cali¬ 
fornia Government Code. 

Wotman emphasized the sex¬ 
ual harassment charge and made 
reference to this year’s precedent¬ 
setting U.S. Supreme Court ruling 
in favor of a heterosexual male 
employee on an oil rig who sued 
his openly heterosexual co-work¬ 
ers for sexual harassment because 
they taunted him with anti-gay 
phrases and actions. 

“I think it’s going to be a suc¬ 
cessful argument for gay people,” 
he said, adding that heterosexual 
men often assume that they can 
touch or hit a gay man when they 
are harassing him. 

A successful sexual harassment 
charge can possibly increase the 
damages that can be awarded. 

Family Restaurants, Inc., with 
headquarters in Irvine, California, 
claims to be “the largest operator 
of full service Mexican restaurants 
in the world”; it operates a num¬ 
ber of restaurants in the United 
States including Chi-Chi’s, Tequi¬ 
la Willie’s, and 97 El Torito restau¬ 
rants. Calls to company represen¬ 
tatives about the lawsuit were not 
returned. 

The company has announced 
plans for a merger with Koo Koo 
Roo, Inc., a restaurant chain with 
a flagship franchise in West Hol¬ 
lywood’s gay section that is fa¬ 
mous for a steady supply of cheap 
chicken available for pick-up. 

A status conference on the law¬ 
suit is scheduled for January 28.T 
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Hearing set for 
Wilmes murder suspect

I ''t dgar Mora, the South San 
Francisco man charged 
; H with murdering gay San 
Francisco resident Brian Wilmes 
in March, will face a preliminary 
hearing Monday, November 16 at 
the Hall of Justice. Mora, 25, faces 
one charge of murder and one 
charge of assault with force likely 
to produce great bodily injury 
against a witness, according to 
Maggie Lynch with the San Fran¬ 
cisco District Attorney’s office. 

Mora is in custody at the San 
Francisco jail, where he has re¬ 
mained since his arrest shortly 
after the alleged attack that ended 
Wilmes’s life at the age of 45. Po¬ 
lice questioned a woman they 
have declined to identify, who al¬ 
legedly drove Mora from the 
scene. Authorities considered 
bringing charges against her but 
dropped that idea. She could be 
called as a witness. 

The charges against Mora stem 
from the March 12 attack near the 
Loading Dock bar on Mission 
Street, in which Mora allegedly

tore his shirt off his body and was 
rampaging down Mission Street, 
hitting a passing bicyclist, kicking 
passing cars, and trying to break 
the glass of a bus shelter, police 
said. When a homeless man, 
Michael Gillespie, urged Mora to 
calm down, Mora reportedly 
struck Gillespie on the back of the 
head. 

Witnesses told police that 
Mora then crossed the street and

If H ealing Alternatives, a long¬ 
time, community based 
m. HIV drug “recycler” and 
supplement provider, was robbed 
of an estimated $50,000 in sup¬ 
plies on Tuesday, September 22. 
John Salvati, general manager of 
Healing Alternatives told the Bay 
Area Reporter someone broke into 
the offices in the Bank of America 
building at 505 Castro Street, 
most likely between 10:30 and 11 
a.m. 

Salvati told the B.A.R. that a 
Bank of America guard witnessed 
a person leaving the premises car¬ 
rying boxes around the time of 
the burglary. According to the 
guard, he had seen the man in line 
at the bank the day before. 

The stolen items included a va¬ 
riety of supplements and vitamins 
on display for sale in the office; 
cash; and nearly $40,000 of the 
“recycled” drugs Epogen and Nu- 


pogen, drugs used respectively to 
treat anemia caused by AZT and 
to counteract the bone marrow 
toxicity of HIV drugs, intended 
for medical facilities in sub-Saha¬ 
ran Africa. 

“We are devastated by this. 
They pretty much cleaned us out,” 
said Salvati. “There are two clinics 
in Congo and Zimbabwe that 
were depending on this.” 

Healing Alternatives Founda¬ 
tion obtains $100,000 to $130,000 
in surplus HIV drugs a month 
from a variety of sources and pro¬ 
vides them to people who need 
them locally, as well as to clinics. 
They also maintain a resource li¬ 
brary and a buyers’ club that of¬ 
fers discounts on supplements, vi¬ 
tamins and minerals, and experi¬ 
mental therapies. 

Police were investigating the 
break-in and dusting for finger¬ 
prints Tuesday afternoon. Infor¬ 
mation on possible suspects or 
descriptions was not available at 
press time. ▼

started pounding on the door of 
the Jon Sims Center, a rehearsal 
space serving queer performing 
artists. Unsuccessful in his at¬ 
tempt to get in, Mora then turned 
on Wilmes, who was just arriving 
at the Loading Dock, accompa¬ 
nied by a casual friend, Tim Car- 
roll of Sacramento. 

According to witness accounts 
given to the police, Mora yelled 
anti-gay slurs and screamed at 
Wilmes, “Do you want a piece of 
me?” After that, he struck Wilmes 
in the mouth, knocking him 
down and causing Wilmes to hit 
his head on the sidewalk and lose 
consciousness. Mora then ran 
across the street and got into a 
blue compact car allegedly driven 
by the woman, and the car fled 
westbound on Mission Street. 

Wilmes was taken by ambu¬ 
lance to a hospital, where he died 
two days later. 

Based on the getaway car’s li¬ 
cense plate, which was recorded 
by Gillespie and perhaps others, 
police officers tracked Mora to his 
home and arrested him without 
incident. 

District Attorney Terence Hal- 
linan told community members 
attending a forum in the Castro 
shortly after the attack that he 
could not file hate crime charges 
against Mora because of a quirk 
in the penal code that does not 
classify hate crimes based on sex¬ 
ual orientation. T

|| ast spring the Harvey Milk 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
' *Transgender Democratic 
Club was accused of not support¬ 
ing gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgender candidates for the 
June 1998 election for the San 
Francisco Democratic Central 
Committee. This time around, in 
completing endorsements for the 
November 3, 1998 general elec¬ 
tion, the club produced “an all¬ 
queer slate of candidates for su¬ 
pervisor,” according to club presi¬ 
dent Criss Romero. 

The club endorsed Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano early, in February 
1998. Later, it added Supervisor 
Mark Leno and challengers Denise 
D’Anne and Victor Marquez. 

Romero said the endorsement 
of D’Anne, a transgender woman 
and environmental activist, 
“proved to be somewhat of a solid 


decision” as the Milk Club was 
one of her earliest organizational 
endorsements, and she has gone 
on to garner several others. 

The club also took a positive 
stand on Proposition 5, the Indian 
gaming initiative, in support of 
Native American solidarity, ac¬ 
cording to Romero. 

“I think that’s going to be very 
contentious,” he said regarding 
the issue. 

The Milk Club will distribute a 
complete list of their endorse¬ 
ments in the weeks before the 
election. 

Register queers and keep 
an eye on staffs 

The San Francisco Democratic 
party will be canvassing the Cas¬ 
tro this weekend, September 26 
and 27, to “register voters among 
key demographic groups who tra¬ 
ditionally support the Democrat¬ 
ic Party and then turn them out to 
vote on election day, while build¬ 


ing coalitions between various 
groups, communities and organi¬ 
zations.” 

Information on registering or 
helping can be obtained by calling 
(415) 626-1161 or (415) 995- 
9750. 

Election Day is less than six 
weeks away, so the San Francisco 
Department of Elections is seek¬ 
ing people to “be a guardian of 
our democratic process” by work¬ 
ing in paid positions as inspectors 
and clerks on November 3. 

Approximately^ 3,500 people 
over 18 years old who are U.S. cit¬ 
izens and residents of San Fran¬ 
cisco are needed to staff 650 vot¬ 
ing sites from 6:30 a.m. to ap¬ 
proximately 9 p.m. 

Inspectors are paid $93 and 
must have transportation. Clerks 
will receive $73, and groups that 
provide 12 or more individuals 
will receive $864. Interested peo¬

Black tie and Gray 
address at Alliance 
dinner Saturday

ieutenant Governor Gray 
Davis, the Democratic 
' party nominee for governor 
in the November election, will ap¬ 
pear at the Bay Area Lesbian and 
Gay Non-Partisan Alliance’s 15th 
anniversary fund-raising dinner 
this Saturday, September 26. 

Organizers plan to ask Davis to 
make a commitment to sign a gay 
civil rights bill if he becomes gov¬ 
ernor and faces that choice. 
Davis’s speech will be videotaped 
in order to hold him to any 
promises he makes; Governor 
Pete Wilson reneged on a similar 
promise he made to the group at a 


breakfast during his campaign 
eight years ago. 

The Alliance identifies itself as 
California’s largest lesbian and gay 
political action committee, as well 
as a volunteer organization that 
advances the civil rights of les¬ 
bians and gays by working to elect 
qualified persons to local and 
statewide office. 

Co-chair Mike Rossof said the 
organization is particularly ener¬ 
gized this year “because the Chris¬ 
tian Coalition has practically de¬ 
stroyed the president and it looks 
like we are the next target.” 

The evening will feature pre¬ 
sentations of the Civic Achieve¬ 
ment Award to Dr. Lisa Capaldini 
for her successful fund-raising ef¬ 


forts, and the Don Disler Award to 
Supervisor Mark Leno for “step¬ 
ping out of private life and into the 
political fray.”

If e know that many people have 
' - come to San Francisco this week- 
I * % end for the carefree fun of the Fol¬ 
som Street Fair, and would like to find a 
haven away from the relentless Monica 
Lewinsky matter. But we figure if Clintern- 
gate doesn’t tie in with the Folsom Street 
Fair - concerning, as it does, blowjobs, cig¬ 
ars, and public humiliation - what does? 

Flippant tone aside, the continued flog¬ 
ging of Bill Clinton does have a lot to do 
with this weekend: it is (despite what sali¬ 
vating Republicans say) all about sex, not at 
all about “perjury,” and the forces who want 
to shut Clinton down are the same forces 
who would like to shut down the fair, shut 
down gay bars and baths and anywhere else 
we congregate, criminalize all sexual activi¬ 
ty outside traditional male-female monog¬ 
amous marriage, burn our books, deny us 
our Internet access, and imprison many of 
our heroes. They would, if they could, at¬ 
tempt to identify anybody who was infected 
with HIV through sex (as opposed to those 
“innocent victims” they yammer about). 
Next step would be quarantine, at least. 

Of course, as a growing number of let¬ 
ter-writers point out, there is an element of 
poetic justice to Clinton’s troubles, consid¬ 
ering how he, too, has attempted to block 
others’ sexual freedoms; still, we can find 
nothing gratifying about so many terrible 
legal precedents - the destruction of attor¬ 
ney-client privilege, subpoenaing bookstore 
sales records, televising supposedly “secret” 
grand jury testimony, to name just three - 
since those are all designed to protect every¬ 
one and when they fall for the president 
they also fall for the rest of the country. No 
matter how badly Bill Clinton may have 
screwed us (note to Ken Starr: We mean that 
metaphorically!) we have to back him 
against the people who are out to get him. 

Half a century ago the far right gained a 
foothold in Europe with trumped-up 
charges of a fire in Germany’s parliament 
building: this time, on this side of the At¬ 
lantic, they are aggressively following the 
same plan of action except it’s fornication 
instead of arson, and it’s the Oval Office in¬ 
stead of the Reichstag. No gay person with 
half a brain would want to live under fas¬ 
cism, whether it’s German or American, so 
it’s up to every gay person to fight it when¬ 
ever it rears its ugly head. 

We wonder how many of the people in 
the independent prosecutor’s office really be¬ 
lieved they were doing God’s work - “The 


road to Hell is paved with good intentions,” 
Mom used to say - when they started. By 
now it’s clear that they are blinded by parti¬ 
sanship and crazed from the smell of fear in 
the air, and unable or Unwilling to recognize 
the problems they’re causing. Starr has said 
he is motivated by his resentment of 
any attempt to defile the temple of 
truth, but that’s not the temple to 
which he’s holding a gun these , 
days. And “truth” is obviously of 
secondary concern, considering 
the way he scrupulously edited from 
his final report any testimony favorable 
to Clinton. (We’ve never bought the 
quote anyway, since there are 
outstanding questions about 
whether he passed untruths for 
clients that funneled millions 
of dollars into his bank account, GM and Big 
Tobacco.) We think it’s obvious that as he’s 
firing at Bill Clinton - and endangering in¬ 
nocent bystanders with virtually every volley 
- he’s also gunning to be the next Supreme 
Court justice. The scariest thing is that if he 
succeeds in destroying' the Democrats’ 
chance of controlling either the legislative or 
executive branch, he will almost certainly get 
the post he wants. Think about that. 


The crowds who have come to San Fran¬ 
cisco for the Folsom Fair must help to en¬ 
sure that does not happen. If you are one of 
those visiting from out of town, we hope 
you’ll return to your home full of resolve to 
stop the Republican onslaught. It may be 
hard work to get sensible people elected in 
your region, but it’ll be easier by far 
than trying to undo more damage in¬ 
flicted by hate-crazed fundies and 
their minions. Remind your friends 
and neighbors (not just the gay ones) 
that the majority of people have de¬ 
nounced Starr’s tactics and continue 
to say that he’s destroying the coun¬ 
try he was appointed to pro¬ 
tect. He is behaving less like a 
college dean than a Mafia don, 
and it’s time he was stopped 
and (along with those who have pushed 
him along) punished. 

No matter how hard Starr and the Re¬ 
publicans try, they can never make America 
into a chaste society, or a completely truth¬ 
ful society, or a perfect society. All they can 
do is make it a suspicious society. 

Thanks anyway, we’d rather stick with 
the blowjobs and cigar sex.

hat would you do if a friend told 
you she went and saw some 
strange visions in the desert, and 
that if you went, the same thing could hap¬ 
pen to you, too? The truth is, that’s what 
happened to me: on August 13 I dropped 
everything, like a prospector heading off to 
a gold rush, and headed for the Mojave 
desert on the chance that I, like her, might 
actually see a vision or miracle of some sort. 

Oh, I’ve seen other miracles in my life - 
things that defy scientific explanation - but 
I had to see if one of my radio station engi¬ 
neers here at KUSF 90.3 FM was on fhe level 
or not. (For those who don’t know me, I’m 
into my sixth year of my program, called 
Pastor Tom Live-a truly gay friendly-radio 
ministry. You can hear my personal experi¬ 
ences weekly on Saturday afternoons at 2:30 
p.m. on KUSF, the Jesuit University of San 
Francisco’s very own radio station. They 
have welcomed a gay minister on their sta¬ 
tion with open arms. Times are a changing.) 

Without going into a travelogue, let me 
just say that on the morning of August 13, at 
11:45 a.m., at a place not far from Edwards 
Air Force Base, a cloud formation appeared 
in the sunny desert sky - seen by myself and 


a small group of Hispanic Catholics - in a 
surprising and puzzling image of the 
Blessed Mother Mary holding an infant 
child. 

After 10 minutes or so, the image drifted 
away, then came the light show. That’s right: 
green and blue circles appeared around the 
sun at high noon, filtering the light coming 
down on us like a stained glass window. 

It was no rainbow. I’ve seen dozens of 
those. These were circular bands of 
colored light, unlike anything I’ve 
ever seen before. Sounds like some¬ 
thing from the Sci Fi channel. 

I called the staff of Maria Paulo, 
the female minister of the month¬

Money does not equal winning 

I am writing in response to your article in the Au¬ 
gust 27 paper entitled “Gay Man Gets $45,000 in City 
College HIV Discrimination Suit.” As general counsel 
for the San Francisco Community College District 
(City College) and the only person interviewed on be¬ 
half of City College for the article, I feel it is incum¬ 
bent upon me to make some critical clarifications re¬ 
garding several of the statements in the article. As 
published, the article is not accurate. 

First, Mr. Costa’s case was resolved by a mutual 
settlement agreement. To say he was the “lawsuit win¬ 
ner” is opinion. The purpose of this settlement was 
to bring an end to the litigation process. In exchange, 
the parties gave up their right to have a judge or a jury 
decide who was the “winner.” 

Second, all of the case-related “facts” included in 
the article are drawn from Mr. Costa’s complaint or 
statements made by his lawyer at the time the com¬ 
plaint was filed. Due to the settlement, the court did 
not and will not determine whether any of Mr. Costa’s 
claims were true. City College filed an answer to the 
complaint denying that any unlawful or discrimina¬ 
tory activity took place as to Mr. Costa. 

Finally, City College was not “unwilling to enter 
into negotiations” as stated in the article. The settle¬ 
ment took place at a court-ordered settlement con¬ 
ference on July 31, 1998. The settlement conference 
had been scheduled for several months and City Col¬ 
lege cooperated with the court and Mr. Costa at all 
times in connection with the conference. 

Due to an agreement between the parties, the par¬ 
ties are not permitted to discuss this lawsuit or the 
settlement agreement beyond an agreed upon press 
release. The district obtained Mr. Costa’s attorney’s 
permission to send this letter, with the understand¬ 
ing that Mr. Costa does not share the views expressed 
herein. Further, Dean Rita Jones has never been in¬ 
terviewed by any newspaper in connection with the 
lawsuit.

Impeachment with honor 

Clinton should resign the presidency immediate¬ 
ly, and, failing that, Congress should remove him. Not 
because he had an affair with an intern - I couldn’t 
care less with whom he sleeps.

Despite the fact that 
he egregiously misjudged from whom his own mar¬ 
riage needs defending, he obviously believes that pri¬ 
vate matters of sexuality are worthy of congressional 
and presidential interventions. If marriage needs to 
be “defended” by federal law, let the defense begin.

Gray and Dan on gays

H m ost gay and lesbian politi¬ 
cal observers, Democrat 
ll ft i and Republican alike, will 
presumably tell you Democratic 
gubernatorial nominee Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor Gray Davis has 
it all over Republican Dan Lun- 
gren when it comes to supporting 
gay rights, but when a reader re¬ 
cently wrote me that he didn’t see 
“a nickel’s worth of difference be¬ 
tween the two” I felt a bit of his¬ 
tory on the subject might be in 
order. 

Lungren, as a member of Con¬ 
gress, voted consistently against 
any gay rights legislation; sup¬ 
ported Proposition 6 (prohibiting 
gay teachers in the state); and has 
always backed homophobic Re¬ 
publicans like ex-Representative 
Robert Dornan and former 
Representative William 
Dannemeyer. Davis, on 
the other hand, has a 
record of supporting the 
rights of gays and les¬ 
bians. While serving 
as former Governor 
Jerry Brown’s 
chief of staff, 

Davis shep¬ 
herded 

through nu¬ 
merous gay and lesbian judicial 
appointments, such as those of 
Herb Donaldson and Mary Mor¬ 
gan. As state controller, Davis 
wrote the legislation that provid¬ 
ed a tax credit for AIDS vaccine 
development research, and while 
serving as state controller, he had 
well-known San Franciscan gay 
activist Scott Shafer as his 
statewide chief of staff. 

Indeed, throughout his public 
career, Davis has knowingly hired 
numerous high level gay and les¬ 
bian staff people. In contrast, 
those close to Lungren are hard 
pressed to name a single known 
gay or lesbian staff person that 
Lungren hired while serving in 
the U.S. House of Representatives 
or during his two terms as state 
attorney general. 

Additionally, when Governor 
Pete Wilson went all out a few 
months ago twisting the arms of 
U.C. Board of Regents members to 
prevent a vote extending domestic 
partners benefits to U.C. staff 
members, Davis’s vote for the plan 
made the difference in passing the 
domestic partners plan as Wilson 
was defeated by a 13-12 vote. 

The San Jose Mercury News re¬ 
cently asked both Lungren and 
Davis two questions pertaining to 
gay issues. We are reprinting both 
the questions and the answers 
Lungren and Davis supplied, so 
readers can make up their own 
minds where they feel the two 
men stand. 

Question: Would you sign leg¬ 
islation allowing gays and lesbians 
to marry? 

Davis’s answer: “I am the only 
candidate for governor with a 
long-term track record support¬ 
ing gay and lesbian rights; includ¬ 
ing the rights of couples who love 
and support each other. The ques¬ 
tion of same-gender marriage is a 
more difficult one,. but as gover¬ 
nor, I would continue to lead the 
fight against discrimination based 
on sexual orientation. Working 
with the community, I would seek 
not only to ensure wider accep¬ 
tance of committed same-gender 
couples, but to expand society’s 
definition of the legal benefits 
available to those relationships. I 
believe that if legislation is passed 
in the near future to recognize 
same-sex marriages, it will likely 


be met with a severe conservative 
backlash, and an accompanying 
ballot measure like 187 or 209 de¬ 
signed to take back any and all 
rights gays and lesbians have 
fought for years to gain. There¬ 
fore, I recommend caution as we 
proceed on this issue.” 

Lungren’s answer to the same 
question: “No.” 

Question: Do you believe ho¬ 
mosexuality is a sin? 

Lungren: “I think the teach¬ 
ings of the church and Christian¬ 
ity are pretty clear on that. Not the 
predisposition or the declaration 
or the belief or the identification 
of one as a homosexual, that’s not 
a sin. It is the act itself. I believe 
what the Bible tells me, which is 
hate the sin and love the sinner.” 

Davis: “All I know is that in my 
church, Good Shepherd, there are 
homosexual parishioners who are 
very welcome. I take a 
very pragmatic ap¬ 
proach to life. I want to 
allow every human 
being to make a pos¬ 
itive contribution 
while they’re on this 
planet. So I would fight 
against any 
form of dis¬ 
crimination 
that precludes 
them from 

doing so. I believe there’s a lot of 
scientific evidence that suggests 
that homosexuality is not a ques¬ 
tion of choice; it’s a question of 
genetic predetermination. And 
there is no sin without free will.” 

It should be said here that both 
Davis and Lungren are of the 
Catholic faith. Do their answers 
on the subject clarify their posi¬ 
tions? Lungren willingly says that 
public policy should be shaped by 
religious sensibilities. Therefore, I 
argue that Davis should be all gay 
and lesbian citizens’ choice for 
governor, regardless of which po¬ 
litical party we belong to. 

Feinstein boosts Boxer 

When California Senator Di¬ 
anne Feinstein appeared as the 
featured guest on CNN’s Larry 
King Live last week to discuss the 
sorry Bill Clinton-Monica 
Lewinsky saga, she took advan¬ 
tage of the national TV exposure 
to plug fellow senator Barbara 
Boxer in a very big way; Fein¬ 
stein, undoubtedly the state’s 
most popular politician, made an 
impassioned plea for Boxer’s re- 
election, saying that “Barbara has 
worked very hard for this state, is 
one of the Senate’s most effective 
members, and it is important that 
California send her back to Wash¬ 
ington.” 

When both Feinstein and 
Boxer ran for the Senate in 1992, 
Feinstein, far ahead in the polls, 
actually urged last minute donors 
to her own campaign to con¬ 
tribute to Boxer instead because 
that race was so close; conse¬ 
quently, many people credit her as 


one of the main reasons that 
Boxer won that contest. A Fein¬ 
stein aide recently told me that 
while “Dianne is getting pleas 
from Democratic candidates from 
other states for appearances on a 
daily basis,” she really feels that 
Barbara’s re-election is very, very 
important and plans to “do every¬ 
thing she can for Senator Boxer 
right through Election Day.” 

Numerous statewide polls 
have Boxer in a very tight race 
with her Republican opponent 
Matt Fong (who has also ex¬ 
pressed the above-mentioned be¬ 
lief that gays are “sinners”), and 
Feinstein this week again urged 
her supporters to “make sure we 
pull Barbara through to victory 
on November 3.” 

The gubernatorial and Senate 
races aren’t the only ones where 
fundy religious beliefs are evident. 
In the supposedly “non-partisan” 
race for state Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, incumbent 
Delaine Eastin is facing a con¬ 
servative opponent with some in¬ 
teresting connections. Voters 
should be interested to know that 
her opponent, Gloria Tuchman, 
received approximately 70 percent 
of her campaign funds for the 
June primary from ultra-conserv¬ 
ative Howard F. Ahmanson. 

Ahmanson has generously 
contributed to numerous right 
wing think tanks, the most note¬ 
worthy of which is the think tank 
Chancedon. It was founded by the 
Reverend R. J. Rushdoony, a 
Calvinist who runs a Reconstruc¬ 
tionist Christian school in the 
Sierra Foothills. Rushdoony has 
written that the Holocaust has 
been “overstated,” and that any¬ 
one who says that six million Jews 
were killed is committing the sin 
of bearing false witness. Further, 
according to a July, 1996 L.A. 
Times story, Rushdoony believes 
that the death penalty is warrant¬ 
ed for anyone who is promiscu¬ 
ous, gay, or adulterous. 

As for Ahmanson, being the 
sugar daddy of Tuchman’s prima¬ 
ry campaign isn’t enough: he also 
gave at least $30,000 to the “Cali¬ 
fornians for the Defense of Mar¬ 
riage,” the effort by homophobic 
Assemblyman Pete Knight’s to 
pass an initiative to ban gay mar¬ 
riage in the year 2000. Ahmanson 
also has been a major funder of 
several of the organizations that 
sponsored the recent nationwide 
anti-gay advertising campaign, 
and he also gave $25,000 in sup¬ 
port of Colorado’s Amendment 2. 

Take a good look at his choice 
to command the state’s schools, 
Tuchman; political candidates, 
like all other people, are known by 
the company they keep. Candi¬ 
date Tuchman clearly has close 
friends who don’t like us; it is im¬ 
portant that all of us - Democrat 
and Republican alike - vote on 
November 3 to re-elect Eastin as 
state Superintendent of Public In- 
struction.T

Scientific American 
report: heavy sarcasm, 
low-lying irony

T elevision evangelist and 
sometime presidential can¬ 
didate Pat Robertson,” Steve 
Mirsky writes in the September 
Scientific American, “added mete¬ 
orology to the list of sciences 
about which he has theories - and 
few facts.” In June, Robertson pre¬ 
dicted that Orlando, Florida, 
could be a likely target for 
‘“earthquakes, tornadoes and 
possibly a meteor’” be¬ 
cause the city had not 
objected to the Gay 
Days at Disney celebra¬ 
tion and was consider¬ 
ing allowing lesbian and 
gay groups to fly rain¬ 
bow flags in honor of 
Pride Month. Mirsky, 
tongue planted firmly 
in cheek, suggests that Robertson, 
who could be considered “an ex¬ 
pert on hot air masses,” might 
want to add weather reports “as a 
regular feature on his 700 Club 
broadcasts, launching into some¬ 
thing like this: ... Continued ho¬ 
mosexual activity in the large 
cities of the East Coast and, of 
course, San Francisco, will initiate 
a severe low-pressure front with 
associated torrentially heavy rains 
late in the day. Look for heavy 
flooding, especially in theater dis¬ 
tricts.” 

Mirsky concludes by noting, 
“In the interest of an evenhanded 
attack on wacky ideas, I’d like to 
point out the obvious fact that no 
religious group has a monopoly 
on them. Some of the more vocal 
members of some groups, howev¬ 
er, do have their own broadcast 
outlets.... The good news is that 
such spokespeople serve the larg¬ 
er purpose of reminding everyone 
of the simple and profound words 
written by [naturalist Stephen] 
Gould: ‘The enemy of knowledge 
and science is irrationalism, not 
religion.’ Amen.”

Two pieces on a TG pianist 
show insight, compassion 

Setting the scene for a richly 
detailed profile, the subtitle of An¬ 
drew Jacobs’s September 13 New 
York Times Magazine feature 
reads: “This week, after years of 
confusion, torment and hormone 
treatments, the concert pianist 
David Buechner performs for the 
first time as Sara. But the question 
remains, Will his fans and peers 
accept her?” In “His Debut as a 
Woman,” Jacobs uses Sara’s expe¬ 
riences as a springboard for a de¬ 
tailed examination not only of 
Sara’s own transitioning process, 
but also of the classical music in¬ 


dustry and of the transgender 
community. Describing her as 
“surely the nation’s first concert 
pianist to undergo a mid-career 
sex change,” Jacobs notes Sara’s 
formidable accomplishments 
from her life as David, including 
appearances with leading orches¬ 
tras such as the New York Phil¬ 
harmonic, an extensive discogra¬ 
phy, and numerous international 
prizes. But Jacobs reports that, “As 
word of his gender reassignment 
spread through the close- 
knit classical music world, 
Buechner ... began to 
endure a string of re¬ 
jections.” 

Jacobs continues, 
“Some have hinted 
that Buechner’s deci¬ 
sion to orchestrate the 
coming out with the 
help of a publicist sug¬ 
gests an awareness of 
its career-boosting po¬ 
tential, a way of rising above the 
crowd.” But Sara asks, “Why 
would I ruin friendships and dev¬ 
astate my family for some dubi¬ 
ous gain? It just goes to show you 
how cynical and bitter the classi¬ 
cal music world is.” Jacobs then 
presents mostly accurate facts 
about the transgender communi¬ 
ty: examining the stigmatization 
which transgender people face, 
pointing out that the transgender 
community encompasses a diver¬ 
sity of people, and citing promi¬ 
nent transgender leaders, includ¬ 
ing Ricki Anne Wilchins and 
Jamison Green. 

Jacobs relays Buechner’s two 
primary frustrations: That “no 
matter how great I play, the first 
line in my obituary will invariably 
read, ‘Sara Buechner, the transsex¬ 
ual pianist,”’ and the fact that her 
parents do not accept her. To¬ 
wards the end of the piece, Jacobs 
recounts Sara’s last performance 
as David: “When the audience 
rose to applaud and demand an 
encore, Buechner played an espe¬ 
cially sentimental rendition of the 
Gershwin standard ‘The Man I 
Love,’ a private tribute, she says, to 
the passing of David. After the 
concert, she left his clothing be¬ 
hind.” 

Buechner was also the subject 
of the September 16 “Cover 
Story” on Entertainment Tonight 
( ET ). Introduced by Mary Hart, 
the segment features extensive on¬ 
screen time with Buechner, in¬ 
cluding clips of her performing. 
As with the New York Times Mag¬ 
azine piece, Sara’s story was pre¬ 
sented without sensationalism, 
but instead, with sensitivity and a 
demonstrated commitment to ed¬ 
ucating audiences. In addition, 
ET, which won the 1998 GLAAD 
Media Award for Television Jour¬ 
nalism, continued its tradition of 
giving prominence to lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender com¬ 
munity issues and presented a 
compassionate look at Buechner’s 
experiences. 

Please thank the New York 
Times Magazine and Entertain¬ 
ment Tonight for their candor and 
compassion in sharing Sara’s 
story.

Utne Reader 
tackles gender 

The cover of September’s Utne 
Reader asks: “It’s 2 a.m. Do You 
Know What Sex You Are? Does 
Anybody?” Utne then devotes 
seven features to the exploration 
of gender identity in our society. 
They cover a spectrum of view¬ 
points, from looking at the role of 
genetics and hormones in the de¬ 
velopment of the sex of a fetus, to 
the ways in which peer pressure 
enforces ‘appropriate’ gender be¬ 
havior in children. One of the ar¬ 
ticles, “Drag Net,” is written by 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech¬ 
nology Professor Sherry Turkle, 
noted author of Life on the Screen: 
Identity in the Age of the Internet. 
In “Drag Net,” Turkle looks at the 
current phenomenon of “virtual 
gender” on the Internet, or the 
ramifications of the ability to pre¬ 
sent as a different gender in online 
communications. Two articles 
look at lesbians who are defying 
stereotypes by expressing their 
feminine gender identity. The 
package concludes with an 
overview of some of the more fa¬ 
mous gender-benders throughout 
history and a “gender-aptitude” 
quiz excerpted from Kate Born- 
stein’s My Gender Workbook. 

The articles look at the various 
ways in which gender is being de¬ 
constructed and reinterpreted in 
America today. Regrettably, the 
Utne Reader does not effectively 
put these perspectives into the 
larger context of a transgender 
political/social movement in ways 
that would truly have made the 
collection remarkable. In “The 
Gender Blur,” for example, 
Pulitzer Prize-winning writer 
Deborah Blum discusses the bio¬ 
logical implication of genetics and 
hormones and the various result¬ 
ing medical conditions which can 
produce ambiguous physical 
traits that make sex determina¬ 
tion difficult. But the article does 
not mention the growing political 
movement of Intersex people. In 
fact, aside from the excerpt from 
Bornstein’s book, none of the ar¬ 
ticles mention any of the leading 
spokespeople of the transgender 
movement. 

Please let the Utne Reader 
know how much you appreciate 
their attention to the changing 
role of gender in our society, and 
thank them for using the works of 
fair-minded writers to bring the 
issues to light. In addition, en¬ 
courage them to continue this dis¬ 
cussion and ask them to include 
more interviews, quotes and per¬ 
spectives from transgender per¬ 
sons and organizations in the fu¬ 
ture. Let them know they missed 
an opportunity here to give read¬ 
ers a unique and highly informed 
perspective on an important 
emerging issue.

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Pro-youth gay web 
guild celebrates 
first anniversary

i n the past 12 months, the In¬ 
ternational Guild of Gay Web¬ 
masters (IGGW) has grown 
from 11 members to over 1,600 
members worldwide in 55 coun¬ 
tries. IGGW has weathered its 
growing pains due in great part to 
the dedication and philosophy of 
its founder Ernest Gaudreau, who 
serves as its executive 
director and the trea¬ 
surer of San Francis¬ 
co Local 001. 

From a computer 
in his one-bedroom 
Noe Valley apart¬ 
ment, Gaudreau, a 
self-taught web¬ 
master, created 
a fee-free inde¬ 
pendent orga¬ 
nization dedi¬ 
cated to promoting and protect¬ 
ing the interests of lesbian and gay 
webmasters on the Internet. One 
reason for the organization’s phe¬ 
nomenal growth is that it has re¬ 
lied entirely on volunteers and 
small contributions, rather than 
on membership dues to support 
its operations. 

“Dues would have severely lim¬ 
ited our membership and raised 
questions concerning our real in¬ 
tent," Gaudreau says. “I wanted to 
make sure no one was left out - 
and also demonstrate that IGGW 
was not a Internet scam.” 

On February 15, IGGW re¬ 
ceived its first application from a 
minor, a 14-year-old gay webmas¬ 
ter from New York. Gaudreau 
originally intended to reject this 
application, fearing that teen 
members might be unduly ex¬ 
posed to the adult sites of many of 
the guild’s webmasters. But when 
the youth’s comments on his ap¬ 
plication indicated that he fully 
expected to be rejected because of 
his age, the guild took this as a 
challenge. 

Would IGGW reject members 
out of hand simply because of their 
age, or would it accept, educate and 
guide gay and questioning teens? It 
was decided to not only accept the 
teenager’s membership, but also to 
develop programs specifically 
geared towards teens. 

The decision proved to be a 
boon for the guild when this par¬ 
ticularly gifted young New Yorker 
was appointed teen advisor, a 
non-voting member of the board 
of directors, at the same time as 
the first women’s advisor was ap¬ 
pointed. The 14-year-old so im¬ 
pressed the other members of the 
board with his communication 
skills, enthusiasm, and contribu¬ 
tion to projects, that he was given 
full voting membership on the 
board of directors when the first 
vacancy occurred. 

In addition, a Teen Local 017 
was created for all members 
under 18, and a Teen Safety and 
Service Award was introduced to 
recognize outstanding teens and 
teen-oriented sites to complement 
IGGW’s prestigious Black Claw 
Award (conferred upon those in¬ 
dividuals, organizations, or web 
pages which have made signifi¬ 
cant contributions to web page 
design and/or to the community 
at large). 


Functions key 

One of the functions of the 
guild is to protect its members 
and the general public from un¬ 
ethical or illegal Internet activity 
of members and non-members 
alike. Although still in its forma¬ 
tive stages, the Conflict Resolu¬ 
tion Program has already estab¬ 
lished its reputation as skillful ar¬ 
biter of disputes regarding copy¬ 
right violations and child pornog¬ 
raphy. 

IGGW has helped sev¬ 
eral professional photog¬ 
raphers and gay business¬ 
es, such as Falcon Studios, 
claim their copyrights. 
Many webmasters 
misunderstand 
copyright laws, 
and IGGW has 
demonstrated 
its leadership in 
educating them 
on this increasingly important In¬ 
ternet issue - the right to control 
one’s own intellectual property. 
Several claims over original pho¬ 
tographs, video images, and pub¬ 
lished articles have been success¬ 
fully arbitrated in the past year. 

The guild responds vigorously 
to all complaints it receives of 
child pornography. 

A formal e-mail is sent to web¬ 
masters of these sites requesting 
proof, in compliance with federal 
statute, that the models in ques¬ 
tion are at least 18 years of age. If 
no satisfactory response is re¬ 
ceived, IGGW submits the site’s 
URL to Nick the Llama’s Anti- 
Child Pornography Web Site at 
http://www.nickthellama.com/ca 
mpaign, which reports Internet 
child pornography to the FBI, or 
to U.S. or Canadian Customs. 

IGGW also serves as a watch¬ 
dog for Internet scams, investigat¬ 
ing all complaints received from 
customers against commercial 
sites including services paid for 
but not provided, problems with 
refunds, and automatic credit 
card renewals. In one case, the 
IGGW membership of a webmas¬ 
ter with an adult site was sus¬ 
pended and not reinstated until 
he had contacted the customer 
and resolved the problem to the 
guild’s satisfaction. 

The guild’s effective pro bono 
program helps very small non¬ 
profits both with website design 
and execution. Volunteers are 
provided from a list of local web¬ 
masters who offer their services at 
no cost to the organizations. 

Forty percent of the members 
have personal non-adult sites, 25 
percent run non-adult commer¬ 
cial sites, and the remaining 35 
percent are adult sites. IGGW does 
not discriminate on the basis of 
site content, providing it is legal. 

Membership drive on 
the info superhighway 

Although lesbians are currently 
underrepresented with less than 
100 members, they are eagerly wel¬ 
comed and encouraged to partici¬ 
pate. Web designers are also wel¬ 
comed. The organization even in¬ 
cludes a few gay-friendly straight 
webmasters. Membership is open 
to anyone who has a web page and 
can abide by the bylaws of the or¬ 
ganization. An associate member¬ 
ship is even available for one year 



to anyone without a web page. 

Over the past few months, the 
guild has started to create a local 
chapter system, whereby mem¬ 
bers in selected geographic areas 
can meet, network, and grow. The 
networking alone has already 
proved to be of great benefit and 
has created an effective means of 
sharing business information 
such as identifying gay-friendly 
banks and ISPs (Internet Service 
Providers). 

In spite of its early accomplish¬ 
ments, the new Communications 
and Decency Act aimed at com¬ 
mercial sites suggests the most im¬ 
portant reason for IGGW existence 
may still lie ahead, when it could be 
called on to fight right wing attacks 
over constitutional issues. 

However, the immediate chal¬ 
lenge facing IGGW is its reorgani¬ 
zation as a nonprofit corporation 
in order to secure funds to devel¬ 
op educational programs and 
benefits packages for its members. 
A number of inquiries have al¬ 
ready been made about corporate 
sponsorships from gay and 
straight businesses, but they are 
all on hold until assistance can be 
found to establish the nonprofit 
status.

This week in gay history: Pre¬ 
eminent American athlete Babe 
Didrikson Zaharias dies of can¬ 
cer in Florida, September 27, 
1956. 

P atty Sheehan and Muffin 
Spencer-Devlin, golfers on 
the Ladies Professional Golf As¬ 
sociation (LPGA) tour, made 
headlines in the 1990s by com¬ 
ing out as lesbians. In contrast, 
in the 1930s Babe Didrikson Za¬ 
harias, founder of the LPGA and 
one of the greatest athletes in 
America’s history, intentionally 
created a feminine public image 
for herself to quash rumors 
about her lesbianism. 

Mildred Didrikson was a 
Texas tomboy, born in Port 
Arthur in 1911 and raised in 
Beaumont. The youngest girl in 
a poor family, she got the nick¬ 
name “Baby” at birth, which was 
shortened to “Babe” as she got 
older. Didrikson was a natural 
athlete who excelled at games 
usually reserved for boys, like 
basketball, which she played in 
high school and later as a semi- 
pro. When a reporter once 
ticked off her athletic achieve¬ 
ments and asked if there was 
anything she didn’t play, she 
laughed, “Yeah, dolls.” In physi¬ 
cal appearance, too, Didrikson 
eschewed traditional femininity 
until she was well into her twen¬ 
ties, preferring pants and flat 
shoes and a short, unstyled hair¬ 
cut. 


Even as a teenager, Didrikson 
set herself the goal “to be the 
greatest athlete that ever lived,” 
as she recalled in her 1950s au¬ 
tobiography. Both her gender 
and the poverty of her family, 
though, kept her from getting 
the quality of training that other 
athletes received, and she had to 
improvise. When her father 
read a newspaper story to 
her about the 1928 
Olympics, Didrikson de¬ 
cided to train for the 
next Olympiad by hur¬ 
dling the hedges that lined 
the yards of her working- 
class neighborhood. 

At the 1932 
Olympics in Los 
Angeles, Didrikson 
took two gold medals, 
in the javelin toss and the 80- 
meter hurdles, breaking world 
records in both. She also won 
the running high jump but in an 
unconventional way - by diving 
instead of jumping feet first. The 
perplexed judges decided to 
award her a half-gold, half-silver 
medal, the first and only one 
ever given in Olympic history. 

Didrikson returned home a 
star, dubbed “The Amazing 
Amazon” and “The Terrific 
Tomboy” by the media. After the 
Olympics, she traveled the 
country taking part in public ex¬ 
hibitions of her prowess in 
sports like boxing, diving, and 
tennis. However, she soon fo¬ 
cused all her energy on golf, 
which she practiced 12 to 16 
hours a day. A 1933 tour with 
golf legend Gene Sarazen honed 


her skills and brought her more 
public notice. 

But the press soon proved 
fickle. Reporters wrote about her 
physical appearance instead of 
her athletic ability. Many of the 
attacks openly challenged her 
gender. After losing a round of 
golf to Didrikson, Paul Gallico 
wrote snidely in Esquire that 
he wasn’t sure “whether to 
invite the Babe into the 
men’s locker room.” The 
implication of much of the 
press coverage was that 
Didrikson was a lesbian. 
Stung by these attacks, 
Didrikson decided 
she would never 
make it as an athlete 
unless she changed 
her image. In the mid- 
1930s, Didrikson bought a new, 
feminine wardrobe, had her hair 
styled, and began wearing lip¬ 
stick and rouge. She drew the 
line at restrictive women’s un¬ 
dergarments, though. After play¬ 
ing 18 holes of golf in a girdle, 
she tore into a friend’s house 
screaming, “God damn! I’m 
choking to death!” 

The biggest change that 
Didrikson made in her image 
was marrying George Zaharias, 
a professional wrestler, in 1938. 
Zaharias retired from wrestling 
the following year to manage his 
wife’s career full time. Over the 
next decade, Didrikson Zaharias 
became one of the most success¬ 
ful and popular figures in 
women’s golf. Always confident, 
she played to the gallery, often 
making jokes about her own 


game. “I hit it straight but it 
went crooked,” she would quip 
when one of her powerful drives 
shot out of bounds. The media 
once again loved her, and the 
Associated Press voted her 
Woman Athlete of the Year six 
times. 

But there were few tourna¬ 
ments for women golfers, and 
Didrikson Zaharias was frustrat¬ 
ed by the lack of competition. In 
1950, she and five other women 
tried to change that by forming 
the Ladies Professional Golf As¬ 
sociation (LPGA). Didrikson 
Zaharias drew huge crowds, and 
in the first year, she won two- 
thirds of all the tournaments on 
the schedule. That year she also 
met Betty Dodd, a 19-year-old 
golfer who quickly became 
Didrikson Zaharias’s friend and 
protege. 

Though they publicly said 
they were “buddies,” the two 
women were intimate, insepara¬ 
ble companions. George Za¬ 
harias was openly jealous of 
their relationship, and he and 
Dodd didn’t get along. At one 
point, Didrikson Zaharias asked 
for a divorce, which Zaharias re¬ 
fused. After that, “he got meaner 
than a snake,” Dodd recalled 
later. “We always had a lot more 
fun when he wasn’t around.” 

In 1953, the feud came to an 
abrupt halt when Didrikson Za¬ 
harias was diagnosed with colon 
cancer. Dodd moved into the 
Zaharias home in Tampa to care 
for Didrikson Zaharias after her 
surgery, and the young woman 
never left. Though the golf star 


rallied and made a comeback, 
winning seven LPGA tourna¬ 
ments in the next two years, she 
eventually succumbed and died 
on September 27, 1956, at only 
45. Upon her passing, even one 
of Didrikson Zaharias’s early 
naysayers called her “probably 
the most talented athlete, male 
or female, ever developed in our 
country.” ▼

INCREASED LOW-DENSITY LIPOPROTEINS. THE 
CHANGES MAY BE VERY MARKED AND COULD HAVE 
A SERIOUS IMPACT ON THE RISK OF ATHEROSCLE¬ 
ROSIS AND CORONARY ARTERY DISEASE. 


Cholestatic hepatitis and jaundice may occur with 17-alpha- 
alkylated androgens at a relatively low dose. If cholestatic hepati¬ 
tis with jaundice appears or if liver function tests become 
abnormal, oxandrolone should be discontinued and the etiology 
should be determined. Drug-induced jaundice is reversible when 
the medication is discontinued. 

In patients with breast cancer, anabolic steroid therapy may 
cause hypercalcemia by stimulating osteolysis. Oxandrolone 
therapy should be discontinued if hypercalcemia occurs. 

Edema with or without congestive heart failure may be a seri¬ 
ous complication in patients with preexisting cardiac, renal, or 
hepatic disease. Concomitant administration of adrenal cortical 
steroid or ACTH may increase the edema. 

In children, androgen therapy may accelerate bone matura¬ 
tion without producing compensatory gain in linear growth. This 
adverse effect results in compromised adult height. The younger 
the child, the greater the risk of compromising final mature 
height. The effect on bone maturation should be monitored by 
assessing bone age of the left wrist and hand every 6 months 
(See PRECAUTIONS: Laboratory tests). 

Geriatric patients treated with androgenic anabolic steroids 
may be at an increased risk for the development of prostatic 
hypertrophy and prostatic carcinoma. 

ANABOLIC STEROIDS HAVE NOT BEEN SHOWN TO 
ENHANCE ATHLETIC ABILITY. 

PRECAUTIONS 

General: 

Women should be observed for signs of virilization (deepening 
of the voice, hirsutism, acne, clitoromegaly). Discontinuation of 
drug therapy at the time of evidence of mild virilism is necessary 
to prevent irreversible virilization. Some virilizing changes in 
women are irreversible even after prompt discontinuance of 
therapy and are not prevented by concomitant use of estrogens. 
Menstrual irregularities may also occur. 

Anabolic steroids may cause suppression of clotting factors II, 
V, VII, and X, and an increase in prothrombin time. 

Information for patients: 

The physician should instruct patients to report any of the fol¬ 
lowing side effects of androgens: 

Males: Too frequent or persistent erections of the penis, 
appearance or aggravation of acne. 

Females: Hoarseness, acne, changes in menstrual periods, 
or more facial hair. 

All patients: Nausea, vomiting, changes in skin color, or ankle 
swelling. 

Laboratory tests: 

Women with disseminated breast carcinoma should have fre¬ 
quent determination of urine and serum calcium levels during 
the course of therapy (See WARNINGS). 

Because of the hepatotoxicity associated with the use of 17- 
alpha-aikylated androgens, liver function tests should be 
obtained periodically. 

Periodic (every 6 months) x-ray examinations of bone age 
should be made during treatment of children to. determine the 
rate of bone maturation and the effects of androgen therapy on 
the epiphyseal centers. 

Serum lipids and high-density lipoprotein cholesterol determi¬ 
nations should be done periodically as androgenic anabolic 
steroids have been reported to increase low-density lipoproteins. 
Serum cholesterol levels may increase during therapy. Therefore, 
caution is required when administering these agents to patients 
with a history of myocardial infarction or coronary artery disease. 
Serial determinations of serum cholesterol should be made and 
therapy adjusted accordingly. 

Hemoglobin and hematocrit should be checked periodically for 
polycythemia in patients who are receiving high doses of ana¬ 
bolic steroids. 

Drug interactions 
Anticoagulants: 

Anabolic steroids may increase sensitivity to oral anticoagulants. 
Dosage of the anticoagulant may have to be decreased in order 
to maintain desired prothrombin time. Patients receiving oral anti¬ 
coagulant therapy require close monitoring, especially when 
anabolic steroids are started or stopped. 

Oral hypoglycemic agents: 

Oxandrolone may inhibit the metabolism of oral hypoglycemic 
agents. 

Adrenal steroids or ACTH: 

In patients with edema, concomitant administration with adrenal 
cortical steroids or ACTH may increase the edema. 

Drug/Laboratory test interactions: 

Anabolic steroids may decrease levels of thyroxine-binding glob¬ 
ulin, resulting in decreased total T 4 serum levels and increased 
resin uptake of T 3 and T„. Free thyroid hormone levels remain 
unchanged. In addition, a decrease in PBI and radioactive iodine 
uptake may occur. 

Carcinogenesis, mutagenesis, impairment of fertility 
Animal data: 

Oxandrolone has not been tested in laboratory animals for car¬ 
cinogenic or mutagenic effects. In 2-year chronic oral rat stud¬ 
ies, a dose-related reduction of spermatogenesis and decreased 
organ weights (testes, prostate, seminal vesicles, ovaries, 
uterus, adrenals, and pituitary) were shown. 

Human data: 

Liver cell tumors have been reported in patients receiving long¬ 
term therapy with androgenic anabolic steroids in high doses 
(See WARNINGS). Withdrawal of the drugs did not lead to 
regression of the tumors in all cases. 

Geriatric patients treated with androgenic anabolic steroids 
may be at an increased risk for the development of prostatic 
hypertrophy and prostatic carcinoma. 


Pregnancy: 

Teratogenic effects — Pregnancy Category X (See CONTRA¬ 
INDICATIONS). 



It is not known whether anabolic steroids are excreted in human 
milk. Because of the potential of serious adverse reactions in 
nursing infants from oxandrolone, a decision should be made 
whether to discontinue nursing or to discontinue the drug, tak¬ 
ing into account the importance of the drug to the mother. 
Pediatric use: 

Anabolic agents may accelerate epiphyseal maturation more 
rapidly than linear growth in children and the effect may continue 
for 6 months after the drug has been stopped. Therefore, therapy 
should be monitored by x-ray studies at 6-month intervals in 
order to avoid the risk of compromising adult height. Androgenic 
anabolic steroid therapy should be used very cautiously in chil¬ 
dren and only by specialists who are aware of the effects on 
bone maturation (See WARNINGS). 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The following adverse reactions have been associated with use 
of anabolic steroids: 

Hepatic: Cholestatic jaundice with, rarely, hepatic necrosis and 
death. Hepatocellular neoplasms and peliosis hepatis with long¬ 
term therapy (See WARNINGS). Reversible changes in liver 
function tests also occur including increased bromsulfophthalein 
(BSP) retention, and increases in serum bilirubin, aspartate 
aminotransferase (AST, SGOT) and alkaline phosphatase. 

In males: 

Prepubertal: Phallic enlargement and increased frequency or 
persistence of erections. 

Postpubertal: Inhibition of testicular function, testicular atrophy 
and oligospermia, impotence, chronic priapism, epididymitis, 
and bladder irritability. 

In females: 

Clitoral enlargement, menstrual irregularities. 

CNS: Habituation, excitation, insomnia, depression, and 
changes in libido. 

Hematologic: Bleeding in patients on concomitant anticoagulant 
therapy. 

Breast: Gynecomastia. 

Larynx: Deepening of the voice in females. 

Hair: Hirsutism and male pattern baldness in females. 

Skin: Acne (especially in females and prepubertal males). 
Skeletal: Premature closure of epiphyses in children (See PRE¬ 
CAUTIONS: Pediatric use). 

Fluid and electrolytes: Edema, retention of serum electrolytes 
(sodium chloride, potassium, phosphate, calcium). 
Metabolic/Endocrine: Decreased glucose tolerance (See PRE¬ 
CAUTIONS: Laboratory tests), increased creatinine excretion, 
increased serum levels of creatinine phosphokinase (CPK). 
Masculinization of the fetus. Inhibition of gonadotropin secretion. 
OVERDOSAGE 

No symptoms or signs associated with overdosage have been 
reported. It is possible that sodium and water retention may 
occur. 

The oral LD*, of oxandrolone in mice and dogs is greater than 
5,000 mg/kg. No specific antidote is known, but gastric lavage 
may be used. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Therapy with anabolic steroids is adjunctive to and not a replace¬ 
ment for conventional therapy. The duration of therapy with 
Oxandrin (oxandrolone) will depend on the response of the 
patient and the possible appearance of adverse reactions. 
Therapy should be intermittent. 

Adults: The usual adult dosage of Oxandrin is one 2.5-mg tablet 
2 to 4 times daily. However, the response of individuals to ana¬ 
bolic steroids varies, and a daily dosage of as little as 2.5 mg or 
as much as 20 mg may be required to achieve the desired 
response. A course of therapy of 2 to 4 weeks is usually 
adequate. This may be repeated intermittently as indicated. 
Children: For children the total daily dosage of Oxandrin is 
<0.1 mg per kilogram body weight or <0.045 mg per pound of 
body weight. This may be repeated intermittently as indicated.

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Mastering human sexuality 

New Director of Human Sexuality at SFSU

0' an Francisco State Universi¬ 
ty (SFSU) has hired openly 
gay Professor Gilbert Herdt 
as the new director of the Human 
Sexuality Studies Program 
(HSSP), and may offer a new 
master of arts degree, possibly by 
spring semester 2000. 

The HSSP, inaugurated in 
1981 (with roots in efforts by in¬ 
structors in the 1960s), and now 
serving over 3,000 students annu¬ 
ally, provides knowledge about 
the processes and variations in 
sexual functions and reproduc¬ 
tion; intimate relationships; sexu¬ 
al and gender role development 
and behavior; and the psycholog¬ 
ical, social, cultural, historical and 
ethical contexts of human sexual¬ 
ity, according to press materials. 

Faculty and administrators 
have initiated efforts to establish 
the new degree. 

“The program is the most ex¬ 
citing in the country,” said Herdt, 
most recently the director for the 



Professor Gilbert Herdt 


Center for Culture and Mental 
Health Research, and professor at 
the University of Chicago’s Com¬ 
mittee on Human Development. 

He is looking forward to the 
possibilities for the program at 
SFSU, a “large, urban, multicul¬ 
tural campus.” 

Herdt believes that the increas¬ 


ing focus on human sexuality 
studies has been encouraged by 
the internationalization of the 
discipline driven by the 
HIV/AIDS epidemic coupled with 
a lessening of boundaries between 
traditional academic disciplines. 

Currently, students can obtain 
an undergraduate minor in either 
human sexuality studies or gay, les¬ 
bian and bisexual studies at SFSU. 

A wide range of classes consti¬ 
tute these programs including: 
contemporary sexuality, the de¬ 
velopment of maleness and fe¬ 
maleness, sexual identity and 
communication, gay love, and les¬ 
bian literature. 

“I am very, very happy there is 
such a thing,” said Jonathan Katz, 
department chair of Gay, Lesbian, 
Bisexual Studies at City College of 
San Francisco, “because we grad¬ 
uate extremely competent stu¬ 
dents in queer studies and they 
didn’t have any place to go [to fur¬ 
ther those studies].” 

Herdt holds a Ph.D. in anthro¬ 
pology from Australian National 
University and was a Guggenheim 


fellowship recipient last year; he 
has written more than 30 scholar¬ 
ly papers and is the author, co-au¬ 
thor, or editor of 18 books, the 
topics of which offer a broader 
view of the man. 

The diverse writings include: 
Third Sex, Third Gender: Beyond 
Sexual Dimorphism in History and 
Culture; Sexual Cultures, Migration 
and AIDS; Children of Horizons: 
How Gay and Lesbian Youth are 
Forging a New Way Out of the Clos¬ 
et; and Intimate Communications: 
Erotics and The Study of Culture. 

Also, the Department of 
Human Sexuality at SFSU will 
host “Kinsey at 50: The Influence 
of the Alfred Kinsey Sexual Sur¬ 
veys on American Society”, featur¬ 
ing keynote addresses and panel 
discussions on Friday, November 
6 at 10:45 a.m., in the theater at 
SFSU. V

Wilson veto targets workers

S overnor Pete Wilson has ve¬ 
toed AB 2156 by Democrat¬ 
ic Assemblymember Fred 
Keeley of Boulder Creek. Keeley’s 
bill would have allowed workers a 
full year, instead of 30 days, to file 
complaints of job discrimination 
against employers. The bill would 
have brought the time frame in line 
with state civil rights laws that allow 


for complaints to be filed up to a 
year after an alleged occurrence. 

Although employment dis¬ 
crimination based on sexual orien¬ 
tation is covered in the state Labor 
Code, testimony in committee 
hearings pointed out that when 
workers become unemployed their 
first priorities are Surviving the 
shock of displacement and then 
taking care of the basics for sur¬ 
vival before they can begin to as¬ 
sess what happened to them. Many 


people testifying were adamant 
that 30 days is simply not enough 
time to gather evidence, find wit¬ 
nesses, and file a complaint. 

However, Wilson in his veto 
message said the bill is unnecessary 
because the 30-day limit can be ex¬ 
tended for good cause. He said, 
“Extending the complaint period 
could encourage the filing of frivo¬ 
lous complaints which nevertheless 
would require time consuming, 
difficult, and costly investigations.” 


Experts in labor law and em¬ 
ployment discrimination say the 
bill would not have encouraged 
frivolous litigation and note that 
the complaint period is rarely ex¬ 
tended - so that with this veto, 
workers are deprived of recourse 
against discriminatory practices 
in the workplace. 

As is his usual practice, a last 
minute flurry of vetoes is expect¬ 
ed from the governor’s office by 
Friday, September 25. ▼

The HRC noted that the battle 
for equal marriage in Hawaii has 
moved from the courts to the po¬ 
litical arena. On November 3, vot¬ 
ers in Hawaii will decide whether 
to amend the state’s constitution

to allow legislators to limit mar¬ 
riage to the union of one man and 
one woman. “To win our right to 
legal marriage, our community 
must invest in the full-scale cam¬ 
paign that is under way,” the HRC 
stated. 

HRC estimates that $1 million 
is needed for the campaign and 
has scheduled a slew of fundrais¬ 
ers, including a gala dinner in San 
Francisco Saturday, October 10. 


Those who have purchased din¬ 
ner tickets by today (Thursday, 
September 24) will receive a $25 
discount off the movie ticket. Or¬ 
ganizers said they’ve worked for 
over a year to mount an effective 
campaign. “Attracting some of the 
greatest local and national talent, 
we created ‘Protect Our Constitu¬ 
tion,’ a first-rate campaign with 
strong leadership, an outstanding 
field team, and vital media re¬ 
sources,’’according to the HRC. 

The Hawaii Supreme Court is 
poised to rule favorably on the 
Hawaii marriage case and to bring 
the dream of same-gender mar¬ 
riage to a reality, stated the HRC.

Foley and the Lambda Legal De¬ 
fense and Education Fund for 
“carefully shepherding this case

“Defense of Marriage Act” for the 
California ballot. 

Republican state Senator Pete 
Knight of Palmdale and others said 
Monday, September 21 they were 
submitting more than 675,000 sig¬ 
natures to county voter registrars 
- well in excess of the 433,269 
needed to qualify the measure. 

If it appears on the ballot, 
probably in the year 2000, and is 
approved by voters, the measure 
would have the state’s Family 
Code say that only male-female 
marriage is valid or recognized in 
California. 


It’s a response to concerns that 
California might be required by 
the U.S. Constitution to recognize 
same-sex marriage contracted in 
other states - unless the state ex¬ 
pressly denies recognition. 

California law already defines 
marriage as “between a man and 
a woman” but is unclear on what 
would happen if another state le¬ 
galized same-gender marriage. 

Knight says judges in Hawaii, 
Alaska, Vermont, and New York 
currently are considering such ac¬ 
tion. 

The initiative effort follows 
several failed attempts in the Leg¬ 
islature in recent years to resolve 
the issue for California, where 
public opinion polls have shown 
a majority of respondents disap¬ 
proving of same-sex marriage. T

1 “” It nited Airlines has come out 
swinging in anticipation of 
0 a Friday, October 2 hearing 
before U.S. District Court Judge 
Claudia Wilken in Oakland, to see 
if it can win a preliminary injunc¬ 
tion in its attempt to avoid com¬ 
plying with San Francisco’s land¬ 
mark equal benefits ordinance. 
Among the arguments United put 
forth in a brief obtained by the 
Bay Area Reporter is that comply¬ 
ing with the ordinance would put 
a cramp in the airline’s relations 
with employees and have a detri¬ 
mental effect on employee 
morale. 

The company’s dispute with 
the city stems from a $25 million 
contract covering kitchen and 
ground facilities at San Francisco 
International Airport (SFO). The 
city’s ordinance requires that 
companies doing business with 
the city must offer benefits to do¬ 
mestic partners of employees if 
those benefits are. offered to 
spouses. 

Wilken ruled in April to uphold 
most of the city’s ordinance cover¬ 
ing the airlines, but also ruled that 
airlines don’t have to offer some 
benefits, such as medical coverage 
and pension benefits, because they 
are federally regulated. United 
continues to fight Wilken’s ruling 
that airlines have to offer so-called 
non-ERISA benefits such as be¬ 
reavement leave and travel,.setting 
■the stage for her to rulehrn thillat- 
est issue. United filed the latest suit 
on its own, apart from the Air 
Transport Association (ATA), 
which filed the suit Wilken ruled 
on in April. United has become the 
first passenger airline to file such 
an action. 

In its brief, United states, “Any 
attempt to limit the extension of 
benefits to the domestic partners 
of SFO-based employees would 
create severe employee relations 
problems for United. Because of 
the nature of the airline industry, 
United’s pilots and flight atten¬ 
dants interact and work on a reg¬ 
ular basis with their peers who are 
based in different cities. ... Be¬ 
cause these employees frequently 
work together, there is no basis for 
treating them differently with re¬ 
gard to the extension of valuable 
benefits.”

According to United, “The em¬ 
ployee relations fallout is likely to 
be exacerbated by the fact of reg¬ 
ular interaction among those em¬ 
ployees eligible for the benefits 
and those who are not. The per¬ 
ceived inequity of the situation 
will likely be the subject of fre¬ 
quent discussions in the aircraft, 
potentially leading to animosity 
and resentment among the em¬ 
ployees.” 

In his rebuttal to the United 
brief, Chief Assistant City Attor¬ 
ney Dennis Aftergut attacked 
United’s reasoning. “Playing the 
other side of the fence, United 
says that if it limits equal non- 
ERISA benefits to employees 
based at SFO, the effect will be to 
.strain employeexelations among 
‘ members of flight creWs eligible 
for different benefits based on lo¬ 
cale. As the company’s Director of 
People Services testifies, ‘The ex¬ 
cluded employees will perceive 
that they are being denied some¬ 
thing of real value, a perception 
that will lead to a deterioration of 
employee morale.’ 

“Put another way, United 
seems to be saying that to avoid 
discrimination based on geogra¬ 
phy, the company should be per¬ 
mitted to continue discriminating 
based on marital status or sexual 
orientation. After all, gay and les¬ 
bian employees currently‘perceive 
that they are being something of 
real value,”’ Aftergut’s opposing 
brief stated. 

“Moreover, the ‘harm’ to the 
morale of employees outside SFO 
because their counterparts in SFO 
with domestic partners receive the 


benefits is both ‘dubious and 
speculative,”’ Aftergut continued. 
“As one gay employee of United 
testifies, he is happy that United 
employees in New Zealand receive 
equal benefits, he only wishes he 
too would receive equal treat¬ 
ment.” 

San Francisco Supervisor 
Leslie Katz, one of the co-authors 
of the equal benefits ordinance, 
blasted United’s arguments in 
general and the employee morale 
in particular. “That is the most ab¬ 
surd argument I’ve ever heard,” 
Katz told the B.A.R. “If anything, 
their failure to award equal status 
to all employees is reason for 
[lowj employee morale. It’s a mat¬ 
ter of fairness so all employees 
have good morale.” 

Katz said studies show morale 
is higher among employees who 
are showed they are valued by 
their employers. Katz was also 
critical of United’s claims that it 
doesn’t discriminate against gays. 
“United may claim to have good 
policies, but their actions speak 
differently.” 

Katz maintained the city was 
extremely careful in crafting the 
equal benefits ordinance, and it’s 
designed to work with a company 
and any union agreements the 
company may have. She noted 
that the ordinance does not call 
for “reopeners,” that is, requiring 
businesses to go back to the bar¬ 
gaining table in order to imple¬ 
ment the law. Rather, the ordi¬ 
nance allows for implementation 
when a union’s contract comes up* 
for negotiation. 

“We all knew a lawsuit would 
be filed. United took a chance. 
Now, when we’ve won a significant 
victory in court, for them to argue 
they were coerced is ridiculous,” 
said Katz. “The bottom line is 
United is trying to get out of $ con¬ 
tract. They’re trying to renege.” T 
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International adoption agency’s 
SF office helps without homophobia

I f you are looking for a relative¬ 
ly easy way to become a parent, 
Accept is looking for you. 
Founded in Los Altos in 1991, 
Accept is an adoption and coun¬ 
seling agency that specializes in 
international adoptions. The 
agency opened its second office 
earlier this summer in San Fran¬ 
cisco to be closer to more people 
who might be interested in an in¬ 
ternational adoption. 

Dr. Bradford Woo, director of 
Accepts new San Francisco office, 
said Accept has ridden a growing 
wave of overseas adoptions, par¬ 
ticularly from China and Russia. 
Woo told the Bay Area Reporter 
that there continues to be no drop 
in the large number of children 
overseas in need of adoptive par¬ 
ents. 

By locating in the city, Accept 
is targeting the broad Asian com¬ 
munity as well as unmarried pro¬ 
fessionals of all races who are 
rapidly becoming more interested 
in adoptive parenting. Woo said 
that international adoptions are a 
relatively easy option for people of 
all races, backgrounds, and 
lifestyles. 

“If you can afford it, if you 
don’t have a significant criminal 
record, and if you’re a U.S. citizen, 
the adoption is really there to be 
done for you,” he said. 


An international adoption can 
only be done by a legally married 
couple or by a single individual, 
Woo said. For an individual who 
adopts, California state law would 
allow a “second-parent adoption” 
after the international adoption is 
complete. 

Christy Shepard, a nurse and 
therapist in San Francisco, adopt¬ 
ed a three-year-old girl from Rus¬ 
sia three years ago. She said her 
experience with Accept was “won¬ 
derful.” 

“I had absolutely none of the 
homophobia I worried I might 
experience,” Shepard said. “I felt 
like they really worked hard to 
make me feel comfortable and re¬ 
assured me a lot that there wasn’t 
anything that would interfere 
with them writing a positive re¬ 
port [about me].” 

Although the adoption process 
can involve mountains of paper¬ 
work and bureaucratic “hoop¬ 
jumping,” Woo said Accept pro¬ 
vides the resources to help single 
people or couples through the en¬ 
tire process. 

Highly recommended 

Woo said that international 
adoptions are generally less costly 
and less emotionally nerve- 
wracking than domestic adop¬ 
tions. The domestic demand is 
much higher than internationally, 
and a birth mother in the United 
States can always change her mind 


before the adoption takes place. 

Race is not an issue for inter¬ 
national adoptions, but Woo said 
various options exist if parents 
have a preference for race of their 
child. 

“If you’re Chinese, for in¬ 
stance, it’s hard to adopt an Asian 
child domestically,” Woo said. 
“But it’s much easier to go to 


China, especially if you’re willing 
to adopt a girl.” 

If one wishes to adopt a Cau¬ 
casian child, Woo said, Russia is 
the place to look. Woo said there 
are currently more than 500,000 
, children under state care in Rus¬ 
sia alone, and about 40,000 are el¬ 
igible for international adoption. 

Although China and Russia 


have many children in need of 
parents, Woo said Accept helps 
people adopt children from other 
countries as well, including Thai¬ 
land, Vietnam, India, and 
Guatemala. 

Shepard said she chose inter¬ 
national adoption because she 
wanted a situation where the child

L yon-Martin Women’s 
Health Services has 
launched a fall series of par¬ 
enting programs to inform 
prospective parents of their op¬ 
tions and rights in various means 
of becoming parents. 

The four-session panel series, 
“Choosing Children,” takes place 
every second Thursday evening 
through the end of October. 

The series began last Thursday, 
September 17, with “Children and 
Grandparents Share their Experi¬ 
ences.” Members from P-FLAG 
and COLAGE shared their expe¬ 
riences as members of families 
with gay, lesbian, bisexual or 
transgender members. Attendees 
were encouraged to participate 
with questions or sharing their 
own experiences. 


On October 1, the panel will 
include legal experts to discuss is¬ 
sues such as surrogacy, second- 
parent adoption, homophobia, 
agreements between partners, co¬ 
parenting issues, and legal protec¬ 
tion for non-traditional families. 
Experts on hand will include the 
Honorable Donna Hitchens, pre¬ 
siding judge of the San Francisco 
Superior Court Family Law Divi¬ 
sion, and Chris Hwang, a staff at¬ 
torney at the National Center for 
Lesbian Rights. 

“The Adoption Option” is the 
subject on October 15 for women 
and men considering adoption as 
their way to parenting. Represen¬ 
tatives from local nonprofit adop¬ 
tion agencies, international adop¬ 
tion agencies, and the San Fran¬ 
cisco Department of Human Ser¬ 
vices will be on hand to offer ad¬ 
vice and answer questions. 

Finally, on October 29, the 


subject will be “Conception: 
Choices for Women and Men.” 
Discussion will include choosing 
a donor, health and safety issues, 
procedures, agency requirements, 
and success rates. Panelists will in¬ 
clude representatives from the 
Sperm Bank of California, Pacific 
Reproductive Services, and Rain¬ 
bow Flag Health Services. 

The panel discussions are 
scheduled from 6:30 p.m. to 9 
p.m. at Lyon-Martin’s offices, lo¬ 
cated at 1748 Market Street (at 
Valencia), Suite 201. The cost for 
the programs is $20 if paid in ad¬ 
vance, or $25 at the door. Pre-reg¬ 
istration is required for each ses¬ 
sion. T

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce the chance of illnesses and death 
associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called “viral load") and raise your 
CD4T-cell count. Some patients may not experience these effects. CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. 
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Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, you should read the information included with CRIXIVAN each time you receive your prescription, just in case anything has changed. 
Remember, this information does not take the place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 
You should remain under a doctor’s care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 


What is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus). HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV drug called a protease 
(PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How do es CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances 
of getting illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of 
HIV in your body (called “viral load”) and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may 
not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called 
AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV 
drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in 
children and adolescents have not been established. 

How should I take CRIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue 
taking CRIXIVAN unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of 
CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very start. To help make 
sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug holidays.” 
If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced 
(due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may 

be easier to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. 
If you have questions about when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care 
provider can help you decide what schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose 
at the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 
hours, take your missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN 
at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with'other beverages such 
as skim or non-fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least 
one hour before or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a 
light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

- dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 
if you want) 

- corn flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, 
fat, and protein (for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the 
same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed 
into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably 
water) throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. 
Having enough fluids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming 
a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop 
kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

D oes CRIXIVAN cu re HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infec¬ 
tions or other conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for 
you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or 
AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including death, 
associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

D oes CRIXIVAN red uce the risk of p assin g HIV to othe rs? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Who should not take CRIXIVAN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a.serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any 
of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my 
doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant' while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do 
not yet know how CRIXIVAN affects-pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 
Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused 
by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including 
non-prescription medicines. 


Can CRIXIVAN be taken with other medica tio ns?* * 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatenina 
problems (such as irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness).

Talk to your doctor about any medications you are taking. 

What are the possible side effects o f CRIXIVAN? 

Like all prescription drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a 
complete list of side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with 
other ariti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this page alone for information about side effects. 
Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these 
patients this led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or 
inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid 
(preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney 
stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the-urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells 
(hemolytic anemia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and 
death. Some patients had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if 
CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 

Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease 
inhibitors. In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused 
by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease 
inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments to their diabetes 
medication. Others needed new'diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in 
approximately 10% of patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with 
liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a person may develop yellowing of the 
skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain,fatigue or 
weakness, flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss 
of appetite, dry mouth, back pain, headache, trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, 
rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely. 

Marketing Experience 
Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN 
has been marketed include: abdominal swelling; 
inflammation of the kidneys; increased fat 
appearing in areas such as the neck, abdomen, 
and back; change in skin color; severe skin 
reactions; hair loss; crystals in the urine; and 
allergic reactions. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any 
other unusual symptoms. If the condition 
persists or worsens, seek medical attention. 

How shou ld I store CRIXIVAN capsules? 
u Keep CRIXIVAN capsules in the bottle they 
came in and at room temperature 
(59°F-86°F). 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules dry by leaving 
the small desiccant “pillow" in the bottle. 

Keep the bottle closed. 


This medication is prescribed for a particular condition. Do not use it for any other condition or give it to anybody else. Keep CRIXIVAN and all medicines 
out of the reach of children.

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Gore addresses HRC dinner

| jf ice President A1 Gore had 
“a simple message” to 
% f bring to the Human Rights 
Campaign (HRC) dinner last 
Sunday, September 19 in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C.: “Equal opportunity 
for all, special privileges for 
none.” His speech was typical for 
such events: long on praise and 
avoiding disagreement. 

Gore said that he and Presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton had appointed 
record numbers of openly gay 
and lesbian people to positions 
within the administration. He 
recounted “when gays and les¬ 
bians were effectively barred 
from holding jobs in their own 
federal government. We’ve come 
a long way.” 

Left unstated was that the fed¬ 
eral government, with its policy 
of “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” in the 
military, remains the largest em¬ 
ployer that discriminates against 
gay and lesbian Americans. 

“We are determined to stand 
for justice and the American 
dream being available to all of 
the people in this great nation of 
ours,” the vice president said. 
“The United States Senate 
should join us in that crusade 
and confirm Jim Hormel as the 
next ambassador to Luxem¬ 
bourg. Let’s give him the up or 
down vote that he deserves.” 

Gore endorsed the Employ¬ 
ment Non-Discrimination Act 
(ENDA), the crown jewel of 
HRC’s legislative agenda. And he 
pointed to increases in both 


AIDS research at NIH and fund¬ 
ing of Ryan White services dur¬ 
ing the Clinton administration. 

“We will not stop until all 
people have access to the treat¬ 
ment that they need,” he 
pledged. “We will not rest until 
we have a vaccine, and until we 
have a cure for AIDS.” He also 
didn’t mention that Congress, 
even with Republican leadership, 
has consistently appropriated 
more money for those programs 
than the Clinton White House 
has requested. 

“We haven’t always agreed on 
everything and I can’t promise 
that we always will,” Gore told 
the audience. “But I can promise 
an open door, an open mind, 
and an open heart, a frank and 
open dialogue that can help us 
learn from one another and 
move forward together.” 

Birch barks 

Elizabeth Birch, HRC’s exec¬ 
utive director, spoke earlier in 
the evening in praise of the Clin¬ 
ton administration. “Let us be a 
nation where people can seek 
forgiveness. And let us not be¬ 
come a nation of hunters and the 
hunted, a condition that our 
community knows all too well.” 

She said the current political 
climate was “marked by confu¬ 
sion, and anger, and dema¬ 
goguery, and hypocrisy,” and 
compared the Christian Coali¬ 
tion, meeting just a few blocks 
down the street, “with the Inqui¬ 
sition or the Scopes Monkey 
Trail” on evolution. 

Birch described the far right’s 


recent advertising campaign on 
homosexuality as “designed to 
shame you, to quash you, and to 
take from you your hard earned 
Self-esteem and courage. 

“They will fail,” she added. 

“We have defeated every anti¬ 
gay, anti-AIDS, anti-lesbian 
health initiative in the U.S. Con¬ 
gress, except for Mr. Barr’s 
[Georgia, Republican Represen¬ 
tative Bob Barr] DOMA [De¬ 
fense of Marriage Act] to date,” 
Birch claimed. 

Turning to current elections, 
she mentioned Christine Kehoe in 
San Diego, Greta Cammermeyer 
in the Seattle area, and Tammy 
Baldwin in Wisconsin, all of who 
are Democratic nominees for 
Congress. She declared 1998 “the 
year of the lesbian candidate.” ▼

wouldn’t be taken out of a home, 
and she could be guaranteed the 
process would be permanent. 

“I would highly recommend 
it,” she said. “I had a great experi¬ 
ence because I was very well sup¬ 
ported by the staff to do it alone, 
and they really made me feel like I 
had what it takes for the adop¬ 
tion.” 

Woo said that another recent 
client shared her amazement 
when she recently traveled to 
China to pick up her newly adopt¬ 
ed daughter. 

“She was really struck by how 
many girls were still there to be 


adopted,” Woo said. “You’d think 
that they would run out, but 
they’re not running out. There are 
still so many little girls in need of 
parents.” 

Woo said he hoped prospective 
parents would consider the needs 
of the thousands of children over¬ 
seas when they consider other 
methods of becoming parents. 

“They don’t think about all the 
thousands of children in orphan¬ 
ages in China and Russia who 
need to be adopted. If no one 
adopts them, they are stuck in or¬ 
phanages, and that’s not always a 
good place for the children to 
grow up.” 

Accept facilitates about 100 in¬ 
ternational adoptions a year in the 
Bay Area, and it’s the only non¬ 


profit, state-licensed adoption 
agency in San Francisco that spe¬ 
cializes in international adop¬ 
tions. 

Depending on the country 
from where a child is adopted, the 
process can last from seven 
months to about a year, Woo said. 
The total cost for an internation¬ 
al adoption (including travel) 
adds up to range from $14,000 to 
$18,000. 

But for anyone seriously inter¬ 
ested, an informational consulta¬ 
tion is always free. ▼

Second Circuit Court 
of Appeals upholds 
‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell’

i federal appeals court in 
New York, deferring to mil- 
V , 1 itary authority, upheld the 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” (DADT) 
policy, the American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union (ACLU) and the 
Lambda Legal Defense and Edu¬ 
cation Fund announced Wednes¬ 
day, September 23. 

A three-judge panel of the Sec¬ 
ond Circuit Court of Appeals 
unanimously ruled in Able v. USA 
that courts owe total deference to 
Congress regarding military poli¬ 
cies, and that DADT was not in 
violation of the First Amendment 
nor the Equal Protection Clause 
of the U.S. Constitution. 

The 23-page decision does not 
analyze the rationale behind 
DADT, It begins with a strong 
presumption of the policy’s valid¬ 
ity and then narrows the scope of 
the equal protection review cus¬ 
tomarily afforded discriminatory 
government action. The court 
concluded that where the military 
is concerned, “.. .we will not sub¬ 
stitute our judgment for that of 
Congress.” 

The decision reverses a ruling 
by U.S. District Court Judge Eu¬ 
gene Nickerson that had handed 
the anti-gay military policy its 
most comprehensive defeat. In 
July 1997, Nickerson said that the 
special rules that the military im¬ 
poses on lesbian and gay service 
members serves only to accom¬ 
modate the anticipated anti-gay 
feelings of other military person¬ 
nel. 

Dixon Osburn, co-director of 
the Servicemembers Legal De-

fense Network, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that he was “very disap¬ 
pointed,” by the ruling. 

“One would hope that the 
courts would pick up the veil of 
government and look behind it,” 
Osburn said. “The court simply 
wants to accept it [DADT] at face 
value. I think that’s wrong.” 

Lambda Legal Director Beat¬ 
rice Dohrn said, “The court abdi¬ 
cated its constitutional responsi¬ 
bility by refusing to even examine 
‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell.’ Lesbian 
and gay service members are pre¬ 
pared to defend the Constitution 
with their lives, but the court 
today says they are not entitled to 
basic protections simply because 
Congress and the military say they 
aren’t.” 

Shame and disgrace 

“Tomorrow or the next day, 


just like yesterday and the day be¬ 
fore, the government will dis¬ 
charge five or seven or 10 loyal, 
brave Americans who it will admit 
have served their country well. 
The day after that, they’ll do it 
again. And so it will go for the 
foreseeable future,” said Matthew 
Coles, director of the ACLU’s Les¬ 
bian and Gay Rights Project. “The 
shame and disgrace in this be¬ 
longs not to these good people, 
but to those in government who 
passed this law and those who 
allow it to govern the military.” 

DADT prohibits any off-duty 
sexual and affectionate conduct 
by gays and lesbians, but not by 
heterosexuals. The military policy 
also prohibits gay personnel from 
making statements that indicate 
their sexual orientation. 

It remains for the government 
to decide whether to expel the six 
plaintiffs because they disclosed 
their sexual orientation in order 
to challenge the policy. 

Able differs from the previous 
challenges in that the six active 
service members pro-actively 
sued, asserting that both the con¬ 
duct and speech portions of the 
ban are unconstitutional. Other 
cases regarding DADT have been 
in response to discharge proceed¬ 
ings and most have focused on the 
“speech” portion of the ban and 
its presumption that anyone who 
speaks out also engages in prohib¬ 
ited conduct. 

Lambda and the ACLU have 
not announced whether they will 
appeal the decision. Osburn said 
the decision could be appealed to 
the full circuit court or they could 
petition the U.S. Supreme Court 
to hear the case. T 


Anti-gay attitude 
down in the military

T he level of anti-gay feeling 
in the military appears to be 
dropping says Charles 
Moskos, the father of the “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell” (DADT) policy. 
In an exclusive interview, he said 
that he is at a loss to explain why 
this change in attitude is occur¬ 
ring. But he suggested that per¬ 
haps it reflects changes in the 
greater society. 

The Northwestern University 
professor has regularly conducted 
surveys of attitudes among male 
soldiers in the Army. In June 1992, 
just prior to the official an¬ 
nouncement of DADT, 67 percent 
“strongly disagreed” with allow¬ 
ing gays and lesbians to serve 
openly in the military. Combat 
troops have always tended to feel 
more strongly about the issue 
than support personnel. 

But over the last two years that 
number has taken a steep, contin¬ 
uous drop to only 36 percent, ac¬ 
cording to the latest sampling 
taken in August. Those who 
strongly support the ideas of gays 


serving has not changed, remain¬ 
ing in single digits (seven percent 
in August). 

The big change has been in the 
middle. Those who more modest¬ 
ly support gays have increased 
from 12 percent in 1992 to 19 per¬ 
cent, while those who are “not 
sure” of the question have swelled 
from eight to 22 percent. 

Overall, those males in the 
Army who oppose gays serving, 
either “strongly” or less strongly, 
has dropped from a peak of 75 
percent to slightly more than half, 
52 percent. 

Moskos noted that the views of 
women in the Army have always 
been more tolerant. Their oppo¬ 
sition peaked at the halfway mark 
in 1992 and is now down to 25 
percent, while those who support 
the concept have grown to 53 per¬ 
cent. 

He says that concern over the 
role of women in the military has 
replaced same-sex issues as the 
number one concern of both gen¬ 
ders. Perhaps that is because it is 
a topic that more people can per¬ 
sonally identify with as affecting 
their lives. 


SLDN has acts to grind 

“Most current gay discharges 
are for ‘statements,’ not ‘acts,’” said 
Moskos. “The military is worried 
that this has become an easy out 
and so they are beginning to de¬ 
mand proof” that these people are 
in fact gay or lesbian. 

It is more than ironic that 
when it comes to practice, the 
military only needs to assert that 
someone is gay in order to dis¬ 
charge them, while a person 
claiming to be gay must now 
prove it. 

Dixon Osburn, co-director of 
the Servicemembers Legal De¬ 
fense Network (SLDN), disputed 
the assertion of Moskos, which 
the military has been making 
since April, that gays are opting 
out of the military. “We found ab¬ 
solutely no evidence to support 
that,” he said. “This is not an easy 
out, you are losing your career, 
your educational benefits, all sorts 
of benefits. To think that this is 
something that people take light¬ 
ly is offensive.

BRIEF SUMMARY. SEE FULL PRESCRIBING INFORMATION BEFORE PRESCRIBING. 

INDICATIONS AND USAGE: Serostim® [somatropin (rDNA origin) for injection] is indicated for the treatment of AIDS 
wasting or cachexia. This indication is based on analyses of surrogate endpoints in studies of up to 12 weeks in duration. 
Concomitant anti-viral therapy is necessary (see PRECAUTIONS: Generali . The continued use of Serostim treatment should 
be reevaluated in patients who continue to lose weight in the first two weeks of treatment. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS: Serostim is contraindicated in patients with a known hypersensitivity to growth hormone. 
PRECAUTIONS: General : Serostim therapy should be carried out under the regular guidance of a physician who is 
experienced in the diagnosis and management of AIDS. Inadequate nutritional intake, malabsorption and hypogonadism, which 
are common in individuals with AIDS and which may contribute to catabolism and weight loss, should also be monitored 
and treated. 

HIV and Growth Hormone Considerations: In some experimental systems, recombinant human Growth Hormone (r-hGH) has been 
shown to potentiate HIV replication in vitro at concentrations ranging from 50-250 ng/ml. There was no increase in virus production 
when the antiretroviral agents, zidovudine, didanosine or lamivudine were added to the culture medium. Additional in vitro studies have 
shown that r-hGH does not interfere with the antiviral activity of zalcitabine or stavudine. In the controlled clinical trials, no significant 
growth hormone-associated increase in viral burden was observed. However, the protocol required all participants to be on concomitant 
nucleoside analogue therapy for the duration of the study. In view of the potential for acceleration of virus replication, it is recommended 
that HIV+ patients be maintained on nucleoside analogue therapy for the duration of Serostim treatment. 

Increased tissue turgor (swelling, particularly in the hands and feet) and musculoskeletal discomfort (pain, swelling and/or 
stiffness) may occur during treatment with Serostim, but may resolve spontaneously, with analgesic therapy, or after reducing 
the frequency of dosing (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). 

Carpal tunnel syndrome may occur during treatment with Serostim. If the symptoms of carpal tunnel syndrome do not 
resolve by decreasing the weekly number of doses of Serostim, it is recommended that treatment be discontinued. 

Patients should be informed that allergic reactions are possible and that prompt medical attention should be sought if an 
allergic reaction occurs. None of the 188 study participants with AIDS wasting who were evaluable for antibody assessments 
and who were treated with Serostim for the first time developed detectable antibodies to growth hormone (> 4 pg binding). 
Patients were not rechallenged. 

Recombinant Human Growth Hormone (r-hGH) has been associated with acute pancreatitis. 

Hyperglycemia may occur in HIV-infected individuals due to a variety of reasons. Serostim use was associated with a 
minimal increase of mean blood glucose concentration. Patients with other risk factors for glucose intolerance should be 
monitored closely during Serostim therapy. 

No cases of intracranial hypertension (IH) have been observed among patients with AIDS wasting treated with Serostim. The 
syndrome of IH, with papilledema, visual changes, headache, and nausea and/or vomiting has been reported in a small 
number of children with growth failure treated with growth hormone products. Nevertheless, funduscopic evaluation of patients 
is recommended at the initiation and periodically during the course of Serostim therapy. 

Kaposi’s sarcoma, lymphoma, and other malignancies are common in HIV+ individuals. There was no increase in the 
incidence of Kaposi's sarcoma, lymphoma, or in the progression of cutaneous Kaposi’s sarcoma in clinical studies of 
Serostim. Patients with internal KS lesions were excluded from the studies. Potential effects on other malignancies are 
unknown. 

Information For Patients : Patients being treated with Serostim should be informed of the potential benefits and risks 
associated with treatment. Patients should be instructed to contact their physician should they experience any side effects or 
discomfort during treatment with Serostim. It is recommended that Serostim be administered using sterile, disposable 
syringes and needles. Patients should be thoroughly instructed in the importance of proper disposal and cautioned against 
any reuse of needles and syringes. An appropriate container for the disposal of used syringes and needles should be 
employed. Patients should be instructed to rotate injection sites to avoid lipodystrophy. 

Drug Interactions : Formal in vitro drug interaction studies have not been conducted. No data are available on drug 
interactions between Serostim and HIV protease inhibitors or the non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors. 
Carcinogenesis. Mutagenesis. Impairment of Fertility : Long-term animal studies for carcinogenicity have not been performed 
with Serostim. There is no evidence from animal studies to date of Serostim-induced mutagenicity or impairment of fertility. 
Pregnancy : Pregnancy Category B. Reproduction studies have been performed in rats and rabbits. Doses up to 5 to 10 times 
the human dose, based on body surface area, have revealed no evidence of impaired fertility or harm to the fetus due to 
Serostim. There are, however, no adequate and well controlled studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction 
studies are not always predictive of human response, this drug should be used during pregnancy only if clearly needed. 
Nursing Women : It is not known whether Serostim is excreted in human milk. Because many drugs are excreted in human 
milk, caution should be exercised when Serostim is administered to a nursing woman. 

Pediatric Use : In two small studies, 11 children with HIV associated failure to thrive were treated subcutaneously with human 
growth hormone. In one study, five children (age range, 6 to 17 years) were treated with 0.04 mg/kg/day for 26 weeks. In a 
second study, six children (age range, 8 to 14 years) were treated with 0.07 mg/kg/day for 4 weeks. Treatment appeared to 
be well tolerated in both studies. These preliminary data collected in a limited number of patients with HIV associated failure 
to thrive appear to be consistent with safety observations in growth hormone treated adults with AIDS wasting. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: In two placebo-controlled clinical trials in which 205 patients were treated with Serostim the most 
common adverse reactions judged to be associated with Serostim were musculoskeletal discomfort and increased tissue 
turgor (swelling, particularly of the hands or feet) (see PRECAUTIONS: General i. These symptoms were generally rated by 
investigators as mild to moderate in severity and usually subsided with continued treatment. Discontinuations as a result of 
these events were rare. 

Because of the diverse clinical manifestations of AIDS, and the frequent occurrence of adverse events associated with 
underlying disease process, it was often difficult to distinguish adverse events possibly associated with the administration of 
Serostim from underlying signs or symptoms of AIDS or associated intercurrent illnesses. 

Clinical adverse events which occurred during the first 12 weeks of study in at least 10% of those who received Serostim 
during the two placebo-controlled trials are listed below by treatment group, without regard to causality assessment.

Body as a Whole, rigors, flu-like symptoms, back pain, malaise, asthenia, carpal tunnel syndrome (see PRECAUTIONS: 
Generali , chest pain, hot flashes, allergic reaction. Gastrointestinal System, oral leukoplakia, flatulence, dyspepsia, dry 
mouth, constipation, ulcerative stomatitis, increased amylase, dysphagia, esophagitis, colitis, pancreatitis, rectal disorder, 
gastritis, tongue ulceration, gingivitis. Musculoskeletal System, muscle weakness. Central and Peripheral Nervous System. 
dizziness, convulsions, hypertonia, neuralgia, tremor, encephalopathy, nystagmus, meningism. Respiratory System. 
dyspnea, coughing, sinusitis, upper respiratory tract infection, pharyngitis, rhinitis, pneumonia, bronchitis, increased 
sputum, respiratory disorder, bronchospasm, pneumonitis, pleurisy.

Glucose intolerance can occur with overdosage. Long-term overdosage with growth hormone could result in signs and 
symptoms of acromegaly. .a* 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Serostim®[somatropin (rDNA origin) for injectionj should be administered subcutaneously daily at bedtime according to the 
following dosage recommendations:

In patients who weigh less than 35 kg, Serostim should be administered at a dose of 0.1 mg/kg subcutaneously daily at 
bedtime. 

Dose reductions for side effects felt to be related to treatment with Serostim, which are unresponsive to symptomatic 
treatment, maybe effected by reducing the total daily dose or the number of doses given per week. 

In patients who continue to lose weight at week 2, reevaluate for concurrent opportunistic infections or other clinical events. 
Injection sites should be rotated. 

Safety and effectiveness in pediatric patients with AIDS have not been established. 

Each vial of Serostim 4 mg, 5 mg or 6 mg is reconstituted with 1 mL sterile water for injection. To reconstitute Serostim, 
inject the diluent into the vial of Serostim aiming the liquid against the glass vial wall. Swirl the vial with a gentle rotary 
motion until contents are dissolved completely. The Serostim solution should be clear immediately after reconstitution. DO NOT 
INJECT Serostim if the reconstituted product is cloudy immediately after reconstitution or refrigeration. Occasionally, after 
refrigeration, small colorless particles may be present in the Serostim solution. This is not unusual for proteins like Serostim. 

STABILITY AND STORAGE 

Before reconstitution : Serostim should be stored at room temperature, 59° - 86°F (15° - 30°C). Expiration dates are stated 
on product labels. 

After reconstitution : Use within 24 hours after reconstitution with diluent. The reconstituted solution should be stored under 
refrigerated conditions (36° - 46°F/2° - 8°C). 

Sterile Diluent, 1 mL (Sterile Water for Injection, USP) should be stored at room temperature, 59° - 86°F (15° - 30°C). Avoid 
freezing vials of Serostim and Sterile Diluent.

Is prison neglect 
creating SuperHIV?

n September 15, the U.S. 
House of Representatives 
pi approved a resolution 
against the legalization of medical 
cannabis. House Joint Resolution 
117 states that “Congress is un¬ 
equivocally opposed to legalizing 
marijuana for medicinal use.” 
The resolution was sponsored by 
Representative Bill McCollum (R- 
Florida), chair of the House Judi¬ 
ciary’s crime subcommittee, and 
was approved by a lopsided vote 
of 310-93. The resolution is non¬ 
binding and is not equivalent to a 
law against medical marijuana. 

McCollum stated that “doc¬ 
tors and scientists with the great-

ome prisoner rights advo¬ 
cates say they are angry and 
' i-/' frightened that the Califor¬ 
nia Department of Corrections 
(CDoC) has created the perfect 
environment for breeding an 
AIDS “super-virus,” and the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors 
wants to sue those responsible for 
the situation. 

Activists from the HIV in 
Prison Committee (HIP) of the 
California Prison Focus have lam¬ 
basted the CDoC for consistently 
depriving prisoners of adequate 
medical care, including denying 
or disrupting anti-HIV drug reg¬ 
imens. 

The Bay Area Reporter has re¬ 
ceived a letter from an HIV-posi¬ 
tive prisoner in the CDoC system 
who talks about the “routine delay 
in receiving meds prisoners go 
through each time they’re trans¬ 
ferred to a new prison.” 

According to the prisoner, 
whose identity is being kept con¬ 
fidential to protect him from pos¬ 
sible retribution, “You arrive at a 
new prison, have to wait days to 
see a doctor, and get your meds 
renewed. In the protease age, that 
can have fatal consequences.” 

The prisoner said his only op¬ 
tion to protect his health and en¬ 
sure he could maintain his drug 
regimen was to wrap a three-day, 
18-pill supply of an HIV cocktail 
in toilet paper and plastic and in¬ 
sert it in his anal cavity - a tech¬ 
nique called “hooping it up” or 
“putting it in the safe” in prison 
parlance - just before he was 
transferred to a new prison. 

The effort paid off. He was not 
given the necessary medicine for 
two and a half days after his trans¬ 
fer and only received the drugs 
after complaining to medical staff. 

“I’m planning to keep my viral 
load undetectable for as long as I 
can,” he said. 

The interruption of anti-HIV 
medicine is not only detrimental 
to the health of the individual, but 
it also creates an environment that 
could lead to the development of 
a strain of HIV that does not re¬ 
spond to current treatment op¬ 
tions - a so-called “super virus.” 


“Inconsistent care definitely 
leads to the emergence of resistant 
virus,” according to Dr. Mitch 
Katz, director of the San Francis¬ 
co Department of Public Health. 
He added that such a strain would 
be unresponsive to current treat¬ 
ments, and “puts San Francisco 
and other localities at greater risk.” 

Researchers from the Universi¬ 
ty of California, San Francisco an¬ 
nounced at the Geneva World 
AIDS Conference that they had 
discovered a man who was recent¬ 
ly infected with HIV, and who did 
not respond to any of the current 
treatment options. Upon tracking 
the likely source of his infection, 
authorities discovered his sex 
partner also carried a strain of 
HIV that was impervious to avail¬ 
able antivirals; presumably it had 
mutated beyond the reach of 
today’s medicines. 

What is being done? 

“Medical neglect is a form of 
brutality,” said Judy Greenspan, 
chairperson of HIP. 

The organization just com¬ 
pleted its fifth investigative trip to 
Corcoran State Prison - alleged to 
be site of some of the most negli¬ 
gent care, along with the Central 
California Women’s Facility - and 
reported that HIV-positive pris¬ 
oners face a variety of problems 
including waits of four to six 
weeks to see doctors, delays of two 
to three weeks to refill AIDS treat¬ 
ment therapy prescriptions, and 
confidentially violations. 

“They are basically creating a 
death camp,” Greenspan said 
about Corcoran, charging that the 
CDoC “dumps” HIV-positive 
prisoners there, provides inade¬ 
quate care, and refuses compas¬ 
sionate release for the very ill. 

She explained that these con¬ 
ditions “seem to happening really 
in all the prisons at this point” 
and that most of the HIV-positive 
prison population is under¬ 
ground; HIP estimates there may 
be as many as 10,000 HIV-posi¬ 
tive prisoners in the system - far 
more than the 1,500 they say the 
CDoC documents. 

“They [HIV-positive prison¬ 
ers] look around, see there is no 
medical care, so they don’t come 
forward,” said Greenspan. 


Stacy Turner, a spokesperson 
on prison issues for Attorney 
General Dan Lungren who repre¬ 
sents the state in lawsuits by pris¬ 
oners, said the CDoC is currently 
bound by a 1990 U.S District 
Court consent decree mandating 
treatment guidelines for a num¬ 
ber of diseases including HIV. 

Representative of the CDoC 
and the State Office of AIDS did 
not return calls. 

Supervisor Mark Leno spon¬ 
sored a resolution on the issue 
that was approved 10 to 0 by the 
San Francisco Board of Supervi¬ 
sors on Tuesday, September 22. 
The measure urges the San Fran¬ 
cisco City Attorney to institute an 
investigation and consider legal 
proceedings against the CDoC for 
improper administration of HIV 
medication and for providing in¬ 
adequate medication and infor¬ 
mation upon release of HIV-in¬ 
fected persons. 

City Attorney Louise Renne 
said her office is working with 
Leno on possible options. 

“The California Department of 
Corrections routinely administers 
incomplete and inconsistent HIV 
drug treatment to its HIV-infect¬ 
ed inmates. Furthermore, released 
inmates are given inadequate 
medication and almost no infor¬ 
mation on follow-up treatment,” 
Leno said in a press statement. 

“Many formerly incarcerated 
HIV-infected persons come to 
San Francisco. The city is left to 
deal with a heightened AIDS crisis 
featuring a more resilient virus,” 
he added. ▼

est expertise have determined 
that marijuana is not a medicine.” 
This claim is disputed by numer¬ 
ous health professionals and has 
been refuted by several studies. 
THC, an active ingredient of 
marijuana, is available in the pre¬ 
scription pill dronabinol, sold 
under the trade name Marinol. 

The resolution came in response 
to ballot initiatives in California and 
Arizona approving medical mari¬ 
juana, which is used to restore ap¬ 
petite in people with AIDS-related 
wasting, control nausea in people 
receiving cancer chemotherapy, and 
reduce eye pressure in people with 
glaucoma. Similar initiatives are 
pending in Alaska, Colorado, Neva¬

Combining Chinese Medicine with Western Diagnostics 
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Lyon-Martin Health Services explores 
risk factors for breast cancer in lesbians

L esbians may have a risk of 
developing breast cancer 
that is two to three times 
greater than women in general, 
according to a theory first pro¬ 
posed in 1992 by Suzanne 
Haynes, Ph.D. The National 
Cancer Institute researcher 
based that hypothesis on a sur¬ 
vey of primarily white middle- 
class lesbians, compared against 
national averages of all women 
(including lesbians). The main 
risk factors were higher body 
mass index (BMI; a ratio of 
height to weight), greater alco¬ 
hol consumption, and socio¬ 
economic factors. 

But a detailed examination 
of health records at one San 
Francisco clinic now calls that 
theory into question. The work 
was done at the Lyon-Martin 


Women’s Health Services and 
published in the fall issue of the 
Journal of the Gay and Lesbian 
Medical Association. Dr. 
Stephanie A. Roberts was the 
lead author. 

The study looked at the 
medical records of all women 
over the age of 35 who used the 
clinic from 1995 to 1997. The 
group of slightly over 1,000 was 
composed of roughly even 
numbers of those who identi¬ 
fied as lesbian or heterosexual; 
all others were excluded. 

The researchers found that 
there were no statistically sig¬ 
nificant differences between the 
two groups in more than a 
dozen categories of family and 
personal medical history. As ex¬ 
pected, the heterosexual group 
had higher incidents of events 
related to pregnancy and use of 
birth control pills. 

“When you add it all togeth¬

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er from our study, lesbians as a 
group may have a higher con¬ 
centration of risk factors,” said 
Roberts. 

Lesbians had a higher BMI 
by nearly three pounds, but it 
was still below the threshold 
used to define being over¬ 
weight. Roberts speculated that 
perhaps this was due to the fact 
that lesbians exercise more, and 
muscle weighs more than fat. 

Another related factor may 
be that heterosexuals were 
nearly 50 percent more likely to 
be current smokers, although 
both groups had the same inci¬ 
dence of smoking in their pasts. 
Smoking has long been associ¬ 
ated with lower body weight in 
females. The differing rates of 
current smoking surprised the 
researchers. 

Perhaps the greatest surprise 
was that lesbians are 2.13 times 


more likely to have had a breast 
biopsy. The records were not 
detailed enough, nor the study 
large enough, to indicate if this 
was because of increased risk 
for breast cancer or a more pro¬ 
active approach to healthcare 
among the lesbians studied. 
The authors urged further re¬ 
search, particularly among 
older lesbians. T 


Dr. Roberts is seeking lesbian 
volunteers, especially women 
over 40 years old, for a 
detailed follow-up study.

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Fauci looks at future of the epidemic

P | irector Anthony S. Fauci of 
the National Institute of Al- 
m lergy and Infectious Dis¬ 
eases, within the National Insti¬ 
tutes Of Health, appeared before 
the House Committee on Interna¬ 
tional Relations Wednesday, Sep¬ 
tember 16 to discuss the HIV epi¬ 
demic, recent developments in 
HIV research, and the challenges 
that remain in the fight against 
AIDS. 

Here is an excerpt of what he 
said: 

Trends 

“HIV continues to exact an 
enormous toll throughout the 
world, in human and economic 
terms. In the United States, the 
rate of new HIV infections - ap¬ 
proximately 40,000 per year - 
continues at an unacceptably high 
level, despite an encouraging 


downturn in new AIDS cases and 
AIDS-related deaths. 

“New AIDS diagnoses and 
deaths have dropped significantly 
in the United States and other de¬ 
veloped countries in the past two 
years. These trends are probably 
due to several factors, particularly 
the increased use of potent, albeit 
expensive, combinations of HIV 
drugs. Consensus guidelines have 
been developed for the use of 
anti-HIV medications, and, when 
appropriately applied, have great¬ 
ly improved the prognosis for 
HIV-infected individuals. 

“Unfortunately, many HIV-in¬ 
fected individuals have not re¬ 
sponded adequately to the med¬ 
ications, cannot tolerate their tox¬ 
icides, or have difficulty comply¬ 
ing with complex dosing sched¬ 
ules and substantial pill burdens. 
In addition, the ability of HIV to 
mutate and become resistant to 
the current drugs is a persistent 
threat. Although there is some ev-

idence of immune system recon¬ 
stitution in certain patients who 
receive combination antiretroviral 
therapy, the goals of completely 
‘rebuilding’ the immune system or 
eradicating the virus from the 


body appear unlikely with current 
approaches to treatment. 

“For these reasons, the devel¬ 
opment of the next generation of 
therapies remains a priority. Cur¬ 
rently, all licensed antiretroviral 
medications are directed at one of 
two viral enzymes, but many new 
strategies are being pursued, in¬ 
cluding drugs that prevent the 
virus from entering a cell, and ap¬ 
proaches to boosting an infected 
person’s immune response.” 

HIV prevention 

"In developing countries 
where per capita health care 
spending may be only a few dol¬ 
lars a year, discussion of antiretro¬ 
viral drugs is largely academic, 
since combination therapy and at¬ 
tendant care may cost upwards of 
$15,000 per year. Therefore, a 
continued emphasis on effective, 
low-cost tools of HIV prevention 
is crucial to slowing the epidemic. 

“Researchers have shown that 


several approaches to HIV pre¬ 
vention can reduce the number of 
new infections when properly ex¬ 
ecuted, including: education and 
behavior modification; the social 
marketing and provision of con¬ 
doms; treatment of other sexually 
transmitted diseases; drug abuse 
treatment (for example, 
methadone maintenance for in¬ 
jection drug users); and the use of 
antiretroviral drugs to interrupt 
the transmission of virus from 
mother to infant. 

“Other methods of preventing 
HIV transmission also may have 
an important impact on slowing 
the epidemic. For example, re¬ 
searchers are developing and test¬ 
ing topical microbicides to pre¬ 
vent the transmission of HIV and 
other sexually transmitted dis¬ 
eases. UNAIDS and others also 
have facilitated the widespread 
use in Africa of the ‘female con¬ 
dom’ to protect [people] in situa-

added Levy. 

Levy supports therapy during 
acute or primary infection, and 
noted that “within days after the 
virus enters the body, a major 
benefit to the newly infected indi¬ 
vidual can be provided by lower¬ 
ing the viral load dramatically and 
perhaps even arresting the estab¬ 
lishment of HIV infection.” 

His great concern, however, is 
administration of drugs to per¬ 
sons who have been infected for 
several months Of years: Many 
people may be without symptoms 
and in good health, but as soon as 
an HIV-positive diagnosis is 
made, they are usually placed on 
therapy immediately, he ex¬ 
plained. 

Reactions 

Dr. Thomas Coates, director of 
the UCSF Center for AIDS Pre¬ 
vention Studies (CAPS), told the 
Bay Area Reporter that Levy’s po¬ 
sition merits additional study. 

“It’s a position that may be 
contrary to the prevailing wis¬ 
dom, but it should be taken seri¬ 
ously and studied,” Coates said. 
He added that Levy is not talking 
about the primary infection stage, 
generally viewed as the first cou¬ 
ple of months after someone’s 
been infected, nor is Levy talking 
about advanced HIV. Rather, Levy 
is talking about the middle stage 
of the infection. 

“Heretofore, the focus has 
been on the virus and stomping 
on the virus,” said Coates. 

Dr. Mitch Katz, the city’s 
health director, echoed Coates’s 
view that Levy’s hypothesis mer¬ 
its further research. “Jay Levy is a 
very smart researcher who has 
been right on many things,” Katz 
told the B.A.R. He also empha¬ 
sized that Levy is warning against 
early treatment for people in the 
middle stage of the disease. 

David Pasquarelli, a member 
of the AIDS dissident group ACT 
UP/San Francisco, said if Levy is 
right, the city should alter the way 
it treats people with HIV. 

“It’s not surprising, given that 
[combination therapy propo¬ 
nent] David Ho’s theories of viral 
replication have proven to be 
false,” Pasquarelli said. ACT 
UP/San Francisco has long advo¬ 
cated against use of the powerful 
HIV/AIDS medications, claiming 
the drug toxicity can be fatal. “The 
earlier you take them, the longer 
you take them and die. It’s about 


time a mainstream doctor came 
around to our point of view. 

“If Dr. Levy is right, then San 
Francisco General Hospital and 
the Department of Public Health 
need to change their treatment 
options,” added Pasquarelli. 

Specific recommendations 

In Levy’s view, current drug 
regimens should be prescribed 
only for patients who show symp¬ 
toms of HIV infection or whose 
CD-4 cell counts have dropped 
substantially. CD-4 cells, also 
called T-helper cells, coordinate 
the overall action of the human 
immune system. They are the pri¬ 
mary target of HIV, and when 
they succumb to infection, the 
stage is set for the opportunistic 
infections that cause AIDS. 

He suggests starting treatment 
only after the CD-4 cell count falls 
below 400 and the viral load is 
above a level of 30,000 copies of 
viral genetic material per milliliter 
of blood on two separate tests. 
“Administering drugs at this se¬ 
lected time seems the best strategy 
because the virus can be controlled 
and the immune system can re¬ 
cover ...” he wrote in the article. 

Levy added that instead of 
subjecting infected people to an¬ 
tiviral therapy early - when it is 
not needed because the immune 
system is functioning, when ther¬ 
apy requires strict adherence or 
drug resistance will take place, 
and when drugs can be harmful - 
a delay can provide an interval of 
several years in which immune 
cells can control the virus and se¬ 
lection of resistant mutants can be 
avoided. 

In presenting his case, Levy 
noted that the current three-drug 
treatment for HIV may soon be 
extended to a four- or five-drug 
regimen, similar to the approach 
used for cancer patients. And, he 
asked, “Have we really succeeded 
going in the direction with malig¬ 
nancies?” He also noted that un¬ 
like the commitment for HIV 
therapy, no cancer patient takes 
three or four chemotherapy drugs 
for a lifetime. 

Current assumptions in clini¬ 
cal strategy that concern Levy in¬ 
clude: 

• If virus replication takes 
place, mutations might develop 
that could lead to a drug-resistant 
strain of virus. Levy noted that 
mutations occurring at a steady 
rate during HIV replication are 
random and would not select for 
viruses resistant to current drugs. 
Instead, it is the drugs themselves 
that encourage these types of re¬ 


sistant viruses, Levy added. 

• Any replication of HIV will 
lead to irreversible destruction of 
the immune system. What is over¬ 
looked by this assumption, Levy 
said, is that these drugs can be 
toxic and can be directly detri¬ 
mental to a natural immune re¬ 
sponse to HIV, which is present in 
most individuals even when they 
show no symptoms. This effective 
antiviral immune response is 
characteristic of long-term sur¬ 
vivors who have been infected for 
more than 20 years, have no 
symptoms, have not been on ther¬ 
apy, and show strong activity by 
CI>8 cells to suppress virus repli¬ 
cation while not killing off CD-4 


cells. He said his studies have 
shown that people on triple ther¬ 
apy have a decrease in this CD-8 
cell antiviral response. 

Levy reported that recent re¬ 
search by his team and others 
have shown that persons who 
choose to stop therapy - even 
after three years - experienced a 
resumption of virus production, 
with the viral load often higher 
than the level at the onset of ther¬ 
apy. This finding suggests the 
function of the immune system 
against HIV has been compro¬ 
mised. 

Levy suggested that the most 
valuable treatment in the future 
might be one that includes antivi¬ 


ral drugs, immune restorative 
treatment, and appropriate im¬ 
munizations. This approach 
could induce an effective response 
to HIV and all the other 
pathogens that attack HIV pa¬ 
tients, thereby overcoming the 
downfall of current therapies that 
leave patients “in a naive immune 
state, like an uninfected individ¬ 
ual, rather than someone pre¬ 
pared to control HIV,” Levy said. 

If the virus cannot be elimi¬ 
nated, the ultimate objective is to 
return all HIV-infected people to 
the state of long-term survivors 
who do not need treatment even 
after 20 years of infection, Levy 
concluded. ▼

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Sustiva: The newest 
over-hyped AIDS drug

Full disclosure: The author is a 
volunteer in one of the first trials 
of Sustiva, DM P-003, and has 
been taking Sustiva in combina¬ 
tion with Crixivan and nucleoside 
analogs since May 1996, with 
very good results. 

O n September 18, the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion (FDA) granted acceler¬ 
ated approval to the 11 th drug 
brought to market specifically to 
combat HIV. The drug, brand 
named Sustiva (generic name 
efavirenz and research code DMP- 
266), is a non-nucleoside-analog 
reverse transcriptase inhibitor 
(NNRTI), and is the third drug ap¬ 
proved in that class. Clinical trails 
conducted by the company suggest 
that the drug is at least as ef¬ 
fective as the other NNR- 
TIs, is associated with 
fewer serious side ef- ^ 
fects, and because of 
its long half-life can be 
taken once a day. 

While AIDS patients 
have welcomed the avail¬ 
ability of Sustiva, 
some doctors, scien¬ 
tists, and activists 
have raised serious 
questions about marketing claims 
made for the drug, and have ex¬ 
pressed outrage at the price. With 
a price to AIDS Drug Assistance 
Programs (ADAPs) of at least 
$3,942 per year - and a 20 percent 
higher “list wholesale” price to 
pharmacies - Sustiva is about 75 
percent more expensive than other 
NNRTIs and nearly as pricey as 
the most popular protease in¬ 
hibitor. Activist groups have 
warned that at the price an¬ 
nounced for the drug, reimbursers 
and ADAPs may delay or not cover 
Sustiva, and may instead steer pa¬ 
tients wanting to use an NNRTI to 
more cost-effective alternatives. 

With’ Sustiva’s approval, there 
are now 13 available anti-HIV 
prescription dpugs: the five nucle¬ 
oside analogs d4T (Zerit or stavu- 
dine), 3TC (Epivir or lamivu- 
dine), ddl (Videx), AZT (also 
known as Retrovir, zidovudine, or 
ZDV), and ddC (Hivid), the four 
protease inhibitors Crixivan (in¬ 
dinavir), Nelfinavir (Viracept), 
Norvir (ritonavir), and Fortovase 
(Invirase or saquinavir); the three 
NNRTIs Viramune (nevirapine), 
Rescriptor (delavirdine), and now 
Sustiva (efavirenz or DMP-266); 
and hydroxyurea (Hydrea), an 
anti-cancer drug not FDA-ap- 
proved for use against HIV, but 
now widely prescribed for its 
demonstrated anti-HIV effect. 

Protease sparing combo? 

Although just approved, Sustiva 
has for several months been pro¬ 
moted by its manufacturer DuPont 
Pharmaceuticals Company as the 
foundation for “a protease sparing” 
combination. But some respected 
doctors and scientists have attacked 
the idea of “sparing” protease in¬ 
hibitors. They have argued that 
everything we know about treating 
infectious diseases indicates that the 
most successful strategy is to use the 
strongest possible combination of 
drugs that can be tolerated and use 
them together to suppress the dis¬ 
ease organism enough so that it 
cannot develop resistance. [See 
Cocktail Therapy, Bay Area Reporter

“I don’t agree with the idea of 
‘sparing’ protease inhibitors,” Dr. 
Marcus Conant told several hun¬ 
dred attendees at a San Francisco 
treatment forum last fall. “What are 
you ‘sparing’ them for? We know 
from other infectious diseases, like 
tuberculosis, that when you decide 
to treat you should treat aggres¬ 
sively enough to completely sup¬ 
press the disease organism. What 
you absolutely don’t want to do is 
start off with a less-effective com¬ 
bination and then try to switch to a 
stronger combination when you 
fail. That is a recipe for creating 
multi-drug resistant virus.” 

When contacted for this article, 
Conant reaffirmed his position 
and continued: “We have data in 
Geneva showing sustained effec¬ 
tiveness from protease inhibitors 
going out to three years, but noth¬ 
ing similar on the protease in¬ 
hibitor sparing combinations. 
Now, there are patients 
who can’t take protease 
inhibitors, perhaps up 
to 7 to 10 percent with 
severe side effects, but I 
don’t think you should 
begin therapy with that 
perspective. You 
should start therapy 
using the most ag¬ 
gressive combination 
possible and can fallback to a 
combination where there is less 
data if necessary. Physicians and 
patients should be very suspect of 
drug companies, like DuPont or 
Glaxo-Wellcome, who are pro¬ 
moting ‘protease sparing’ combi¬ 
nations for marketing reasons, 
rather than because we have any 
medical data or knowledge sug¬ 
gesting that is the best strategy.” 

DuPont warns that Sustiva 
must be used in combination 
with other potent anti-HIV drugs 
or else resistance will develop 
quickly. A critical question for 
people considering Sustiva is 
whether to use it with two nucle¬ 
oside analogs (such as d4T + 
3TC) in a three-drug combina¬ 
tion, or whether to use it with two 
NAs plus one or two protease in¬ 
hibitors. DuPont has not con¬ 
ducted any studies comparing 
Sustiva used with nucleoside 
analogs, versus Sustiva used with 
protease inhibitors and nucleo¬ 
side analogs. When question by 
AIDS activists why such a study 
was not done, DuPont has not 
given a sensible answer. With the 
announced price of Sustiva, some 
activists, including this author, 
believe the answer has become 
clear - corporate greed. 

In company press releases, mar¬ 
keting surveys, and arguments to 
state ADAPs, DuPont has pitched 
Sustiva as a replacement for a pro¬ 
tease inhibitor, and has used that 
rationale as a justification for 
charging a protease inhibitor price. 

Warning: don’t use 
without a protease 
inhibitor 

However, one study, not con¬ 
ducted by DuPont, suggests that 
Sustiva is best used in a combina¬ 
tion with a protease inhibitor. 
ACTG (AIDS Clinical Trial 
Group) 364 is an ongoing 48- 
week study in 196 nucleoside ana¬ 
log (NA) experienced patients. 
The study compared three differ¬ 
ent combinations: Sustiva plus 
new NAs, Nelfinavir (a protease 
inhibitor) plus new NAs, or Susti¬ 
va plus Nelfinavir plus new NAs. 


At 24 weeks of treatment, nearly 
80 percent of patients on the Sus¬ 
tiva plus Nelfinavir plus new NAs 
arm had viral loads less than 500, 
while in the Sustiva plus NAs arm, 
just 60 percent of patients had 
viral load of less than 500. 

Also of concern, in the Sustiva 
plus NAs arm, the number of pa¬ 
tients with viral loads of less than 
500 decreased from a high of 80 
percent at week eight to 60 percent 
at week 24 with the slope of the 
curve continuing downward. This 
suggests that resistance to Sustiva 
was quickly developing in a sub¬ 
stantial number of patients. These 
results were submitted by DuPont 
at the request of the FDA and are 
available at www.Sustiva.com/Sus- 
tival/pdf/labell 2 c.pdf, Figure 2 . 

Because DuPont chose not to 
perform any studies itself com¬ 
paring Sustiva with a protease in¬ 
hibitor to Sustiva without a pro¬ 
tease inhibitor, this one uncom¬ 
pleted ACTG study provides the 
only data patients have to help 
them answer the question of 
whether to use Sustiva to “spare” 
protease inhibitors, as the compa¬ 
ny suggests, or in combination 
with protease inhibitors. 

A fair conclusion from this 
study suggests that, at least for 
people who have already used 
NAs, using Sustiva alone will cause 
40 percent or more people to de¬ 
velop resistance to Sustiva and all 
other NNRTIs within she months 
(and possibly a higher percentage 
within a few more months), 
whereas half or more of those 
people would have not developed 
resistance if they had used Sustiva 
with a protease inhibitor. 

Dr. Robert Schooley, who 
chairs the ACTG’s executive com¬ 
mittee, echoed the findings of 
these data, stating that Sustiva will 
not replace current treatments. 
“We need to use them together ... 
to have the most effective control 
of viral replication. With some 
drugs the virus has to make multi¬ 
ple mutations to escape the drug. 
With Sustiva, one mutation and 
it’s gone and the other two drugs 
in the class are gone - you can’t 
use them again. You lose all three.” 

Side effects 

While the company has 
stressed that Sustiva is well-toler¬ 
ated, the company also reports 
that a majority of patients studied 
experienced some type of side ef¬ 
fect on Sustiva. Fifty-two percent 
of patients receiving Sustiva re¬ 
ported central nervous system and 
psychiatric symptoms. These 
symptoms included dizziness, im¬ 
paired concentration, sleepiness, 
abnormal dreams, and insomnia. 
In controlled trials, these symp¬ 
toms were severe in 2.6 percent of 
patients receiving Sustiva 600 mg. 
once per day. These symptoms 
usually begin during the first or 
second day of therapy and gener¬ 
ally resolve after the first two to 
four weeks. The company reports 
that dosing at bedtime improves 
the tolerability of these symptoms. 
The company does not explain, 
however, that these symptoms can 
also be reduced by taking smaller 
doses of the drug three times a 
day, rather than the single daily 
dosing formulation that the com¬ 
pany is aggressively promoting. 

DuPont also states that patients 
receiving Sustiva should be alert¬ 
ed to the potential for additive side 
effects when Sustiva is used with

No fanfare (yet) as 
San Mateo County 
AIDS Program moves

II Jt hen the San Mateo 
' * County AIDS Program 
if (SMCAP) moves into its 
new quarters this Tuesday, Sep¬ 
tember 29, it will have facilities 
matching the new hospital and all 
the existing services of the Health 
Services Center, director John 
Conley proudly told the Bay Area 
Reporter in a recent walk-through 
interview. 

The new location of the AIDS 
program will be on the first floor 
of the San Mateo County General 
Hospital, near the intersection of 
39th Avenue and Edison Street in 
San Mateo. Conley pointed out 
that the convenience will promote 
greater use through better access, 
and will encourage more patients 
to participate in the program, as it 


aims to address their needs 
through social as well as medical 
resources. 

Conley has been SMCAP di¬ 
rector for two years. He came to 
the job with five years of experi¬ 
ence with Shanti and several years 
with the Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention in Washing¬ 
ton D.C. As an openly gay man 
himself, he is especially sensitive 
to patient needs in confidentiali¬ 
ty, treatment, and positive human 
relationships. All patient protec¬ 
tions will be maintained, he 
vowed. 

The AIDS program shift is typ¬ 
ical of what is happening 
throughout the upgrading of fa¬ 
cilities in the whole County 
Health Services plant. Buildings 
Conley characterized as antiquat¬ 
ed are being removed and re¬ 
placed with structures that are 


seismically sound and highly 
adaptable, he pointed out in a 
tour of the area. And, he candidly 
acknowledged, as the needs of the 
facilities become more apparent, 
the program may soon tear out 
some walls that have only recent¬ 
ly been completed. 

Although the facility will open 
this week, no formal ceremony is 
planned for at least 60 days. Con¬ 
ley said that patient needs dictat¬ 
ed the time schedule; although 
San Mateo County staff wants to 
have a formal dedication of the 
wings that will house the AIDS 
program, it was deemed more im¬ 
portant to get the transition fin¬ 
ished and fully operative first. T

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alcohol or psychoactive drugs. 

In controlled clinical trials, 27 
percent (124 of 455) of patients 
treated with 600 mg. Sustiva expe¬ 
rienced new skin rash, compared 
with 17 percent (61 of 351) of pa¬ 
tients treated in control groups. 
Very serious rash occurred in 1 
percent. The median time to onset 
of rash in adults was 11 days and 
the median duration, 14 days. The 
discontinuation rate for rash in 
clinical trials was 1.7 percent. Sus¬ 
tiva should be discontinued in pa¬ 
tients developing severe rash asso¬ 
ciated with blistering or fever. Ap¬ 
propriate antihistamines and/or 
corticosteroids may improve the 
tolerability and hasten the resolu¬ 
tion of rash. (The author experi¬ 
enced moderate rash at approxi¬ 
mately day 10 of treatment with 
Sustiva. After the rash failed to re¬ 
spond to antihistamines, the au¬ 
thor did one five day course of 
prednisone which cleared the rash. 
The rash did not return.) 

Price gouging 

Sustiva is the third NNRTI 
brought to market. The previous 
two NNRTIs were Rescriptor 
(delavirdine), approved in April 
1997, and Viramune (nevirapine), 
approved June 1996. These three 


NNRTIs share many characteris¬ 
tics. All are very strong inhibitors 
of HIV. All, when used as 
monotherapy or in ineffective 
combinations, quickly lose effec¬ 
tiveness due to HIV mutations 
that cause resistance. Sustiva and 
Rescriptor can be taken with or 
without foods. While the early 
data presented regarding Vira¬ 
mune and Rescriptor was not very 
impressive, in many cases that can 
be attributed to poor combina¬ 
tions and poor study design. More 
recent studies have shown impres¬ 
sive results for Viramune and Re¬ 
scriptor when used in strong com¬ 
binations. 

Where the drugs differ dra¬ 
matically, however, is their price. 
When introduced in 1997, the 
price of Rescriptor was set at an 
average wholesale price of $2,700 
per patient per year (with a dis¬ 
counted cost to ADAPs of about 
$2,200). The average wholesale 
price announce for Sustiva, how¬ 
ever, is close to $4,900. 

AIDS activists from across the 
country charge that this price for 
Sustiva is unconscionable. When 
the first protease inhibitors were 
brought to market, with an aver¬ 
age annual wholesale price range 
of $5,400 to $8,000, people with 
AIDS were told repeatedly that 
high price was justified by the 
high development cost of the 
drugs, the uncertainty of bringing 


such drugs to market without re¬ 
liable easy measures of their effec¬ 
tiveness (viral load testing was just 
becoming available), the expense 
of running studies for FDA ap¬ 
proval, and the expense and diffi¬ 
culty of manufacturing the drugs. 

None of these justifications are 
true of Sustiva. Community ac¬ 
tivists have been told for two years 
that one of the advantages of the 
drug is that it was substantially eas¬ 
ier to manufacture than any pro¬ 
tease inhibitor. During earliest de¬ 
velopment of the drug, viral load 
testing was widely available and ac¬ 
cepted as a rapid measurement of 
drug effectiveness, reducing devel¬ 
opment costs. The success of other 
anti-HIV drugs has proven that a 
substantial number of people who 
begin on a drug such as Sustiva 
may wind up taking it for many, 
many years, thus increasing the 
lifetime revenue available from any 
one additional patient. Given the 
far less risky development envi¬ 
ronment of Sustiva, its easier man¬ 
ufacture, and the likelihood of a 
substantially increased market, ac¬ 
tivists had hoped for a price for 
Sustiva that was in line with or less 
than that of other NNRTIs. In¬ 
stead, the company has apparently 
followed an all-the-market-will- 
bear pricing strategy and priced 
the drug at $2,200 higher than Re¬ 
scriptor, a possible alternative for 
the drug. ▼

Jock frolic 
this Saturday

T he 17th annual Angel Island 
Lesbigay Sports Day Festival 
will be held this Saturday, 
September 26 at the East Garrison 
Picnic Area on Angel Island. This 
year the event is being sponsored 
by the San Francisco FrontRun- 
ners and, for the first time, Team 
San Francisco. It’s an opportunity 
for athletes - and athletic sup¬ 
porters - to bring their own 
sports equipment, teach someone 
about their favorite sport, and 
learn about others’. 

The event will start with the 
traditional Blue and Gold Fleet 
“fairy ferry” leaving from Pier 41 
at Fisherman’s Wharf at 8:30 a.m. 
The ferry ride arrives at the island 
at 8:55 a.m., is almost entirely gay, 
and is one of the highlights of the 
day. Additional Blue and Gold 
Fleet sailings to Angel Island are 
9:30 a.m., 11:45 a.m. and 2 p.m. 
(Return ferries depart Angel Is¬ 
land at 3 p.m. and 4:40 p.m.) 

From Angel Island’s Ayala 
Cove, where the ferries dock, it is 
a 1.7 walk or bike ride to the East 
Garrison Picnic Area. Activities 
there will include softball, foot¬ 
ball, Frisbee, hiking, swimming, 
volleyball, a fun run around Angel 
Island, a bike ride, flirting, and 
some new games. 

The sports festival also in¬ 
cludes the now-famous potluck 
picnic. Everyone should bring 
their own drinks, serving utensils, 
and something to grill (if they 
choose). Team SF and the SF 
FrontRunners will provide plates, 
plastic ware, cups, condiments, 
hot grill, etc. Some water is also 


being provided by Cobb Moun¬ 
tain Water, which is a gay-owned, 
natural spring water company in 
Cobb, California. 

People who wish to share in 
the potluck should bring items 
based on their last name: if it be¬ 
gins with a letter after Q, they are 
requested to bring a main dish; if 
it begins with a G or earlier letter, 
they should bring a salad; the rest 
should bring a dessert. 

The FrontRunners have been 
sponsoring this successful event 
for the past 16 years. This year the 
running club was approached by 
Team San Francisco, the umbrella 
group for approximately 30 gay 
and lesbian athletic organizations 
in San Francisco. 

During the picnic, local les¬ 
bian, gay, and bisexual sports 
clubs are invited to distribute and 
discuss information about their 
organizations. 

The cost is $10 for the round- 
trip ferry ride. Tickets are avail¬ 
able in advance from Team San 
Francisco, the San Francisco 
FrontRunners, and at A Different 
Light Bookstore on Castro Street. 
A few pedal wagons are available 
at Ayala Cove, and the Marina Cy- 
clery on 18th Street near Castro 
will give discounts for bike rentals 
and purchases.

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Fundies flip lids over Budweiser’s 
sponsorship of Folsom Street Fair

| n anti-gay organization in 
Washington, D.C. has taken 
1 exception to this Sunday’s 
Folsom Street Fair and has chid¬ 
ed beer company Anheuser- 
Busch, a corporate sponsor, for 
their support. 

Americans for Truth about 


Homosexuality (AFTAH), an or¬ 
ganization “dedicated to oppos¬ 
ing the homosexual activist 
movement,” is associated with the 
Family Research Council (FRC), 
a self-described think tank on 
family issues. AFTAH distributed 
a press release on Tuesday, Sep¬ 
tember 22 calling on Anheuser- 
Busch to withdraw its sponsor¬ 
ship of “a sadomasochist-orient- 


ed street fair in San Francisco.” 

The Folsom Street Fair is pro¬ 
duced by the South of Market 
Merchants’ and Individuals’ 
Lifestyles Events (SMMILE), a 
nonprofit volunteer organization 
that distributed over $150,000 to 
community organizations last 
year. The SMMILE board of di¬ 
rectors have responded to 
AFTAH by releasing a statement

Lesbian moms lose in 
Missouri, New Jersey

T he Missouri Supreme Court 
has rejected the claims of a 
lesbian mother who sought 
joint custody of her three chil¬ 
dren. The state’s highest court 
ruled Tuesday, September 22 that 
no parent should be judged unfit 
solely because of homosexuality 
but noted that Janice DeLong’s 
sexual orientation was not the 
only reason for the court order 
that gave her former husband cus¬ 
tody of their three children. 
Macon County Circuit' Judge 
Ronald Belt ruled in 1996 that the 
best interests of the children 
would be met by giving sole cus¬ 
tody to their father, F. Joseph De- 
Long III of Jefferson City. Belt 
cited the father’s “greater stabili¬ 
ty,” along with the mother’s nega¬ 
tivism toward him and her “im¬ 
maturity in seeking after repeated 
new love relationships.” 

The next day, a judge in Essex 
County, New Jersey ruled in a cus¬ 
tody dispute involving two former 
lesbian partners. The case was one 
of three pending in the state in¬ 
volving former homosexual 
lovers. In this one, the judge 
found that a woman identified 
only as V-C has no right to joint 
custody or visitation with her for¬ 
mer partner’s two children. The 
judge ruled that New Jersey law 
gives no standing to third parties 
in custody cases. 


A lawyer for the plaintiff says 
she will appeal. 

Fundy weighs run against 
lesbian 

Republican Ron Greer will de¬ 
cide this week whether to run as a 
write-in candidate for Congress in 
Wisconsin’s Second District. The 
Former Madison firefighter fin¬ 
ished second to Jo Musser in the 
GOP primary. Lesbian Tammy 
Baldwin won the Democratic 
nomination. Greer is known for 
his outspoken views against ho¬ 
mosexuality. He picked up sup¬ 
port from Green Bay Packers de¬ 
fensive end Reggie White in the 
primary. 

Fatal fire may have been 
anti-gay 

A fatal dormitory fire at Mur¬ 
ray State University in Murray, 
Kentucky last week has now been 
officially classified a homicide. 
Student Michael Minger of Flori¬ 
da lost his life in the blaze and 
more than a dozen other residents 
of Hester Hall were hurt. Lab re¬ 
sults released today by Kentucky 
State Police indicate the presence 
of accelerants from the fourth 
floor fire scene, confirming suspi¬ 
cions that the fire was caused by 
arson. 

Captain John Vance says inves¬ 
tigators have so far been unable to 
establish a link between anti-gay 
graffiti found at the dorm with a 
possible motive. 


Wrong school phone 
number rings gay sex 

Officials at the University of 
Michigan-Flint apologized 
Wednesday, September 23 for list¬ 
ing the phone number of a gay- 
sex line on as many as 20,000 
“True Blue” recruitment letters 
mailed to high school students. 
Instead of the toll-free, 800-num- 
ber to the campus admissions of¬ 
fice, the letters gave an 800-num- 
ber of a recording offering “hot 
talk” and “X-rated action.” ▼ 


asking for the community to 
“rally behind our courageous 
supporters who regularly come 
to the aid of our community. 

“While we respect the right of 
Americans for Truth about Ho¬ 
mosexuality to speak out against 
alternative lifestyles, we find it 
disheartening that our altruistic 
goals are called into question 
based solely on homophobia and 
a misunderstanding of how we 
live and love,” continued the SM¬ 
MILE statement. 

AFTAH has a different opinion. 

“I call on Anheuser-Busch to 
withdraw its sponsorship of this 
sadly grotesque event and de¬ 
mand its money back,” said Peter 
LaBarbera, with the cultural 
studies department at FRC and 
president of AFTAH, in a press 
release. “Some things are more 
important than money, and 
human decency is one of them. 

“Anheuser-Busch’s sponsor¬ 
ship of a ‘street fair’ celebrating 
sadistic sex perversions shows 
just how low that some in corpo¬ 
rate America are willing to go to 
make a buck. Anheuser-Busch 
cannot call itself a ‘family’ com¬ 
pany and then give money to an 
event that glorifies acts so per¬ 
verse they are almost unspeak¬ 
able.” 

LaBarbera also charges that 
Anheuser-Busch “has become a 
leading advertiser in homosexual 
publications, buying advertise¬ 


ments that explicitly promote 
and affirm homosexuality and 
‘gay pride.’” 

Anheuser-Busch responded to 
AFTAH with a three-line state¬ 
ment: “Bud Light, in conjunction 
with our local wholesaler, is a 
sponsor of San Francisco’s 15th 
annual Folsom Street Fair. An¬ 
heuser-Busch, Inc., does what we 
feel is best for our customers, em¬ 
ployees, and shareholders. Our 
expressions of support are made 
without any ill will or detriment 
to any other customers.” 

The eight organizations 
scheduled to receive funds from 
SMMILE this year are: 
AIDS/HIV Nightline, the Ark of 
Refuge, Episcopal Community 
Services, the Gay and Lesbian 
Historical Society, Lavender 
Youth Recreation and Informa¬ 
tion Center (LYRIC), Metropoli¬ 
tan Community Church of San 
Francisco, Pets are Wonderful 
Support (PAWS), and Quan Yin 
Healing Arts Center. 

AFTAH publishes the bi¬ 
monthly Lambda Report on Ho¬ 
mosexual Activism with the goal 
of “monitoring the homosexual 
movement in American politics 
and culture.” T

ious novice.” The brochure is 
somewhat of a departure for Stop 
AIDS, a project that focuses on 
gay and bisexual men, in that it 
also includes information for 
women; in fact, the brochure is 
useful for leatherfolk of all gen¬ 
ders and sexual orientations. 

Activities discussed include 
anal, genital, and tit play; fisting; 
enemas; toys; clips and clamps; 
whipping; blood sports; “water 
sports;” and temperature and 
electricity play. The brochure ad¬ 
vises, “If you are unsure of your 
ability to safely perform an SM 
activity, then hold off until you 
get more information and maybe 
some practice on an inanimate 
object.” 

Other topics addressed include 
HIV and sexually transmitted dis¬ 
ease risk reduction, safe words 


and SM etiquette (“Always ask be¬ 
fore touching someone else’s toys, 
or someone else’s bottom, or 
breaking into someone else’s 
scene”), and the effects of drugs 
and alcohol. As the pamphlet 
notes, “Most SM activities are 
low-risk for passing HIV and 
other STDs, but there are other 
safety concerns involved.” Finally, 
the brochure includes a list of SM 
community resources. ▼

looking for a theory that puts the 
blame back on gay people rather 
than trying to address the un¬ 
derlying problems,” of DADT, 
Osburn said. 

Osburn said that “what the 
Pentagon does not have is infor¬ 
mation underlying what consti¬ 
tutes a statement and how did 
that statement come to be,” and 
that most “statement” discharges 
come about as a result of soldiers 
facing anti-gay harassment in 
their units. “They find that there 
is no other way to protect them¬ 
selves but to confront the harass¬ 
ment.” 

He used the example of Tim¬ 
othy McVeigh, a soldier who is 
no relation to the Oklahoma 
City bomber, whom the Navy 
tried to discharge when it illegal¬ 
ly obtained his online profile 
containing the word gay. “If Tim 


McVeigh had been kicked out,” 
Osburn said, “it would have 
counted as a statements case.” 

The Able case, a constitution¬ 
al challenge to DADT, won at the 
trial level in federal court. The 
trial court decision was reversed 
September 23 by a three-mem¬ 
ber panel of the Second Circuit 
in New York. The appeal was ar¬ 
gued in the spring. Observers 
predicted the losing side will ap¬ 
peal. 

Moskos believes that the 
Supreme Court will continue to 
defer to the military and not 
strike down DADT as unconsti¬ 
tutional. However, should the 
courts do so, he does not foresee 
insurmountable problems in in¬ 
tegrating open gays and lesbians 
into the military. He cited exam¬ 
ples of western European and 
Australian forces that have done 
so. Problems have arisen, most 
often over issues such as spousal 
benefits, but he termed those 
types of issues “manageable.” ▼

tions where they are unable to 
avoid sex with partners who are 
HIV-infected or to persuade their 
partners to use a condom.” 

HIV vaccine development 

“The development of a safe 
and effective vaccine for HIV in¬ 
fection remains the ‘holy grail’ of 
AIDS research, and an important 
step toward bringing the HIV epi¬ 
demic under control. To speed the 
pace of HIV vaccine discovery, 
many public and private agencies 
have dramatically increased the 
resources devoted to HIV vaccine 
research. For example, at the Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health (NIH), 
HIV vaccine funding increased by 
nearly 80 percent between FY 
1995 and the estimated NIH bud¬ 
get for FY 1999. As part of this ex¬ 
panded effort, NIH has awarded 
numerous grants to foster innov¬ 
ative research on HIV vaccines, 
and is invigorating and reorganiz¬ 
ing its vaccine clinical trials effort. 
In addition, NIH has established 
a Vaccine Research Center within 
the NIH intramural research pro¬ 
gram to stimulate multidiscipli¬ 
nary vaccine research. HIV vac¬ 
cine developers face a number of 
formidable obstacles, such as the 
variability of the virus and an in¬ 
complete understanding of the 
specific immune responses that 
may protect individuals from in¬ 


fection. However, there are many 
reasons to be optimistic that a safe 
and effective HIV vaccine can be 
developed. Perhaps most com¬ 
pelling is the fact that the human 
immune system can control HIV 
under certain circumstances. Ex¬ 
perimental vaccines have protect¬ 
ed animals from an HIV-like virus 
known as the simian immunode¬ 
ficiency virus, and candidate HIV 
vaccines have elicited immune re¬ 
sponses and been proven to be 
safe in early stage trials in hu¬ 
mans. 

“NIH-funded researchers are 
now comparing three different 
vectors, as well as other HIV pro¬ 
teins to determine which combi¬ 
nation produces the most robust 
immune response. These studies, 
as well as additional data that 
emerge from basic research, will 
provide the information to deter¬ 
mine which products will advance 
into larger-scale testing. 

“Last year, President Clinton 
set a national goal of having a use¬ 
ful HIV vaccine within 10 years. 
We are well-positioned in our at¬ 
tempt to meet this goal with the 
extraordinary basic and applied 
research that is now under way. As 
we work to contain the global 
HIV/AIDS epidemic, it is essential 
that public and private sector 
partners redouble their commit¬ 
ment to working together to 
speed HIV vaccine development, 
refine prevention efforts, and de¬ 
velop new treatments for those in¬ 
fected with the virus.” T

I once saw Divine walk out of a hardware store with 
a TV in one hand and a chain saw in the other” 
says John Waters. “He was so weird-lookin’ to peo¬ 
ple back then that they were just plain scared to 
make eye contact. So he’d just walk on down the 
street or climb into the car and drive off.” 

“He was better at shoplifting than I was. But he got 
caught. I never got caught in my life,” says the 52-year- 
old film legend, laughing at past antics. “I even did 
something that’s in Pecker. I went into a store, put on all 
the clothing I could, went up to the counter and filled 
out a job application —fake name, address, phone 
number, the works — and walked out with all the stuff.” 

Suddenly, with a roll of his bright, wide eyes, Wa¬ 
ters draws the line. “I’m only going to give up the stuff 
on which the statute of limitations has expired. If you 
think you’re going to get the murder rap out of me, 
you’re crazy.” 

It’s a little surreal, sitting with Waters in his neatly

Queer ed 


I t’s only fitting that Marin County, the legendary 
domain of hot tubs and peacock feathers, should 
produce the most eclectic film festival in Califor¬ 
nia. The Mill Valley Film Festival (Oct. 1-11) offers 
seminars, ice cream socials, children’s programs, star 
tributes, and an outdoor screening of It Came From 
Beneath the Sea on Mount Tam (Sept. 26), complete 
with dinner service. Among the hundreds of films 
being screened, there are several offerings of special 
interest to gay/lesbian film fans. 

Two of the most anticipated queer features of 1998 
make their debut at Mill Valley: Love is the Devil, star¬ 
ring Sir Derek Jacobi as the painter Francis Bacon 
(Oct. 5), and Gods and Monsters, starring Sir Ian 
McKellan as director James Whale (Oct. 6 and 10). 

These biopics illuminate the lives of two openly ho¬ 
mosexual artists who lived in a time when their sex¬ 
ual orientation was viewed by the general public as a 
curse — at best. Love is the Devil is truly an art film in 
every possible sense. Its subtitle, “study for a portrait 
of Francis Bacon,” reflects the highly impressionistic 
cinematic style of writer/director John Maybury. 

Maybury sets the film in 1971, when Bacon’s 
seven-year affair with George Dyer, a petty crook, is 
degenerating. The film evokes Bacon’s paintings 
within a cinematic frame, while exploring the 
painter’s masochistic sex life and emotionally turbu¬ 
lent world. Although the film can be slow-going at 
times, it boasts a flash flood of incredible images, plus 
the presence of indie queen Tilda Swinton. Sir Derek 
himself will be in attendance at the screening for a tribute to his life and work. 
Gods and Monsters is the more accessible of the two biopics. James Whale direct 
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Ian McKellen and Rosalind Ayres 
in Gods and Monsters.

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'Hydriotaphia' at Berkeley Rep 

Browne study

h, youth. It’s the time to try 
things, to take chances, to 
indulge yourself before 
those caution signs that come 
with maturity have been erected. 
Hydriotaphia is a risky young 
work by Tony Kushner, displaying 
evidence of the precocious talents 
that would blossom in Angels in 
America, but one that also comes 
with the requisite stumbles. 

Hydriotaphia was Kushner’s 
second play, and after a brief run 
at a tiny theater in 1987, the play¬ 
wright stashed it away, even delet¬ 
ing it until recently from his offi¬ 
cial biography. Now he has not 
only let it out of the trunk, the 
Pulitzer Prize-winning playwright 
has taken an active role in its pro¬ 
duction at Berkeley Rep. But 
Kushner, no longer a tyro, still 
seems to be indulging himself. 

It’s cheeky to ask an audience 
to sit for three and a half hours 
under any circumstances, and 
even more so in an effort to re¬ 
launch a play that was at least 
partly a learning exercise. Of 
course, Kushner pulled off the 
three-and-a-half-hour feat not 
once but twice with the two parts 
of Angels in America, but there we 
got to travel to Antarctica, Salt 
Lake City, and Central Park, in ad¬ 
dition to various bedrooms, 
dressing rooms and boardrooms. 
In Hydriotaphia, we never leave 
the bedroom of Sir Thomas 
Browne, and he hardly leaves his 
bed. There was also a moral fury 
fueling Angels that is missing in 
Hydriotaphia, a play that loses en¬ 
ergy whenever it gets on an intel¬ 
lectual soapbox. 

Though structure and mo¬ 
mentum falter after the first of its 
two intermissions, a condition 
not aided by several lackluster 
supporting performances, the first 
scenes do possess a promising off- 
kilter vitality. Here we meet Dr. 
Browne on the verge of death, as 
his wife, doctor, pastor, and ser¬ 
vants fuss over him with different 
motives. But although Browne is 


based on an actual and highly es¬ 
teemed author of the 17th centu¬ 
ry, and the thick realism of the set 
suggests a historical drama, we’re 
quickly cued otherwise. 

Projected titles above the stage 
set the scene: “Norfolk, England 
(sort of), April 3, 1667 (more or 
less).” As the lights come up, a 
couple of rustic servants are 
humping comically at the foot of 
Dr. Browne’s deathbed, and short¬ 
ly thereafter an easily distracted 
Death and Browne’s pixieish soul 
make their appearances. It’s an 
unexpectedly nutty world Kushn¬ 
er creates, but one he only inter¬ 
mittently sustains amid confused 
and labored tangents that unfor¬ 
tunately seem to carry the meat of 
his messages about death. 

The production is at its most 
enjoyable when Kushner focuses 
on the burlesque of the Browne 
household, moments that are en¬ 
hanced by the inspired lunacy of 
several key cast members. J.R. 
Horne is a flesh-and-blood car¬ 
toon with his Porky Pig take on 
the stuttering pastor, Charles 
Dean epitomizes the teutonic fop 
as Browne’s physician, Sharon 
Lockwood creates a nun from 


hell, and Sloane Shelton plays the 
cook with a goofy sweetness that 
colors her lines with natural 
comic charm. 

Jonathan Hadary plays Dr. 
Browne, a demanding part, with 
passion and skill, but there are 
problems in other roles that can 
sometimes undermine the pro¬ 
duction. The play is not strong 
enough to carry them along, nor 
they the play. Ethan McSweeny is 
credited as director, although 
Kushner had a hand in it, as did 
Michael Wilson, who directed the 
original version of this produc¬ 
tion at the Alley Theatre in Hous¬ 
ton. 

Hydriotaphia is the kind of 
play that would be a happy dis¬ 
covery by scholars of an esteemed 
playwright after he is gone. But 
now is probably too soon. At this 
point, we’re still more eager to see 
where Kushner is headed than 
where he started. T

‘Chicago’ hope 

Mark Spencer joins the cast

ow does a nice boy get 
himself into such things? 

In Mark Spencer’s case, 
it was his unique vocal ability that 
landed him a role in Chicago. 
Mark comes from a Florida fami¬ 
ly that he says “are strict 
Catholics.” He has an aunt who’s 
a nun, and an uncle who’s a priest. 
Mark was a professional harp 
player with the Florida Philhar¬ 
monic Orchestra and the New 
World Symphony, whose conduc¬ 
tor is Michael Tilson Thomas. 
(“But I only played one perfor¬ 
mance under him,” Mark sighs.) 
Before joining the cast of Chicago, 
he was Director of Music for the 
Archdiocese of Chicago — the 
city, not the show. He has also 
sung in a handful of opera perfor¬ 
mances, and it was his opera 
training that tore him from the 
church and threw him into a show 
as cynically profane as Chicago. 

A friend of Mark’s in New York 
knew that the casting director of 
Chicago was searching for an 
opera-styled voice that would 
stand out as a specialty from the 
Broadway belting typical of the 
rest of the cast of the show. When 
told about Mark’s ability, the cast¬ 
ing director contacted him, and 
when Mark couldn’t leave his job 
to audition in New York, the 
Chicago team flew to Chicago — 


and offered him the job as soon as 
they heard him. 

“It was all very sudden,” Mark 
told me when we talked by phone 
during the show’s last stop before 
San Francisco, Salt Lake City. 
“And to tell the truth, I wasn’t sure 
I wanted to leave my job, or could. 
But when I told my boss about it, 
it was like a scene from The Sound 
of Music! The Father urged me to 
follow my opportunity, and gave 
me his blessing. Besides, he point¬ 
ed out, the Church will still be 
there when Chicago closes.” 

Mark is fairly giddy about 
being in the show. When I asked 
about his making the shift from 
classical and operatic music to 
showtunes, he squealed, “Oh, it’s 
a blast!” Similarly, of the jump 
from the world of religion to the 
realm of the theatre, he said, 
“Playing comedy is a hoot!” 

Elements of the church are not 
all that different from show biz, he 
pointed out. “A lot of the ceremo¬ 
nial aspects of religion, like Holy 
Week, and Easter, communion, 
you could classify as theatre,” he 
said, “because there’s rehearsal, 
and the services are played out 
like performances.” 

Religion and, indeed, all things 
packaged as show biz is the theme 
at the very heart of Chicago, 
which points out the razzle dazzle 
underlying most endeavors of 
contemporary life. It’s a theme 
which has resulted in varying re-

actions. When the show pre¬ 
miered in 1975, its jaundiced look 
at American life put it at distinct 
odds to the season’s big hit, the in¬ 
spiring A Chorus Line. It’s no sur¬ 
prise the show is a hit in today’s 
more cynical climate. Mark re¬ 
ported how the show’s courtroom 
scene, a huge joke at the legal sys¬ 
tem’s expense, was especially ap¬ 
preciated in Washington, D.C. 

But the show’s effect is com¬ 
pletely the opposite in the Mor¬ 
mon-saturated Salt Lake City. 
“People sit there in shocked si¬ 
lence,” Mark told me. “It’s as if 
they’ve seen a car accident — you 
know, the horror, the hand to the 
mouth. In fact, we’re X-rated in 
Salt Lake! I wouldn’t have believed 
it if I hadn’t seen the ticket, but 
they won’t let anyone under 17 in 
to see Chicago in Salt Lake!” 

This makes playing the show 
in San Francisco a delicious 
prospect to Mark Spencer. ▼

lyT ou want small, subtle, and 
intimate? There’s always the 
circus at the Cow Palace. 
Compared to what writer-director 
John Fisher has wrought with 
Titus! at the Yerba Buena Gardens, 
the Greatest Show on Earth can 
seem like small potatoes. At Titus!, 
the ushers have to use bullhorns. 

Fisher, you will recall, scored a 
big hit with Medea, the Musical, 
which camped its way through 
Greek tragedy.

world’s a stage by the time you’ve 
been taken through it. Fisher’s 
freewheeling version of Titus An- 
dronicus uses much of the five- 
acre urban oasis for its swaggering 
silliness, as the cast scurries from 
place to place and the audience is 
shepherded to each new locale. 

Though the body of the dia¬ 
logue is now by Fisher, the bodies 
are by Shakespeare. To a surpris¬ 
ing degree, given the circum¬ 
stances, the story of Titus Andron- 
icus gets told.

H iving together can be hard 
enough. Couples, the con- 
1 - ventional wisdom says, are 
better off not working together 
too. And for Michael Gill and Jack 
Gaughan, you can add traveling 
together for their work. Their 
work is the musical Chicago, but 
as their first anniversary on the 
road approaches, they are ready to 
sign up for more. 

Gaughan is the music director 
and Gill the company manager 
for the San Francisco-bound 
touring production spawned by 
the hit Broadway revival, and 
their respective jobs actually pro¬ 
vide a distance that has brought 
some regularly scheduled ro¬ 
mance to their relationship. 

As company manager, Gill, 41, 
works through the day in a back- 
stage office dealing with the pro¬ 
duction’s clerical, financial, and 
personnel matters. As music di¬ 
rector, Gaughan, 48, works at 
night in the pit conducting the 
13-piece orchestra. 

“We have a tradition,” Gill said. 
“Because Jack is on the podium 
every night, it doesn’t give us the 
chance to do what is considered 
normal evening activities. So on 
our travel day, which is usually a 
Monday, after we’ve arrived in the 
new city, we try to find what is 
considered the nicest restaurant 
in that town and get dressed up 
and go out for a very nice, private 
dinner. It’s something we really 
look forward to.” 

Most members of the Chicago 
company know that Gill and 
Gaughan are a couple, though 
you won’t find them snuggling at 
work. “We’re very private sorts of 
people,” Gaughan said, “and we 
don’t go around giving public dis¬ 
plays of affection.” 

“And because Jack and I are 
both in sort of managerial posi¬ 
tions, we’re extremely careful,” 
Gill added. “People will see us 
talking in the theater, and that’s 
about it.” 

But when the press agent for 
the show came to Gill, as compa¬ 
ny manager, looking for interview 
possibilities for the gay press in 
San Francisco, Gill thought about 
himself and his partner. “I said, ‘I 
think Jack and I would be inter¬ 
ested, but only if we could do it as 
a couple,”’ Gill said. “Neither one 
of us is particularly fond of inter¬ 
views, but we thought it would be 
fun to do together.” 

When asked if there was a 
downside in their business to 
being openly gay, Gill and Gaugh¬ 
an answered in unison: “No.” 

“We are blessed,” Gill contin¬ 
ued, “that in the theater industry, 
it truly doesn’t matter what your 
sexual preference is.” 

‘Phantom’ connection 

Chicago is not the first show 
Gill and Gaughan have worked on 
together. They met on the Broad¬ 
way production of Phantom of the 
Opera, though both were with dif¬ 
ferent partners at the time. “Jack 
and I struck up a friendship,” Gill 
said, “and as those other relation¬ 
ships ended, our friendship grew 
into something else.” 

Gaughan left Phantom first, for 
projects that included the world 
premiere of Jimmy Buffet’s musi¬ 
cal based on the novel Don’t Stop 
the Carnival, and coaching Anto¬ 
nio Banderas for the film version

The perils of ‘Pecker’ 

John Waters takes on the art world

T or close to three decades, 
|P§ John Waters has enjoyed 
m amazing success parading a 
warped but sometimes alarming¬ 
ly precise view of humanity across 
the Silver Screen. His trashy spec¬ 
tacles so deftly mingle the 
grotesque and the comic that it’s 
hard to imagine this uniquely 
American director taking a false 
step down the road of bad taste, 
his preferred byway. But with his 
latest Film, Pecker, Waters stum¬ 
bles. Die-hard fans will no doubt 
appreciate the film for all the rea¬ 
sons one normally enjoys a Waters 
film — screwball antics, campy 
dialogue, fashion calamities — 
but even zealous devotees won’t 
fail to notice that Pecker strains 
for significance. And though it’s 
customary for Waters’ fans to in¬ 
tensify their experience of his de¬ 
liberately off-color films by 
branding them with negative la¬ 
bels, it’s likely that people won’t 
be joking when they call Pecker 
pretentious. 

Pecker is about Pecker, a goofy 
Baltimore teenager who works in 


a sandwich shop but dreams of 
becoming a professional photog¬ 
rapher. When he’s not flipping 
burgers, Pecker, so named by his 
parents because he “pecked” at his 
food as a child, busies himself 
snapping pics of all the colorful 
denizens of “Charm City, U.S.A.” 
He also compulsively pho¬ 
tographs his best friend Matt, an 
adept shoplifter; his girlfriend 
Shelley, who toils in a laundro¬ 
mat; and various members of his 
family, which is composed of the 
usual freaks one encounters in a 
Waters film: ditzy parents, a 
queer-friendly older sister, a 
sugar-addicted younger sister, and 
Pecker’s grandmother, a Leni 
Riefenstahl lookalike who per¬ 
forms acts of pseudo-ventrilo¬ 
quism with a wooden statue of 
the Virgin Mary. 

The story gets going when 
Rorey Wheeler, a brainy New York 
art dealer who has fallen under 
the spell of Pecker’s pictures, de¬ 
cides to give him a solo show in 
her gallery, turning him into an 
overnight art star complete with 
magazine cover stories, groupies, 
and a flush bank account. But in¬ 
stant fame has its price. When 


New York’s art literati begins 
churning out verbiage about 
Pecker’s pictures, his life takes a 
turn for the worse. Suddenly Matt 
can no longer shoplift because 
everyone knows he’s a juvenile 
delinquent; Shelley becomes irate 
when press whores dub her a 
“stain goddess” and misread her 
playful poses for Pecker as libidi¬ 
nous come-ons; Pecker’s grand¬ 
mother is vilified by local 
Catholics when her bizarre ritual 
with the ligneous virgin is re¬ 
vealed in a national art journal; 
and Pecker himself is stymied 
when an art critic labels his fami¬ 
ly “culturally challenged.” 

Turning the tables 

Threatened with the loss of 
family, friends, and his own self- 
respect, Pecker turns his back on 
the art world, but not before turn¬ 
ing the tables on the people who 
have made his life a living hell. For 
his next show, which he hosts in a 
Baltimore gay bar instead of the 
Whitney Museum, where he’s 
been offered another solo exhibi¬ 
tion, Pecker shows portraits of 
New York’s Art Mafia, whose var-

his Baltimore digs and a definite 
step up from the trailer of one 
Babs Johnson. Famed for his early 
outrageousness and the fiercely ir¬ 
reverent streak which remains in 
his work today despite constant 
talk he’s swimming in the main¬ 
stream, Waters looks the picture 
of normalcy. His iconic face, with 
its high brow and swept back 
ebony hair, is framed by almost 
bookish black eyeglass frames. He 
wears a neat black suit, white shirt 
and black tie with a thick silver 
stripe cascading from the knot. 
On his feet are black sneakers, 
their white laces knotted and re¬ 
knotted. The furnishings have 
plush upholstery and are stacked 
with pillows; the walls are lined 
with novels and huge tomes about 
art and sculpture. Filthy though 
his films may be, his home har¬ 
bors nary a speck of dust. As he 
recalls decades gone by with obvi¬ 
ous fondness, Waters has no de¬ 
sire whatsoever to experience 
them again. 

“I function a lot better when I 
can park my car legally next to the 
camera truck and there is actually 
food you can eat. And after I yell 
‘Cut!,’ I don’t want to have to 
scream at the actors, ‘Run! Run!’ I 
don’t want to have to flee the po¬ 
lice. I paid my dues. I did that.” 

Not only did Waters flee the 
police, but he was also arrested 
countless times on obscenity 


form of South Park’s Mr. Hanky, 
who even gets his own dialogue 
and close-ups. A thoroughly san¬ 
itized New York City has outlawed 
sex shops. John Waters disdains 
contemporary club life. 

“I’m so happy I’m not twenty 
any more. If I wanted to stay out 
all night, where would I go?” he 
asks with disappointment. “I have 
to go to my memory. The places I 
went, the outrageous experiences 
I had — sipping a cocktail while 
your best friend got naked in the 
corner, seeing Angela Lansbury at 
Hellfire — that’s over.” 

“I never see anybody famous at 
Blow Buddies or the 82 Club,” he 
says with mock outrage about the 
famous San Francisco and East 
Village sex establishments. “Next 
it’ll be prohibition.” Waters guf¬ 
faws again, offering his very own 
campaign platform: “A Blow Bud¬ 
dies in every neighborhood! Just 
like Starbucks.” He raises his 
trademark eyebrows: “Baltimore 
has more edge than New York.” 

Even if there isn’t a sex or cof¬ 
fee shop in your neighborhood, 
there’s a theater showing Waters’ 
Pecker. [See review, previous page.] 
The film is a departure of sorts for 
the madcap director, but preserves 
the humor fans expect. Like most 
of his films — from the trashy 
Linkletters or renegade Johnsons 
to the socially conscious Turn- 
blatts — Pecker is about family, 
with one crucial difference. 

“This is by far the most func¬ 
tional, normal family I’ve ever 
made a film about,” says Waters.

stock and processed it secretly. 

“Then, for my next few films, 
Multiple Maniacs and Pink 
Flamingos, I stole money from my 
parents.” 

Fans in New York are in for a 
treat with Waters’ next museum 
retrospective (he’s previously 
been feted by museums in Balti¬ 
more and Los Angeles) at New 
York’s Museum of the Moving 
Image, which starts on October 17 
and is an honor previously af¬ 
forded to the likes of Martin 
Scorcese and Jean-Luc Godard.

charges for screening his work 
publicly. “Every time we went be¬ 
fore a jury, we thought it would 
help that the Museum of Modern 
Art bought one of the original 
Pink Flamingos prints. And every 
time we’d get convicted. It was 
like, ‘Oh, it’s art. It’s bad.’” 

Title tussle 

Twenty-five years later, Waters 
tussled with the Motion Picture 
Association of America, which 
rates all films released by the stu¬ 
dios, over his new film’s title. 
“They flagged it because of the 
word, though they didn’t know 
what the film was about. I had to 
fly to L.A. and go to a hearing 
with a lawyer. We’d made this 
two-page list of titles— Octopussy, 
In & Out, and the best one, Free 
Willy. They listen to your argu¬ 
ment and then you have to go 
outside and wait — just like a 
court. And when I went back in 
they were all looking at the floor, 
and I thought, ‘Oh, no, I’m going 
to get convicted again.’ But it 
turned out OK for my Pecker.” 

Despite that experience, much 
has changed in those twenty-five 
years. All the companies that once 
made independent films are now 
owned by Hollywood studios, in¬ 
cluding Pecker’s distributor, Fine 
Line Films, a division of New Line 
Cinema (the original distributor 
of Female Trouble and Pink 
Flamingos), which is part of Time 
Warner. Queen Divine is gone, 
having died suddenly in 1989. But 
fecal matter, which he once so in¬ 
famously digested, lives on in the 


“They’re peculiar, but they’re very 
lovely, very caring.

Brownie points 

Waters credits his own parents 
with teaching him “to worship 
good taste.” 

He is also quick to note his 
family’s pivotal role in his career.

Brownie that my grandmother 
gave me,” he recalls with a smile, 
his sparkling eyes momentarily 
staring into the past. “I didn’t even 
know you were supposed to edit 
the film. I thought you just showed 
what came out of the camera.” 

He’s traveled a long road since 
directing and starring in his first 
short, “Hag in a Black Leather 
Jacket,” made with the assistance 
of a friend who worked in a cam¬ 
era store and stole all the film 


And still working. Waters is 
looking forward to his next pro¬ 
duction, Cecil B. Demented, which 
was scheduled to be shot before 
Pecker, but fell through due to cast¬ 
ing problems. He hopes the flick 
about a gang of teens who terrorize 
the film industry — “I certainly 
know all about that”—will go into 
production next spring. 

And he deftly throws a bone to 
all viewers eager to see Steve Yea¬ 
ger’s much-anticipated, oft-de¬ 
layed Waters/Divine early-days 
documentary Divine Trash. “I 
don’t think you’ll have to wait 
much longer,” Waters says 
through a teasing grin. “They’ve 
had some distribution problems, 
but those are being ironed out.” 

Two viewers with a leg up on 
the rest of us include Waters’ 
mother and Divine’s mother, who 
attended the Baltimore world pre¬ 
miere screening of Divine Trash 
together. Neither had ever seen 
any footage from the films their 
sons made together. “I saw them 
squirming,” Waters recalls. “No 
mother can be happy about those 
films.” 

Waters gave the folks a piece of 
advice that’s still appropriate for 
new viewers today. “Don’t even 
try to figure out why we made 
that film. Don’t even think about 
it. Just move on. I even told Di¬ 
vine’s mother, ‘If it makes you feel 
any better, I thought it up, he did¬ 
n’t.’” Her response gave Waters a 
chuckle. “She said, ‘I just decided 
some of it was so awful I had to 
laugh.’ Now that’s maternal matu¬ 
rity.” T

J he only gowns were on the 
sopranos, the only pageantry 
in the music and libretto*as 
Philharmonia Baroque Orchestra 
unostentatiously dispatched the 
most musically satisfying of the 
season-opening rites of autumn. 
It’s hardly news that the Bay Area’s 
premiere period-instrument or¬ 
chestra typically does 
its best work of the 
year in the Handel ora¬ 
torio with which it be¬ 
gins — its music di¬ 
rector, Nicholas 
McGegan, is a born 
Handelian, and Phil¬ 
harmonia, thanks to him, 
a bred 
Handel 
band. 

But even 
by the organization’s own lofty 
standards, Solomon was a stunner. 

Nearly three and a half hours 
of a virtually plotless paean to the 
Old Testament’s King Solomon 
virtually flew by in what turned 
out to an hymn to the unalloyed 
genius of the composer in a work 
of his late, still-questing maturity. 
What if McGegan’s success, like 
Michael Tilson Thomas’ with an 
all-Gershwin Symphony opener, 
reminded local musical organiza¬ 
tions to celebrate composers in¬ 
stead of stars? Could that be so 
bad? It’s interesting, in any case, 
that the year that formula worked, 
the tune-spinners in question 
were Handel and Gershwin, two 
masters of melody and men of the 


theater who surely would have 
understood each other — as they 
did, uniquely, their still-faithful 
audiences. 

The not-so-quiet aspects of 
this Solomon were the piece’s great 
choruses, knocked off on this oc¬ 
casion by Philharmonia’s own ace 
Philharmonia Chorale in combi¬ 
nation with the Choir of Gonville 
and Caius College of England’s 
Cambridge University. A quarter 
as many singers sent even as sa¬ 
cred a local musical 
cow as the San Fran¬ 
cisco Symphony 
Chorus out to pasture 
with some of the most 
elevating choral singing 
heard in these parts in 
years. “Sweep, sweep the 
string,” 
the long, 
multi¬ 
part cho¬ 
rus in the oratorio’s third act, 
yielded one jaw-dropping para¬ 
digm of choral art after another, 
leaving members of the Berkeley 
audience pounding their thighs 
like the car-bound witnesses of 
the turning of the leaves on the 
Massachusetts Turnpike. 

Favorite children 

The pleasures of watching 
Philharmonia grow up in this 
repertoire over the past 18 years 
was compounded here by watch¬ 
ing two of its favorite vocal chil¬ 
dren (both of special interest to 
readers of the B.A.R.) truly arrive. 
Christine Brandes, who has 
proved herself incapable of being 
boring in any repertoire, glittered 




and was gay as Solomon’s un¬ 
named Queen and, even more 
touchingly, as the Harlot true 
mother of the child Solomon 
proved his crafty wisdom in sav-

ing. And as Solomon, Daniel Tay¬ 
lor left no doubt that he’s a con¬ 
tender in the countertenor sweep- 
stakes, a musical sideshow so 
bizarre and exotic it could only be 
happening in the dying days of 
the millennium. 

Lacking much else to celebrate 
on a truly played-out vocal scene, 
classical music’s publicity ma¬ 
chine has turned its attention to 
the day’s leading falsettists — and 
anointed David Daniels, who will 
sing an eagerly awaited recital for 
Cal Performances October 25, 
Lord Emperor of the Universe, 
Countertenor Division. Since 
Daniels is as good as “they” say — 
and an out member of the tribe 
— one appropriate response is to

cheer. But if Taylor, whose instru¬ 
ment and stage presence are at 
least as lovely as Daniels’, grabs for 
the top rung on his art — letting 
the words do the walking through 
the yellowed pages of early music 

— he could share the hard-won 
summit with his toast-of-the- 
press colleague. There’s room for 
two on that tiny spot of Earth. 

Seasons are planned so far in 
advance that it could only have 
been fate that brought us Solomon 
the day after the publication of 
the Starr Report. Even in Handel’s 
day, these Biblical oratorios had 
hidden messages for monarchs 
that audiences would have picked 
up. The Berkeley audience could 
hardly overlook the words of 
Handel’s anonymous librettist: 
“Thrice bless’d that wise discern¬ 
ing king,/ Who can each passion 
tame,/ And mount on virtue’s 
eagle wing/ To everlasting fame” 

— and the “moral” of the jaunty 
final chorus: “The name of the 
wicked shall quickly be past,/ But 
the fame of the just shall eternal¬ 
ly last.” Better than CNN, and way 
easier listening. 

Rhythms and ragas 

One of the most interesting 
musicians on the Bay Area jazz 
scene, Berkeley’s Vijay Iyer, has 
just announced he’s moving to 
New York in January. While a 
move to the Big Apple for a shot 
at the Big Time, jazz-wise, is as 
understandable as it is inevitable, 
Iyer’s singular voice will be 
missed. The thoroughly American 
keyboardist has tapped his Indian 
roots to season his music with the 
rhythms and ragas of his South 
Indian heritage. The results have 
usually been arresting, as in his set 
With guest saxophonist Rudresh 


Mahanthappa and Iyer’s own ace 
trio at Yoshi’s last summer. That 
session smoked in a way Iyer’s lat¬ 
est, at the 111 Minna. Street 
Gallery on September 4, never 
even approached. 

Gratefully, even that disap¬ 
pointment was the product of 
Iyer’s commendable willingness 
to take risks — on this occasion, a 
premature improvisational outing 
with some friends exploring the 
jazz potential of two of the most 
expressive Indian instruments, the 
tabla and the sarangi. It was a 
noble experiment, doomed as 
much as anything by a drunk mu¬ 
seum audience determined to 
drown out the music — and ulti¬ 
mately successful. 

Between now and his next local 
gig, anyone interested in Iyer’s 
work at its most representative can 
check out his two CDs, Memo- 
rophilia and the recently released, 
highly praised Architextures. Both 
are available at Amoeba Records 
and through Iyer’s website — 
vijay@cnmat.berkeley.edu — the 
only reliable way to track this fas¬ 
cinating, protean musician. 

Piano-jazz fans will also want 
to know about the recent release 
of the first biography of one of the 
century’s great musicians, Bill 
Evans: How My Heart Sings, by 
Peter Pettinger. The book has just 
hit the stores, so more on it later, 
but the good news is that it’s writ¬ 
ten by a pianist whose interest is 
at least as much on Evans the mu¬ 
sician as Evans the haunted hero¬ 
in addict. It includes a discogra¬ 
phy that, while probably not com¬ 
plete, is the best yet published, 
and it’s sure to be the financial 
undoing of Evans addicts every¬ 
where. To use language addicts 
understand: More later. ▼

does have plenty of malefactors. 
The title character, for example, is 
a celebrated general who kills his 
own son in the first act, and then 
in the last act serves up the flesh 
of his enemies to their mother at a 
banquet. And he’s one of the nicer 
characters. 

In this production, the director 
is like an army general coordinat¬ 
ing the movements of his troops. 
Fisher, with clipboard and 
clenched jaw, is very much in 
sight, maintaining impressive 
control over a roaming cast and 
audience. Fisher’s script isn’t quite 
as disciplined, but whenever 
things begin to lag in the two- 
and-a-half-hour production, 
Fisher throws in a new surprise in 
his mix of the cornball, the clever, 
and the outrageous. Golf cart- 
chariot races, water-balloon bat¬ 
tles, and a parody of A Chorus 
Line are just a hint of what makes 
up this choreographed mess of 
ideas. 

The cast is huge, but so is its 


stage, and several performers 
manage to project strong person¬ 
alities across the great outdoors. 
As Titus, Christopher Herold has 
a crazed authority that is endear¬ 
ing, scary and fun. Corey Schaffer 
is a hoot as Tamora, playing the 
evil empress in something of a 
Faye Dunaway-Maria Callas 
mode. Derek Jackson lends a sinu¬ 
ous, sinister charm to Tamora’s 
paramour Aaron, and Laura 
Lebleu lets Lavinia, Titus’ mutilat¬ 
ed daughter, have a touch of 
pathos before going for the laughs. 

Titus! is part of the Yerba 
Buena Center for the Arts’ Sum- 
merStages program of free out¬ 
door performances. Of course, in 
San Francisco, “summer” can be a 
misnomer. There is no predicting 
what the weather will be this 
weekend, but those who looked 
the happiest on the first weekend 
had the warmest clothes. Be pre¬ 
pared. T

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Organ Beat 

The heart is a lonely organ

rgan fanciers arriving at St. 

Mary’s last Sunday for the 
' West Coast premiere of 
Frank Ferko’s Hildegard Organ 
Cycle walked right into a multiple 
baptism. Inside the main doors, 
interested parties clutching small 
children were leaning over the cir¬ 
cular railing, looking down at the 
sunken baptismal font, where a 
white-haired priest directed spiri¬ 
tual traffic. The smell of incense 
hung in the air. 

Christoph Tietze, Music Direc¬ 
tor at St. Mary’s, stood behind a 
table with a small wicker basket 
stuffed with greenbacks. He sug¬ 
gested sitting on the opposite side 
of the church from the organ, for 
the best sound, and apologized the 
program notes hadn’t arrived yet. 
In fact, the notes were sitting on a 
pew not far from the composer, 
who had gone directly to the organ 
console to get his stops in order. 

Baptism over, the newly blessed 
and their loved ones deserted the 
hall. Tietze, in shirt sleeves, an¬ 
nounced Ferko, who made an en¬ 
trance in tuxedo and white tie. Fifty 
of us, sprinkled throughout the 
wooden benches designed to hold 
2,500, did our best to applaud loud¬ 
ly. Ferko opened his score, posi¬ 
tioned his glasses firmly on his 
nose, gave a last look at his stops, 
and launched into the first of Hilde- 
gard’s demanding ten movements. 

The 1991 work, commissioned 
in part by the San Francisco chap¬ 
ter of the American Guild of Or¬ 
ganists, is an aural rendering of 
12th-century musical mystic 
Hildegard von Bingen’s De opera- 
tione Dei. This book, written in 
1773 when she was 75, describes 
ten visions. Using von Bingen’s 
original titles and integrating 
snatches of her chant music, 
Ferko’s organ cycle nonetheless 
expresses a thoroughly contem¬ 
porary world view. Devoid of faux 
mysticism or any kind of senti¬ 
mentality, Hildegard is muscular, 
mechanistic, bleak, and quirky. 
And, of course, the organ changes 
everything. 

Saint Hildegard’s ten visions 
take us through every stage of ex¬ 
istence from “The Origin of Life” 
through “The Effect of Love” to 
“The End of Time.” Ferko’s score 
similarly covers all the bases, and 
gave the 89-stop Ruffani organ a 
good workout. The Chicago-based 
composer does not, however, imi¬ 
tate von Bingen’s soaring style of 
chant. He is more interested in the 
colors to be obtained from the 
heavy metal of the pipes, some of 
which are downright murky and 
obscure. His textural experiments 
don’t so much induce religious ec¬ 
stasy in the listener as a kind of 
meditative stupor. 

Cosmic construction 

“The Origin of Life” started 
things off with the musical equiv¬ 
alent of water dripping. “The 
Construction of the World” got 
very hard hat, evoking a cosmic 
construction site. Correcting the 
medieval notion of a flat earth, 
the movement ended with a slow¬ 
ly accelerating alternation of two 
chords, suggestive of a sphere set 
spinning. 

Ferko’s sense of humor, not to 
mention virtuoso technique, was 
evident in “Human Nature,” 
played entirely on the foot pedals. 
In all her wildest imaginings, did 
Hildegard ever seen a man in a 
tuxedo bouncing up and down on 


a bench, beating out boisterous 
bunches of triplets with the soles 
of his pumps? This movement 
worked equally well as music and 
performance art. Refusing to use 
his hands^ the organist as self- 
willed amputee — was it a 
demonstration of bad faith, or a 
perverse exhibition of virtuosity? 
Whatever it was, it was imma- 
nently human. 

Generally more somber than 
joyous, Hildegards only truly dis¬ 
mal patch was “Preparation for 
Christ.” Described in the notes as 
“an extremely slow meditation,” 
movement seven seemed sluggish 
or druggy, like a bad waitingroom 
experience. But as any Zen stu¬ 
dent or Web surfer will tell you, 
boredom is an essential part of 
the human condition. 

There’s not telling what Saint 
Hildegard, 900 years old this year, 
would have made of this very 
modern response to her holy hal¬ 
lucinations. Conceptual, method¬ 
ical and stark, rife with repetition, 
streaked with Messiaen and occa¬ 


sionally echoing Philip Glass, 
Hildegard manages to be not only 
scholarly, but intensely personal. 
Compositional complexities 
aside, the score is driven by the 
beat of a man’s heart. It is this 
conflation of individual organist 
and the created world which was 
ultimately so moving. 

After “The End of Time” fin¬ 
ished on a high-pitched whistle, 
Ferko took his bows, and well- 
wishers cued up to shake the or¬ 
ganist’s hand. Suddenly, the organ 
started up again. Everyone turned 
to see Mr. Tietze at the console, 
playing a hymn for vespers, which 
was being celebrated at a side 
chapel. Such is the life of an 
organ, passing from one pair of 
hands to the next. ▼

San Francisco Opera's 'A Streetcar Named Desire'

}/. marvelous Sense of Occa¬ 
sion permeated the War 
Memorial Opera House 
last Saturday as the San Francisco 
Opera got ready to give the world 
premiere of Andre Previn and 
Philip Littell’s A Streetcar Named 
Desire with the composer con¬ 
ducting. As the evening pro¬ 
gressed, a palpable sense of relief 
swept the audience. “Thank god, 
it’s not that awful contemporary 
music,” was a remark I overheard 
several times. 

In fact, Previn’s music for 
Streetcar is very listenable. The 
term that kept coming to mind 
was “good movie music.” I mean 
that to be neither derogatory nor 
dismissive, but purely descriptive. 
(Judging a new opera on one 
hearing is hardly ideal, but since 
the SF Opera does not let the 
press attend dress rehearsals, one 
hearing is all we got.) The music 
is tonal, with enough dissonance 
to remind the listener we are in 
1998, not 1908. The orchestration 
can be quite lush, and the score 
often underpins the drama and 
emotion. Alas, too often it does so 
as movie music — framing the 
moment nicely, without intrud¬ 
ing on the drama, rather than 
being a truly effective opera, 
where the music is the drama. 

Previn does understand how 
to write a good curtain. The end¬ 
ings of all three acts are wonder - 
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Soprano Elizabeth Futral as Stella and baritone Rodney Gilfry as Stanley in A Streetcar Named Desire 


fey as Mitch. Both used their 
beautiful voices superbly and 
utilized every moment on stage 
to create three-dimensional, 
sympathetic characters. In the 
tiny role of the young newspaper 
boy, Jeffrey Lentz (making his 
company debut) was so appeal¬ 
ing I wished there were much 
more to the part. I would very 
much like to hear him in a larg¬ 
er role. Judith Forst was a sym¬ 
pathetic Eunice. 

Michael Yeargan’s sets were 
quite effective, though why the 
bedroom should split apart (with 
prolonged audible creaks) from 
the kitchen/living room so the 
flower-seller could walk between 
them was a mystery, and it 
seemed downright perverse to 
separate the two rooms right be¬ 
fore Stanley rapes Blanche. Oth¬ 
erwise, Colin Graham’s direction 
was superb. 

Given the obvious importance 
the San Francisco Opera has 
placed on this premiere, it seems 
churlish (to put it mildly) that the 
company refused to sell standing 
room to Saturday’s performance. 
Deutsche Grammophon is 
recording and videotaping the 
next three performances for re¬ 
lease on CD and video, and the 
opera will be seen on PBS’ Great 
Performances series on December 
30. To accommodate the cameras, 
the company will not sell orches¬ 
tra-level standing room until the 
October 2 performance. But no 
one was able to explain why the 
standees were totally barred from 
the premiere. It seems just one 
more gratuitous slap in the face 
from the company’s management 
to some of the city’s most com¬ 
mitted opera-lovers. 

And San Francisco is filled 
with opera-lovers. The driver of 
the #42 bus I took home grilled 
me thoroughly on Streetcar. What 
was the music like, what was the 
production like, did the singers 
make me forget the movie? When 
I told him the opera would be 
telecast, he was in heaven. Now I 
ask you, what other town has bus 
drivers who really care about con¬ 
temporary opera? T

fully socko moments. But far too 
often, the vocal writing simply 
meanders aimlessly. There seems 
to be no reason a line should be 
written the way it is, rather than 
written some other way. Often 
there is no inevitability to it: the 
vocal line does not take over and 
create a riveting moment. Time 
after time, Streetcar almost works: 
Mitch’s aria in Act II, a small duet 
for Stanley and Stella in Act III, 


and much of Blanche’s music 
throughout the opera, including 
the aria which Renee Fleming has 
recorded, “I Want Magic.” The 
scene in Act II in which Blanche 
tells Mitch about her young hus¬ 
band’s suicide was quite gripping, 
and Blanche’s last aria, beginning 
“I can smell the sea air,” is the one 
vocal moment that is truly satis¬ 
fying from beginning to end. 

It is important to remember 
that almost no great opera com¬ 
poser hit the jackpot the first time 
around, and this is Previn’s first 
opera. I look forward to operas 
two and three. 

Spinning pianissimi 

As Blanche, Renee Fleming 
was in stunning voice. She could 
spin ethereal high pianissimi and 
unleash floods of vocal gold with 
equal ease. She was totally com¬ 
mitted every moment of the long 
evening. It was a remarkable tour 
de force. Unfortunately, she did 
not come within a mile of being 
Blanche DuBois. Rather than 
being fragile and vulnerable, she 
was vulgar and whiny. Hers was 
pretty much a one-dimensional 
portrait (perhaps this was more 
Previn’s doing than Fleming’s?). 
The part is such a huge one that 
her performance was an impres¬ 
sive achievement, but I never 
cared about Blanche, never sym¬ 
pathized with her. An additional 
problem was Fleming’s use of a 
thick Black accent, to approximate 
a Southern accent (there is a big 
difference), which also made it 
difficult to understand her with¬ 
out resorting to the supertitles. 

There was a disturbing lack of 
chemistry between Fleming’s 
Blanche and Rodney Gilfry’s 
Stanley. Gilfry’s pronunciation 
was pristine, and he has a nice 
torso, which was often on display. 
Unfortunately, his Stanley was a 
petulant, posturing, pretty boy, 
not a cauldron of seething animal 
masculinity. In this version of 
Streetcar, Blanche could have 
eaten him for lunch without half 
trying, vocally as well as dramat¬ 
ically. Saturday night, Blanche so 
dominated the opera that Stanley 
was almost a character on par 
with Blanche’s suitor Mitch, 
rather than being a true balance 
for Blanche. Was this imbalance 
due to Previn or Gilfry, or both?

Remembering Terence McEwen

; erence A. McEwen, one of 
the great figures in the 
II world of opera, died last 
week at his home in Hawaii at the 
age of 69. Though most San Fran¬ 
ciscans will remember McEwen 
primarily as general director of 
the San Francisco Opera from 
1982 to 1988, his influence was far 
wider than simply running one 
international opera company. 

Born in Canada in 1929, 
McEwen fell into the snare of 
opera as a teenager, and first hoped 
to make a career as a singer, but 
soon realized his voice was not suf¬ 
ficient. He joined Decca Records in 
London in 1950, moving to New 
York nine years later to head up the 
company’s American division, 
London Records, a post he held 
until replacing Kurt Herbert Adler 
as head of the SFO in 1982. 

It was during his years in New 
York that McEwen became a 
household name in the American 
opera world. As a regular panelist 
on the intermission quiz of the 
Metropolitan Opera’s nationwide 
Saturday afternoon broadcasts, 
McEwen helped shape the way a 
generation or two thought about 
opera. His knowledge of singers 
and singing was probably unri¬ 
valed (certainly I never remember 
anyone besting him on the air), 
and he imparted his views with 
such elan that one could not dis¬ 
believe him. 


A 1972 profile of Marilyn 
Horne, by The New Yorkers great 
music critic Winthrop Sargeant, 
began by quoting McEwen as say¬ 
ing Joan Sutherland was the 
world’s greatest singer, but the 
world’s greatest voice belonged to 
Horne. It was vintage McEwen: au¬ 
thoritative, clear, and passionate. 

I remember one broadcast 
when McEwen told the story of 
meeting New York’s music critics 
shortly after taking over London 
Records. After wining and dining 
the major critics individually, 
McEwen threw a brunch at his 
apartment for the second-string 
critics, during which, of course, he 
began playing recordings of some 
of his favorite singers. He put on a 
recording of the legendary Clau¬ 
dio Muzio, only to discover that 
none of the critics had ever heard 
of her. “Can you imagine?” he 
railed with indignation. “How can 
you judge the performance of a 
soprano today, if you don’t know 
what one of the greatest sopranos 
of the Twentieth Century sound¬ 
ed like?” 

Years later, one of McEwen’s 
colleagues on the Met Quiz tried 
to tell me the party never hap¬ 
pened, that McEwen often made 
up his stories, and was, in fact, not 
a good colleague, because he 
hogged the mike. I don’t believe 
him. For years now, those of us 
who listen to the Quiz have 
cringed as panelists fail to identi¬ 
fy such instantly recognizable 
voices as Birgit Nilsson or Jussi 


Bjorling, even when the modera¬ 
tor throws out hint after hint. We 
remember McEwen not only in¬ 
stantly identifying almost any 
voice, no matter how obscure, but 
— more importantly — being 
able to explain what made that 
voice unique and why the singer 
was good in one role and not in 
another. 

Passionate obsession 

It was his passionate obsession 
with voices that helped shape the 
careers of some of the best singers 
of his time: Joan Sutherland, Lu¬ 
ciano Pavarotti, Marilyn Horne, 
Pilar Lorengar, Regine Crespin — 
the complete list would be a long 


one. During his time as head of 
the San Francisco Opera, McEwen 
continued guiding singers by 
uniting the various training wings 
of the SF Opera into the San 
Francisco Opera Center. Yes, the 
company gave a much-lauded 
new production of Wagner’s Ring 
Cycle during McEwen’s years (in 
which James Morris sang Wotan 
for the first time), as well as the 
American premiere of Michael 
Tippett’s The Midsummer Mar¬ 
riage and the company’s first per¬ 
formances of Verdi’s Don Carlo in 
the original five-act French ver¬ 
sion. And flying Placido Domin¬ 
go across country at the last 
minute to step into an opening 


night Otello for an ailing colleague 
was certainly high drama. But 
perhaps his more lasting legacy to 
the world of opera was his belief 
in young singers like Ruth Ann 
Swenson, Dolora Zajick, and 
Cheryl Parrish, whom he guided 
through the SF Opera Center. 

Only a few weeks ago, Chris¬ 
tine Bullin, who had been head of 
the SF Opera Center and now is 
Directeur of the Centre de For¬ 
mation Lyrique of the Opera Na¬ 
tional de Paris, visited McEwen at 
his home in Hawaii. McEwen had 
been in failing health for some 
time (he had diabetes, had 
smoked heavily for years, and 
adored good food). While she was 
there I asked her if he would be up 
to writing a book. “He had some 
offers a few years ago,” Bullin 
replied, “but he couldn’t be both¬ 
ered. Terry is impossible to put on 
a schedule t— this was true when 
he worked — and curiously, and 
perhaps admirably, he doesn’t 
give a rip about posterity.” 

Nonetheless, his informed and 
informal advice to young singers 
and conductors in whom he be¬ 
lieved will influence them, and the 
world of opera, for decades to 
come. And thousands of us will 
never be able to listen to record¬ 
ings by Tiana Lemnitz or Richard 
Tauber or Bidu Sayao without re¬ 
membering Terry McEwen, and 
being very grateful that his love of 
their artistry introduced us to his 
golden world of great singing. 
Grazie Maestro. T

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Of course, discontinuity of 
character, lack of a point of view, 
and overworked gimmicks have 
always been part and parcel of 
Waters’ films, which are unique 
for working brilliantly despite 
their stylistic insufficiencies. But 
previous Waters films, from the 
early Mondo Trasho to the recent 
and much underrated Serial 
Mom , benefited from brilliant 
casting, the actors themselves fre¬ 
quently being weirder than the 
characters they were playing 
(surely Divine, Edith Massey, and 
David Lochary were from another 
planet). In Pecker we get a mid¬ 
dling script married to an unin¬ 
spired cast. As Pecker, actor Ed¬ 
ward Furlong can’t seem to find 
any more creative way to express 
his character’s naivete than to grin 
cretinously from beginning to 
end, proving that he is perhaps 
the most inexpressive actor in 
Hollywood. Christina Ricci’s Shel¬ 
ley is the stock blend of brains and 
bitchery she conjures for every 
film, and Martha Plimpton is su¬ 
perfluous in every way as a fag- 
hag sister. Mary Kay Place as Peck¬ 
er’s mother and Lili Taylor as an 
overambitious art dealer are fun 
but underutilized. 

Pecker finds Waters searching, 
stretching his artistic wings. But 
one can only hope that his latest is 
just a stopgap on the way to some¬ 
thing better, and not a sign of 
things to come. T

ious writers, dealers, and hangers- 
on condescended to make him an 
art star. The film’s final scene re¬ 
veals a crush of pompous Man¬ 
hattan art types flummoxed when 
they descend upon Baltimore to 
view pictures of queasy yokels and 
instead see photographs of them¬ 
selves guzzling booze, sucking up, 
chowing down, and acting gener¬ 
ally boorish and awful (“I hope 
there isn’t a catalogue,” screams 
Patty Hearst in a cameo). 

As a thumbnail sketch, Pecker 
sounds like a smart satire of the 
art world, but it’s not. In order for 
satire to succeed there must be a 
point of view, not merely bur¬ 
lesque. And in Pecker, Waters 
paints with such broad strokes 


that everyone comes out the same 
color, making it hard to discern 
who he’s satirizing and why. Is it 
the New York art world he’s lam¬ 
pooning, or is it the gumpy Balti¬ 
moreans, whom Waters seems to 
take just as much pleasure in 
sending up as he does those well- 
heeled Manhattanites? If the in¬ 
tent is to laugh at everyone’s pre¬ 
tentiousness, then why does the 
film ask us to cheer Pecker on for 
making the city slickers look 
small? 

On the purely comic level, 
Pecker packs in some good laughs, 
but on the whole the writing 
seems obvious and heavily under¬ 
lined. Every gag is milked far be¬ 
yond its natural life — hence, 
grandmother doesn’t do her 
dummy routine once, she does it 
nearly half a dozen times, under¬ 
scoring not so much the humor 
but the thinness of the comic de¬ 
vice. Similarly, Pecker’s sugar- 
crazed younger sister can’t be seen 
once or twice in order to make the 
point that America is on a sugar 
drip, she pops up in every other 
scene, reducing a third-rate joke 
to a pulverizing gimmick. Much 
of the dialogue either falls flat or 
doesn’t make sense coming from 
certain characters. A line like “I 
love you more than Kodak,” which 
Shelley screams to Pecker when 
she thinks she’s losing him to the 
lure of the art world, is not only 
unfunny but sounds a tad con¬ 
ventional coming from a charac¬ 
ter who just moments earlier re¬ 
ferred to a man as a “fuck-wad 
and ass-wipe.”

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Oakland Ballet's season opener 

Commedia dell’Oakland

' have a special place in my 

heart for Oakland Ballet. Al- 
* though not the biggest, most 
technically proficient or most 
heavily endowed dance company 
in the Bay Area, its importance as 
the repository for some of the 
greatest choreographic master¬ 
pieces of the twentieth century 
far outweighs any deficiencies. I 
was a little disappointed that the 
first program of their season this 
past weekend at Valley Center for 
the Performing Arts at Holy 
Names College in the Oakland 
hills did not include any of these 
works. However, I was pleased to 
see an enthusiastic audience, 
from a broad cross-section of the 
Bay Area, which is another rea¬ 
son this company is so necessary. 
It definitely has succeeded in 
reaching out to the community 
and developing a dance audience 
for the future. 

Besides the company premiere 
of Assistant Artistic Director 
Michael Lowe’s The Emperor and 
the Nightingale, the company per¬ 
formed two pieces from the 
repertory, Dvorak Dances and 
Carnival D’Aix, both by Artistic 
Director Ronn Guidi. The Dvorak 
is a light concoction of wispified 
peasant costumes, lilting music, 
and youthful flirtation. Perhaps 
with a bit more of attack by the 
dancers to give the steps contrast¬ 
ing dynamics, and either a touch 
of decor or more suggestive light¬ 
ing, the piece would have been 
more filling than a meringue. 
Even so, it was still enjoyable. 

Carnival D’Aix, with its black- 
and-white geometric take on 
commedia dell’arte costumes, was 
fun. While not particularly inno¬ 
vative, its humor, aided by the 
witty Milhaud score, and inter¬ 
esting choreography for the en¬ 
semble kept me engaged. Basical¬ 
ly, using all the classic commedia 
characters and plots, Guidi’s 
sketch covers the gamut of 
human emotions engendered 
when the two sexes (at least in 
the straight world) meet and 
mix. It should be noted that this 
piece wa§ originally choreo¬ 
graphed for an Oakland festival 
celebrating the music of Mil¬ 
haud, who lived and worked in 
the Bay Area for many years 
while a professor of composition 
at Mills College. 

Enchanted forest 

The curtain rose on The Em¬ 
peror and the Nightingale to re¬ 
veal a shadowy forest, created en¬ 
tirely by the lighting of Robert 
Klemm. As the action began, the 
trees seemed to sway in the wind 
and even appeared three-dimen¬ 
sional. The music of Mark Atte- 
bery, weaving together naturalis¬ 
tic sounds with traditional in¬ 
struments as well as Chinese 
ones, evoked an Oriental atmos¬ 
phere without resorting to the 
usual Hollywood film sound¬ 
track cliches. Being of Chinese 
descent, I especially appreciated 
this new approach. 

The plot, based on the Hans 
Christian Andersen fairy tale of 
the same name, unfolds smooth¬ 
ly, the dancing effectively com¬ 
municating what is happening 
on stage so the need to read the 
synopsis is obviated. The dancers 
all performed with precision and 
elan, especially the two nightin¬ 
gales in their contrasting styles of 


naturalistic versus mechanical. 
Although the choreography was 
stylized to suggest the Far East, 
incorporating movements from 
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Dildos • Vibrators • 
Anal Toys • Oils & 
Lubricants • Power Play

the martial arts, at times bits of 
classical ballet slipped in, creat¬ 
ing a fleeting inconsistency. 
Toward the end, as the Em¬ 


peror is sick and possibly dying, 
he confronts the Figure of Death 
in his delirium. Death is very 
originally conceived as an amor¬ 


phous body with two heads, two 
sets of hands, and four legs. Here 
the choreography goes beyond 
anything ever dreamed up by Pi- 
lobolus or Mummenschanz. 

The final tableau, with the real 
nightingale perched on the Em¬ 
peror’s throne, was beautiful in 
its touching simplicity, the alle¬ 
gorical last word. The curtain 
came down with a well-deserved 
roar from the audience. 

If any funding sources out 
there are reading this, please note 
that Oakland Ballet is vital to the 
dance community of the Bay 
Area, if not the country. They 
have already canceled their 
spring touring schedule due to 
lack of money. We cannot afford 
to lose this company. Where else 
can you see recreations of many 
ballets from the Diaghilev era, 
Nijinska’s Les Noces, Les Biches, 
and Bolero, for which Ravel com¬ 
posed his famous score; not to 
mention historically important 
pieces such as Loring’s Billy the 
Kid and de Mille’s Fall River Leg¬ 
end? And you, the audience, can 
become empowered yourselves 
by getting out that checkbook 
and sending a donation, as well 
as attending performances.

of Evita. Gill, on the other hand, 
was content to remain as compa¬ 
ny manager of Phantom on 
Broadway. 

“I knew it was going to take 
something very special for me to 
leave Phantom, because I had 
been there nine years,” Gill said, 
“but when I saw Chicago, I really 
got excited. It personally appeals 
to me, not as a theater profession¬ 
al, but just as a theatergoer.” He 
quit Phantom to become compa¬ 
ny manager of Chicago on Broad¬ 
way. 

Meanwhile, Gaughan was of¬ 
fered the chance to conduct the 
touring company of Chicago that 
opened last winter in Los Angeles. 
“I think the reason we ended up 
out here is on my shoulders, be¬ 
cause I really wanted to do Chica¬ 
go, especially because it was a 
chance to put a new company to-

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gether, which is the most exciting 
part for me,” Gaughan said. 

Gill then requested a transfer 
from the Broadway to the touring 
company, which is not a request 
producers hear a lot. “Touring is 
difficult, no doubt about it,” Gill 
said. “Jack and I sat down and 
talked a long time about doing 
this. We knew it would be OK as 
long as we were together. I don’t 
think either one of us could have 
survived if it was just one of us 
out here.” 

They have each other and they 
have Chicago. “It’s a thrill,” Gill 
said, “to work on something you 
truly believe in.” 

Lean and mean 

This revival of Chicago is one 
of the decade’s unexpected hits. 
The musical version of the story 
of Roxie Hart, a murderer who 
beats the rap and becomes a 
celebrity thanks to a slick lawyer 
and the willing media, was a re¬ 
spectable hit of the mid-70s. A 
few years ago, the Encores! series 
in New York offered a concert ver¬ 
sion of Chicago for a four-night 
run, and the reaction to the 
stripped-down production was 
sensational. Plans to bring it to 
Broadway began immediately, 
and a decision was made to pre¬ 
serve the lean-and-mean look of 
the Encores! version. The show is 
a bigger hit the second time 
around. 

“It’s truly a performance-dri¬ 
ven show,” Gill said. “The chore¬ 
ography that Ann Reinking has 
put together based on Bob Fosse’s 


original is unique, the score by 
Kander and Ebb is wonderful, and 
because the production doesn’t 
have any big scenic elements, it 
lets you use your imagination. 
And the cast is wearing not a lot 
of clothes, and I think that has a 
lot to do with it, too. It’s a sexy, 
hot production.” 

The story may have also found 
its decade. “When it first came 
out, we hadn’t had the O.J. Simp¬ 
son trial, or the Menendez broth¬ 
ers trial, or the nanny trial,” 
Gaughan said, “and that’s what 
this show is about. It’s about raz- 
zle dazzle them, and cover up the 
facts under the hoopla, and make 
a celebrity out of a criminal.” 

What’s next for Gill and 
Gaughan? Gill, who has produced 
several Off-Broadway shows, 
would love to be a full-time pro¬ 
ducer “if I could find enough 
properties that I truly believed in.” 
Gaughan, as a Broadway conduc¬ 
tor, has climbed that ladder about 
as far he can, though helping to 
birth new projects is still a “blast,” 
he said. 

“I think Michael is going to be 
producing some more shows, and 
I’m going to probably be helping 
him do that,” Gaughan said. 

“But,” Gill said, “what’s next is 
a hard question to answer when 
you’re really happy with what 
you’re doing at the moment.” ▼

Gershwin’s 

100th 

ianist and composer Seth Mort¬ 
is fort, founder of the San Francis- 
I co Concerto Orchestra, consid¬ 
ers George Gershwin not only one of 
the most famous American composers 
of piano music, but one of the hardest 
to interpret. 

“The technical and stylistic demands 
required to perform his music are not 
often found in either classical or jazz pi¬ 
anists,” he writes in notes describing 
the 1998 International Piano and Vocal 
Competitions, to take place at Herbst 
Theatre this Saturday, September 26, on 
Gershwin’s 100th birthday. 

Monfort’s orchestra, along with 
piano Sherman Clay Steinway/Boston 
Music Festival, are using the occasion 
to present a day-long festival featuring 
competitions for excellence in inter¬ 
preting Gershwin’s vocal and piano 
pieces, a special performance of 
Gershwin piano works by Monfort, 
and a winners showcase gala. 

Starting off the affair, at 10 a.m., will 
be a presentation of tire Bay Area Young 
Musicians Recital Competition Finals. 
So talented are the Bay Area’s young 
(under 22) musicians, quips Monfort, 
that older musicians usually do every¬ 
thing they can to make sure the “chil¬ 
dren” aren’t heard in public “because 
we are deeply intimidated by them ” 

At noon the Gershwin Category In¬ 
ternational Piano Competition takes 
place, with pianists specializing in 
Gershwin traveling from across North 
America and the Atlantic Ocean to 
take part. 

Following that, at 3 p.m., more 
than 50 entrants in the Concerto and 
Aria Category Finals will compete for 
top prizes. Here the pieces performed 
encompass a wide range of composers 
from a Rachmaninoff concerto by 15 
year old Maeve Brophy to a Puccini 
aria by tenor Richard Nickol in the 
"over 22” age category. One finalist 
hails from as far aways as Hanoi, Viet¬ 
nam — soprano Xuan Thanh, who 
will sing an aria by Bizet. 

That evening, at 6 p.m., Monfort 
himself will take to the ivories, inter¬ 
preting the complete works of Gersh¬ 
win for solo piano. 

Finally, at 8:30 p.m,, the festival will 
showcase the winners and Finalists 
from the various categories. T

Eddie Muller has written a 
11 speedy, affectionate and witty 
tour of the American postwar 
urban underbelly as fantasized in 
film noir. All of the standard titles 
are here, with plots resummarized 
and reinterpreted in a flowing lin¬ 
ear style. Of course you can expect 
tributes to Double Indemnity, Mil¬ 
dred Pierce, Laura, The Postman 
Always Rings Twice, Leave Her to 
Heaven, In a Lonely Place, The As¬ 
phalt Jungle, The Big Sleep and 
Murder, My Sweet. The sacred cow 
stars Barbara Stanwyck, 
Humphrey Bogart, James Cagney 
and Edward G. Robinson are sim¬ 
ilarly exhumed and celebrated all 
over again. With gleeful regularity, 
there is a photo or two on nearly 
every page. And Muller rightfully 
honors such undervalued Dark 
City denizens as Gloria Grahame, 
Robert Ryan and Ida Lupino, who 
deserves some kind of Purple 
Heart for nerves of steel and 
ovaries of brass. 

As Muller demonstrates, noir 
was no marginal genre surviving, 
as did its heroes and villains, on 
the fringes of respectability. Just as 
Mae West, Barbra Streisand, Bette 
Midler and Ethel Merman be¬ 
came unlikely interpreters of 
disco, a bevy of actors with con¬ 
trary dispositions gave noir a try. 
See tight-assed Loretta Young 
turn into a killer psychologist and 
cover-up artist in The Accused. See 
breezy Dick Powell grow stubble 
and get churlish in Murder, My 
Sweet. See even Mickey Rooney, 
erstwhile Andy Hardy himself, do 
time on noir row in Quicksand 


and The Strip. 

Muller clearly loves his subject 
and went searching for rare titles 
and obscure rewards. He has 
heaps of praise for Edmund 
Goulding’s Nightmare Alley, 
which featured Tyrone Power as 
an unrepentant charlatan turned 
circus geek. Then there’s Vincent 
Sherman’s The Damned Don’t 
Cry, a wildly entertaining vehicle 
that lets Joan Crawford hang onto 
memories of youthful allure with 
every claw. 

Muller lets fly with a few brac¬ 
ing theses. The decline of classic 
film noir has been debated ad nau¬ 
seam, usually pointing the finger at 
television, ’50s prosperity, and con- 
servativism blah blah. But Muller 
believes it died with Marion Crane 
in the Bates Motel. At that mo¬ 
ment, Alfred Hitchcock redefined 
what we could see in the movies, 
and noir’s brooding suggestions of 
sin and violence gave way to stark¬ 


er visions of blood and guts. His ar¬ 
gument makes sense. The knife 
never touched Janet Leigh’s flesh in 
Psycho, but her blood that spirals 
down the drain flows between the 
relatively polite violence of the 
1940s and ‘50s and the spewing 
eviscera of Arthur Penn (Bonnie 
and Clyde), Sam Peckinpah (The 
Wild Bunch), and Francis Ford 
Coppola (The Godfather). 

It took Roman Polanski and 
Chinatown to merge primordial 
noir tropes (jaded P.I., mysterious 
woman, institutional corruption) 
with 1970s graphic freedom. Alas, 
that great flick did not inspire a 
born again genre. It remains, 
much to its enduring credit, both 
a spectacular hybrid and an 
anomaly. But noir fans need not 
weep. As Muller reminds us, there 
is a glorious stash of movies out 
there loaded with style and au¬ 
dacity that have their own time¬ 
less allure. ▼

All Keyed up

The Last Resort by Alison Lurie; 
Henry Holt, $22 

s % esides its natural, isolated 
beauty, Key West has long 
been known for the host of 
characters that have inhabited this 
tiny coral rock only ninety miles 
from Cuba. Pulitzer Prize-winning 
author Alison Lurie has assembled a 
menagerie of Key West lives that 
often dangle in a delicate balance, 
whether they be spring break holi¬ 
day-makers, winter refugees fleeing 
the frozen North, or the immigrants 
who now call the resort home. 

One of Lurie’s most poignant 
characters is Molly Hopkins, an 
eighty-one-year-old artist and 
full-time citizen of Key West. A 
woman who has lived too many 
years, and whose life is waning, she 
is biding her time awaiting death. 

“In Molly’s world, death ap¬ 
peared as ... a whole company or 
battalion or army of flying red di¬ 
nosaurs. These stupid, greedy rep¬ 
tiles cruised forever over the 
earth, occasionally and randomly 
swooping down to snatch some¬ 
one in their long carnivorous 
jaws. Sometimes, since they were 
not only stupid but clumsy, they 
dropped their victims again in a 
more or less damaged condition 
(heart disease, stroke, cancer, dia¬ 
betes, fractured hip). But drawn 
by the scent of blood, they would 
be back.” 

Molly is the widow of an old 
friend of Wilkie Walker. Wilkie, a 
famous naturalist who is planning 
his suicide, has come with his wife 
Jenny to spend the winter in order 
to complete his final book, The 
Copper Beach. Long the dutiful ap¬ 
pendage of her renowned hus¬ 
band, Jenny finds herself stranded, 
her husband withdrawn and es¬ 
tranged. In search of refuge from 
her domestic life, Jenny finds so¬ 
lace (and a part-time job) with the 



beautiful Lee, the owner of a 
women-only bed and breakfast. It’s 
Lee’s quiet courage that lures her. 

Jacko, the handsome caretaker 
of the Walker’s vacation rental, 
has just learned that he is 
HIV-positive and has inherited 
the house. In one of the most 
amusing scenes in the novel, 
Jacko’s visiting aunt Myra has in¬ 
vited Molly to lunch. 

Decrying the “loose, perverse 
atmosphere” of Key West, Myra 
tells Molly, “I saw two men kissing 
each other, smooching right out 
in public. And they were both half 
naked. They wouldn’t dare try 
that in Tulsa.” 

“‘I suppose not,’ said Molly, 
who had never been to Tulsa and 
now had even less desire to go.” 

Despite its disappointing end¬ 
ing, Lurie’s The Last Resort is a 
wonderful rendering of life on the 
edge of our huge continent. She 
indulges her characters and their 
various emotional states with 
such humanity that they seem to 
be effortlessly conceived. Her 
evocative images of a tropical, 
tourist-laden paradise are beauti¬ 
fully drawn, despite the often dis¬ 
turbing undercurrents that haunt 
the dwellers of this last resort. T

Say Goodnight by Timothy Liu; 
Copper Canyog Press, $14. 

If n his new collection of poems, 
Say Goodnight, Timothy Liu 
m speaks with the voice of an in¬ 
veterate traveler. His poems move 
us over continents, through cul¬ 
tures, and through history, and in 
their journeys they confront the 
mysteries and the consolations of 
life and love, as well as the trials of 
loss and injustice. Liu’s reach is 
broad; he writes capably of the 
dark margins of homosexual cul¬ 
ture, and of the transcendent 
powers of a love undefined by 
particular desires, gay or straight. 

One of the most notable as¬ 
pects of this collection is Liu’s 
ability to make his readers return 
to his poems. Many of them are 
quite brief, presented in spare 
brush strokes that require us to 


look and look again. In “Treasures 
on Earth,” for example, one of the 
first poems in the collection, Liu 
establishes this challenge: “What 
no one wants. Coin by coin,/ we 
forget our burdens, our eyes 
drawn/ upward to a white sky, an 
icy cake/ whose candles the world 
has blown out.” That’s the com¬ 
plete poem, and yet brief as it is, it 
resonates with themes that move 
through the other poems in this 
collection. 

Many of the poems are elegiac 
meditations on loss: of lovers, 
friends, and even the loss of 
youth. Liu sets the tone early in 
the book, with poems like “That 
Summer,” about the grave of a pet 
parakeet: “What is touched by 
loss/ is sometimes made more sa¬ 
cred — that grave/ exhumed at 
last by a neighborhood stray.” 

Liu is at his best when he con¬ 
fronts these difficult but universal 
themes, and he reaches some of 
his most poignant, beautiful mo¬

aura DeHart Young’s newest 
novel, Private Passions, is a 
. ... dark look at lesbians who 
are battered and who batter, and 
the ways the lessons learned at the 
hands of a violent lover can create 
personal and professional havoc. 



Sara Gray is an advertising ex¬ 
ecutive who can juggle cranky 
clients, pushy personnel, and 
workday worries with ease and 
grace. Her co-workers wonder 
why she seems to run into many 
doors, however, because she does 
come into work bruised and 
bleeding frequently. Sara is out of 
the battering relationship, but she 
continues to pick partners who 
exhibit the same pathology. If 
that’s not bad enough, she’s been 
saddled with the inept 
brother-in-law of the firm’s CEO, 
a sexist jerk who gives nepotism a 
bad name. His battering is verbal, 
not physical, but that doesn’t 
make it any less threatening to 
Sara’s well-being. 

Young does a fine job of creat¬ 
ing the outs and ins of working at 
a small advertising agency. Her 
characters, both office-workers and 
those in the real world, are careful¬ 
ly crafted. I especially liked the 
flashback scenes having to do with 
Sara’s earlier relationship with a 
batterer. The scenes are frightening 


and painfully realistic. We under¬ 
stand why Sara stays, and why 
hope can sometimes be the most 
dangerous emotion of all. Private 
Passions is a powerful read, enter¬ 
taining and thought-provoking. 



Provoked is how I felt all the 
way through River Quay, Janet 
McClellan’s third Tru North mys¬ 
tery, and the weakest by far of the 
three. McClellan seemed to have 
a relationship novel to write, but 
she had to cram in that bogus 
mystery. The result is unsatisfying 
in every category. 

Arson is the crime in River 
Quay, but when a body is found 
in a burned building, homicide 
detective Tru is called in to work 
with very cute arson investigator, 
C.B. Belpre. Tru is in a monoga¬ 
mous relationship, but her lover’s 
being out of town seems to have 
the effect of stripping Tru of any 
and all inhibitions regarding ex- 
trarelational sex. Tru has flashes 
of guilt, but they dissipate before 
she really has time to notice them. 
We notice, however, and wonder 
just how it is that her commit¬ 
ment can’t withstand a week away 
from her true love. There are brief 
references to Tru’s feeling pres¬ 
sured to make a commitment, but 
not enough information for us to 
understand what the problem is. 
The mystery is given equally short 
shrift, and finally is of no interest 
at all. The novel ends with Tru 
and C.B. heading into the sunset 
together, so the dilemma with 
Tru’s partner, Markie, who does¬ 
n’t know there is one, is apparent¬ 
ly being held over for the sequel. 
My hope is that the sequel will 
not be so disappointing. T 


ments in doing so. In a suite of 
poems entitled “Nocturnes,” for 
example, he moves from the base 
and common toward the tran¬ 
scendent, in a manner reminis¬ 
cent of Philip Larkin’s famous 
“High Windows.” “Nocturnes” be¬ 
gins in the seedy ambiance of an 
adult video arcade, and concludes 
with a solitary lover ruminating 
on the absence of a departure: 
“Even a pyre/ is nothing more 
than a passing hour —/ a bulletin 
that the heart’s mute theater/ has 
lost its patron.” 

As if to accentuate the manner 
in which these poems inform each 


other, Liu employs the curious 
technique of using the same title 
for several poems in the collec¬ 
tion. There’s a poem called “Say 
Goodnight” in each of the four 
sections in the book, as well as 
three poems entitled, “Last Day.” 
It’s a method that could easily fall 
flat as a gimmick in the hands of a 
less capable poet, but for Liu the 
echo of titles helps tie the collec¬ 
tion together, and reinforces the 
message that these poetic journeys 
demand a return trip. In the 
fourth section of Say Goodnight, 
Liu groups a series of “political” 
poems that tackle such topics as 


homophobia, hate crimes, and en¬ 
vironmental degradation. 
“Against Nature,” for example, 
pokes fun at some of the contro¬ 
versy surrounding the “nature or 
nurture” debate about the origins 
of homosexuality. On a similar 
note, “Billions Served” stands as 
an indictment of the “Death in¬ 
dustry” (i.e., fast food). These 
poems seem to be less successful 
than the others in the collection, 
and they seem out of place, almost 
as if they were tacked on as an af¬ 
terthought. But they do not weigh 
down what is an otherwise mem¬ 
orable collection. ▼

The George Gershwin Cen¬ 
tennial means never having 
enough of the great American 
composer. ’S Wonderful: A Cele¬ 
bration of George Gershwin is a 
wonderful exhibit of Gershwini- 
ana now on display at the San 
Francisco Performing Arts Li¬ 
brary 8( Museum (SFPALM), in 
which we learn such factoids as 
that the Fred and Adele Astaire 
vehicle Funny Face, for which 
Gershwin wrote the score, was 
originally called Smarty. 

Another Gershwin musical, Let 
'Em Eat Cake, includes the song 
“Union Square,” with the line, 
“Down with Boris Thomashef- 
sky!” Boris and Bessie 
Thomashefsky, founders of New 
York’s Yiddish Theatre, were 
friends of Gershwin’s parents, and 
grandparents of SFS Music Direc¬ 


tor Michael Tilson Thomas. 

MTT’s father received occasional 
piano lessons from Gershwin. “He 
said, ‘Teddy, look at the piano. 
You’ll notice there are black notes 
and white notes. Just keep playing 
them, and you’ll figure out the 
difference between them.” 

Today, MTT says, “There’s not 
the slightest doul^in my mind 
that Gershwin woiud have rede¬ 
fined the whole musical language 
had he lived.” The SFPALM ex¬ 
hibit includes all sorts of fascinat¬ 
ing memorabilia, including the 
program for the Memorial Con¬ 
cert for Gershwin at the Holly¬ 
wood Bowl in 1937, which fea¬ 
tured such unlikely co-stars as 
Otto Klemperer, George Jes- 
sel, Al Jolson, Fred Astaire and 
Lily Pons. 

When Gershwin’s opera Porgy 
and Bess opened in New York, 
composer, music critic and closet¬ 
ed homosexual Virgil Thomson 
sniffed that the score was “at best 
a piquant but highly unsavory 
stirring-up-together of Israel, 
Africa, and the Gaelic Isles.” 

’S Wonderful continues

Endless Love by Lisa Shapiro;

1 J| Jj hat do you when the love 
of your life, your soul- 
'' mate, your one and only, 
dies? Do you die along with her, 
emotionally at least, or do you 
find a way to continue? In her lat¬ 
est Naiad novel, Lisa Shapiro ( Sea 
to Shining Sea ) explores the dark 
side of finding and then losing 
your soulmate. 

Andrea Stern is a writer whose 
gift is figuring out what her pro¬ 
fessors want and giving it to them, 
a skill that enables her to write at 
length without ever exposing 
what she really believes. When she 
agrees to tutor Ryan Mann, she 
assumes that all she’ll do is share 
the tricks with this baby-dyke. In¬ 
stead, she realizes that she and 
Ryan are destined to love each 
other forever. “Love is endless,” 
Ryan tells her. “It won’t fade or 
disappear. There’s too much emo-

tion. The feeling’s too strong.” An¬ 
drea imagines that theirs is a love 
that will last on the physical plane, 
but when Ryan dies suddenly, 
only months after they first met, 
Andrea is left with an emptiness 
that threatens her very survival. 

Shapiro does a fine job of es¬ 
tablishing the spirituality of her 
characters without slowing down 
the plot or resorting to tedious 
lectures and explanations. The 
conversations between Andrea 
and Ryan ring painfully trye, as 
each young woman tries to define 
the ineffable. Andrea’s struggle to 
come back to the living after her 
bone-crushing loss is both touch¬ 
ing and believable. The sideplots 
concerning Andrea’s efforts to re¬ 
connect with various members of 
her family are handled deftly and 
leavened with humor. Endless 
Love is a tale of death and resur¬ 
rection, of the courage involved 
in deciding to live through terri¬ 
ble pain and to risk loving again. 
I found it moving and very enter¬ 
taining — not a bad combina¬ 
tion.

And they quickly become part of 
the listener, as, seemingly effort¬ 
lessly, he takes us on a memorable 
musical journey. 


Accent on music

' usic’s role as an interna¬ 
tional language is demon- 
H I strated on the albums 
Aquamosh (Capitol/Tomboia/ 
Happy Fi) by Plastilina Mosh, 
Halim (Beggars Banquet) by Nat- 
acha Atlas, and Stereo Total’s self- 
titled disc (Bobsled). Plastilina 
Mosh sings mostly in Spanish, 
Atlas sings in Arabic, and Stereo 
Total sing in Japanese, German, 
Italian, French, and even English. 

Plastilina Mosh’s Aquamosh is 
particularly fascinating for the 
range of styles the duo explores 
over the course of the album’s 
dozen tracks. From jazz (“Ba- 
nano’s Bar,” “Ode To Mauricio 
Garces,” “I’ve Got That Milton 
Pacheco Kinda Feeling”) to rock 
(“Monster Truck,” “Encendedor,” 
“Pornoshop”) to a hip-hop hybrid 
(“Nino Bomba,” “Afroman,”“Sav¬ 
age Sucker Boy,” “Mr. P Mosh”), 
it’s all done with a dash of seri¬ 
ousness and a smidgen of fun, re¬ 
sulting in a very bizarre, never 
boring album. Viva la NAFTA! 

Brussels-born half-Jewish, 
half-Muslim (oy vey!) Natacha 
Atlas could do for^Arabic music in 
the nineties what Ofra Haza did 
for Hebrew music in the eighties. 
Currently touring with Trans- 
Global Underground (appropri¬ 
ately enough), Atlas focused on 
her Arabic roots with Halim. A 
bellydancer in addition to a singer 


and songwriter, Atlas makes music 
that is irresistible and difficult to 
listen to while sitting still. You 
want to move your arms about 
above your head, sway your hips, 
and eat everything on pita bread. 
Exotic highlights include “Mous- 
tahil,” “Leyli,” “Kidda,” and the se¬ 
ductive semi-dub of “Sweeter 
Than Any Sweets,” to name a few. 

When talking about Stereo 
Total, I want to try to use points of 
reference without pigeonholing 
this wonderfully bizarre and en¬ 
tertaining band. Other bands 
come to mind, from Gruppo 
Sportivo to Komeda, but that 
wouldn’t be doing justice to Stereo 
Total. Influences ranging from 
new wave Europop to pseudo- 
lounge, and quite a bit in between, 
make this album a blast that lasts. 
Stereo Total’s uncommon taste in 
cover tunes (KC & The Sunshine 
Band’s “Get Down Tonight,” Salt- 
N-Pepa’s “Push It,” and Serge 
Gainsbourg’s “Je suis venute dire 
que je m’en vals”) combined with 
the unique perspective of their 
original material (especially on 
“LA, CA, USA,” “C’est la mort,” 
“Dactyle Rock,” “Ushile sugata ga 
kilei,” “Supergirl, and “Dilindam”) 
make Stereo Total a total listening 
experience. ▼

Seeing a local high school pro¬ 
duction of Oklahoma as a small 
child had a profound influence on 
Anderson, leading him to sing a 
gentle “People Will Say We’re in 
Love.” Other showtunes include 
what is being touted as his signa¬ 
ture song, the soaringly emotion¬ 
al “Storybook” from the current 
Broadway hit The Scarlet Pimper¬ 
nel, and a rendition of “Necessi¬ 
ty” from Finians Rainbow to 
which he gives a surprising suc¬ 
cessful sassiness. Irving Berlin’s 
haunting “Reaching for the 
Moon” was introduced by Bing 
Crosby in a 1931 film of the same 
name, starring Douglas Fairbanks. 

As lilting as his voice is, Ander¬ 
son’s songwriting abilities are 
equally powerful. Of the disk’s 
eleven cuts, Anderson has penned 
five. His effective storytelling abil¬ 
ities are evident in “Two Chairs” 
and “Everynight I Sleep with an 
Angel.” The somewhat slight 
“Simple Little Tune” and “Words” 
are refreshing in their ability not 
to take themselves too seriously. 
Certainly one of the most 
poignant of his recent tunes is 
Anderson’s “Yard Sale,” also in¬ 
cluded on David Campbell’s re¬ 
cent CD. The song was inspired by 
regular Saturday forays with his 
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San Franoisoo’s PREMIER Leatber/Fetlsb Bar

Real girl power

orget about the Spice Girls. 
About as spicy as salt, they 
should be labeled sex-of¬ 
fenders for the damage they’ve 
done to the collective psyche of 
young girls everywhere. Where is 
the real girl power coming from? 
How about women who front 
mostly male bands? That’s a good 
place to start. After all, Cerys 
Matthews (of Catatonia), Sonia 
Aurora Madan (of Echobelly), 
and Isabel Monteiro (of Drug¬ 
store) haven’t lost their feminine 
identities in the company of a few 
men. If anything, being in such 
mixed company seems to have 
strengthened them. 

Matthews’ voice, which bares a 
striking resemblance to that of Is¬ 
abel Monteiro’s, is like the hand 
that guides the songs through the 
light and dark. The “internation¬ 
al” flavor of her band’s second 
full-length disc International Vel¬ 
vet (Vapor/Warner Brothers) 
makes an appearance on the 
album’s title track, which is sung 
in Welsh (Catatonia hails from 
Wales) and has a drinking-song 
chorus which goes, “Every day 
when I wake up/I thank the Lord 
I’m Welsh.” For the most part, 
Catatonia (a band named for a 
“schizophrenic disorder charac¬ 
terized by stupor”) keeps the en¬ 
ergy level pretty high, especially 
on tracks such as “I Am The 
Mob,” “Mulder And Scully,” “Road 
Rage,” “Goldfish And Paraceta¬ 
mol,” and “Part Of The Furni¬ 
ture.” The Spice Girls (what re¬ 
mains of them) would be wise to 
listen to “Why I Can’t Stand One 
Night Stands,” while their impres¬ 
sionable young fans might get 
something out of “My Selfish 
Gene.” 

Like Drugstore’s Isabel, 
Echobelly’s Sonia is a performer 
who should be seen live (along 
with her fellow bandmates) to be 


experienced to the fullest. On Lus¬ 
tra (Epic), their third disc for a 
major label, Echobelly has weath¬ 
ered some changes, including the 
addition of strings (on “Bulldog 
Baby”) and the loss of guitarist 
Debbie Smith. However, what re¬ 
mains is what gives Lustra its lus¬ 
ter. Songs such as “Here Comes 
The Big Rush,” “Iris Art,” “The 
World Is Flat,” “Everyone Knows 
Better,” the acoustic blues setting 
of “Bleed,” the title track, the stun¬ 
ning piano/guitar/vocal simplicity 
of “Heroes In June,” and “Falling 
Flame,” find the band expanding 
their sound, improving on some¬ 
thing that I once thought couldn’t 
get any better. 

Snowpony is a trio consisting 
of Katharine Gifford (formerly of 
Stereolab), Debbie Googe (for¬ 
merly of My Bloody Valentine), 
and a male drummer. The “girl 
power” is really no more or less a 
part of Snowpony than it is for 
Echobelly and Catatonia, it’s just 
more visible. What is a big part of 
Snowpony is their innovative 
sound, which you can hear to 
great advantage on “Easy Way 
Down,” “Siamese Fighting Fish,” 
“Love Letters,” “A Way To Sur¬ 
vive,” “St. Lucy’s Gate,” “Snow 
White,” and “John Brown (Tri¬ 
umphal March).” 

Speaking of Debbie Smith, an¬ 
other of her former bands, Curve 
(fronted by Toni Halliday), re¬ 
leased an album earlier this year 
called Come Clean (Estupen- 
do/Universal) that deserves to be 
heard more than it was. As for the 
aforementioned band Drugstore, 
their debut disc White Magic For 
Lovers (Roadrunner) would qual¬ 
ify as one of the best albums of the 
year, even if it didn’t feature guest 
vocals by Radiohead’s Thom Yorke 
(on “El President”).▼
